York Day Book said; “God Almighty 
limself cannot abolish American Sla- 
very.” Gne hundred years ago it was 
called the height of folly to attempt to 
hreak up the slave trade. Three huu- 
dred years ago piracy waa winked st— 
how itis almost extirpated.  Intem- 
perance has decreased wnnderfully. 
Ahout 1736, when taxes snd licenses 
of gin waa instituted, there were in| 
London over seven thousand shops) 
where gin was retailed, and whera men} 
drank and disabled themselves for la- 
hor fora penny; the remedies greatly 
diminished the drunkenness. And so| 
of other evils—it is found that if they 
eannot be abolished they can be reduc- 
edin their power and the numher of 
their virtues; and eo every impulse of] 
our better nature prompts us to throw 
our influence—small or greut—on the 
rightand not on tho wrong side of ev 
ery public issue.

in their own way to guin their ends? 

A few years ago © anybody that was! 
anybody " was compelled by fashion to 
become a Freemason, But the abduo- 
tion and murder of William Morgan in 
1826, by high Masons, called public 
attention to that institution, In spite 
of the snears and threats, aud personal 
insults and injuries, the better portion) 
of tho people investigated it to their 
satisfaction. The effect may be seen in 
the following Bgures, which I copied (I 
think) Irom French's * Gazetteer of the 
State of New York,” There were in 
that State in 1826, 380 Masonic lodges

Escape Caused by Freemasonry, 


Tt was asserted in the Boston. Eve- 
ning Transcript of May 14th, 1846, on 
tho authority of Past Grand Master R, | 
G. Scott of Virginia that fifty at least 
of those who signed the Declaration of 
Independence were Freemasons, and 
thnt every Major General of the Revo- 
lutionary army was a member of that 
fraternity, save one, and that one was 
Beuedict Arnold. And it is asserted 
hy another Masonic authority, that fif- 
ty-two of the fifty-six signers were 
Masons. 

Although Freemasonry was inslion- 
able in 1778, the disproportion in the 
latter declaration seems very umproba- 
hle; and at this late period. (1849,) for 
the lack of evidence, it cannot well bo 
eontroverted. It is ohvious that Free- 
masoury wishes to get rid of Arnold, 
and to have it believed, thatif he hed 
been a Freemason he would not have 
heen a traitor, And it has expressly 
declared that “in the treasou of Arnold, 
never mingled Freemasonry." Gf tho 
Major Generals of the Revolutionary 
army, in our limited sphere, we hind 
that Geu, Lincoln of Hingham was a 
Freemason; no evidence can be ohtain- 
ed that Gen, Heath of Roxhury was 
one; that Gen, Ward of Shrewshury 
had never heen one of the order, see 
H. D. Ward's Anti-masonie Review, 
Vol 1. No 10, p.995. This last 
case sufficiently disproves the declara- 
tion about Major Generals. > And it is 
well to recollect here, that Aaron Burr 
was a Major General, and since the 
Revolution became a traitor to his coun- 
try, and in his treasonable eorrespond- 
ence, made use of the Royal Arch cy- 
pher, proving that Masonry does not 
purify. 


Now we say that Arnon was A 
Fars mason, and that his treason did 
"mingle with Free masonry." Hero is 
the evidence taken from the Hartford 
(Conn.) Times of December 18th, 1841, 
which copied it from the New Haven 
Herald, which says, “An old book has 
accidentally fallen into our possession, 
which proves to be the Records of al 
Masonic lodge, hold in this city, the 
first entry iu which is the following:

We then fell into general conversa 
tion in which he informed me that Jews 
were plenty in Ligonier; had a syna 
yogue, and, sometimes, a Rahhi; that 
his wife died eighteen months ago 
trusting in God, thongb he did not 
know as she prayed to him, and, final. 
ly, that he was a Freemason and an 
Odd-fellow, as well as a Jew. This ex- 
plained at once wby be did not know 
where Mr. Leuty lived, or that there 
was a grove meeting, or any thing else 
tbat would help us. It was interesting 
to see how his Jewieli and Masonic in- 
stincta blended, and naturally, and 
without the least effort on hia part ran 
along the line of conspiracy and con- 
cealment, 

I continued: What do you think of 
Cbrist! 

Jew,—I think he wasa smart man. 

Self.—But wasn't he wicked, to say 
he had all power in heaven und eartb, 
power to forgive sins ineluded !

S.--No, but don't you hate Christ? 
Don't you think your fathers did right 
to kill bim? 

J.—I thiuk be was a smart mau, but

! ever heard. 

S.— What lies did be tell! 

J —He said when Masons come into 
court, they have the best chance, aud 
I know that is false. 

S.—But you know through the whole 
country, our boys were urged to join 
the Masons because they would get fa- 
vors from the Masons who were rehels, 
who were hound as Masons, to help 
them; and yet you say Masons who 
come into court bave no better chance 
there, when you know that you swore, 
atripped, blindfolded, and on your knees, | 
to obey their “signs and tokens” 
whether in the court-house or out.

Kansas, May 4, 1872. 
Dear Brother: 

lhave received two papers entitled 
'* Christian Cynosure," I suppose 
from you. In my humble opinion the 
name is appropriafe, the word meaning 
“a dog's tail” The spirit which 
moves the authors and pulliehers I 
recognize as the tail of tbat black snd 
tan abolition slut which hunted down 
a million of whitee to their death, and 
half a million of blacke, hesidas hring- 
ing injnrias and iniquities untold upon. 
the people of our once glorious coun- 
try. Please behead the dog, or at 
least chain him up, ï bave three 
already, any one prefersble to that.

Kaneas, Aug, 1, 1872. 
Dear Brother: 

* * By the way, don't the heauty 
of Masonry, its influence through life, 
and its reaching forward hy faith be- 
yond the grave, ever strike you? Its 
opening arms wide enough to embrace 
all creeds, having for à foundation be- 
lief in God and a future state of exist- 
ence—all nations, races and colore 
hnving the common attrihutes of hu- 
manity— and spreading the broad 
mantle of love and charity over all? 
How different from the narrow, illiberal 
associations which rajeot the Jew be: 
cauee he is n Jew, the Univerashst for 
his creed, and the heathen hecause he 
has no oreed. 

As to entering into an argument in 
defense of Masonry I do nnt intend 
anything of that kind. The institu- 
tion defende itself and requires nothing 
of its members inthatline, If Mason- 
ry be as well known as youeay, then it 
15 no longer a eecret society, and con- 
sequently two thirds of yourarguments 
fall to the ground (i e. nll arising 
from its “ secretism” as you call it). 
If it he not known then you cannot 
judge of ita merita and the whole of 
your ohjectioos nre invalid. So the 
matter can rest. 

* * Greeley and Brown are going 
to get a hig vote, even in poor colored 
Kansas, and what may be the result of 
the elcetion is to me doubtful. «1 am 
glad you Anti-masons nominated a 
candidate for President, for if ” Satan 
be divided against himself how then 
shall his kingdom stand?’

Yes, my dear 
brother, it doee strike me with sadness| 
and lamentation to see the influence of 
Masonry and other seeret societies upon | 
professors of Christ's religion. I first 
notieed it when only six yeara old, in

members of the lodge, and among 
them Hon. D. Chace, for several terms 
a member of Congress, were ptofessors 
of religion, and yet the huilders worked 
seven days in the week! In those 
days a young man worked for father 
severa) seasone whom I loved very 
much, as he made a favorite plaything 
of me, gave me s knife, and took me 
with him to prayer-meetings, in which 
he seemed much interested and actively 
sustained. Soon after the new Hall 
was completed he joined the lodge, and 
immediately aftar eeemed to lose all 
religious interest, and I don't know that) 
he has ever attended n prayer-mecting 
sinee, and although, living near the 
church rarely bas attended public wor-| 
ship for many years, claiming that n 
** good Mason is a good man and will 
be saved in heaven," _ 


I noticed tbis same influence most! 
deplorably in R——o, Mich., where 
you know were Masonic, Odd-fellow’s 
and Sons of Temperance lodges, From 
time to time as memhere of the Con- 
gregational Church joined either of the 
lodges, their attendance npon, and inter- 
eet in the prayer-meetings immediately 
declined, mostjof them forsaking them 
entirely. This wae especially noticea- 
|hle in Des, M., Mr. iD. C. H., the 
A—s, and lastly Dr. L., the {Sahbath- 
school Superintendent, whom the 
* Sons" made helieve it was hie duty 
to join them and get up a young lodge 
from tbe Sehbath-school! Joining the 
lodges seemed to neutrelize or ahsorb 
all religious interest, as though some- 
thing better than Christ's religion had) 
been found, The able, earnest, anti- | 
secret ministers of the Congregational 
and Baptist churches, N. and C., had 
toleave. The Methodist minister was 
a member of the lodge and not dis- 
turhed. A lodgn minister from Conn. 
was called to fill the Congregntional 
pulpit, but the Beptiats were left desti- 
tute, Those lodges were God's instru- 
ments to cause us to Inave the place in. 
1849, 

Twenty-three years growth of se- 
cretism has not lessened! its evil ten- 
nency in this direction, or led mn to 
see any “beauty of Masonry” in this 
respect, nnd Irom that day to this I 
have invariably observed similer effecta: 
of lodge membership, wberever the 
members adhere to and practice lodgo 
requirements; end herein ie my greatest 
objection to Freemasonry. I think 
thie results chiefly from two facts: lat, 
Masonry eberishes selfishness from ce} 
lar togarret. Christ's religion requiree 
benevolence from foundation to cap-| 
stone. 2d. Masonry is n religion, an| 
invention for saving men hy worka 
witbout Christ, regenerstion, sanctifica- 
tion, holiness or aelf-denial—and tbat 

too without its being offered to only! 
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ahout one-eighth of human heings,i. e., 
all the sick, deformed, week minded, 
young, old, all females, tbe poor — nnd 
sil wbo would be likely to fail of paying 
lodge duca, or need help, nre excluded; 
while God's plan is to save by faith in 
Christ, manifested by self-deoyiny „ood 
works and holy living, and is free to 
— whosoever will may partake witbout 
money or price. 

"Beauty of Masonry,” * * “open: 
ing arms wide enough to embrace all 
ereeds, nations, colors, races, and 
spreading the broad mantle of love 
over all, How different from the nar 
row, illiberal associations which reject 
the Jew because he is aJew, the Uni- 
versalist for his creed, and the heathen 
because he has no creed.” O, my 
brother! is it possible that you are eo 
deceived? Does Musonry open her 
arms thus wide and not close them to 
exclude any! Do the lodges reccive 
negroee in those open arms together 
with whites! Do they receive invalids, 
or one-atmed or‘one-legged soldiers, or 
any without some means of livelihocd, 
or any of tbose honest, ingenuous, 
open-hearted, frank ones, who are 
always ready to *' give a reason for the 
hope that is in them," and can bardly 
‘keep a secret? 

If you aren Master Mason,” among 
tbe twenty-three oeths you bave taken, 
eaoh reaffirming the first, and each 
with a torturing death-.penelty, the 
second promises that '* I will not be at 
tbe initiating of an old man in dotage, 
a young man in nooage, an atheist, or 
irreligious lihertine [a religious hhertine 
is not shut out it seems!], idiot, mad- 
man, hermaphrodite or woman," Do 
not these elassee, with those who are 
too poor to pay the fees and dues, and 
those who are too bonest to swear to 
keep secrets which they are ignorant 
of, include seven-eigbths of human 
heings who can never eee the light or 
enjoy tbe ‘beauties of Masonry,” or 
be protected by the Masonic “ mantle of 
lovel" 

By "narrow, illiheral associations " 
—I suppose you mean to include all 
evangelical religious denominations; hut 
ere they or any one of them as exclu- 
sive as the Jodge! Is their door as 
marrow or practice ss illheral! Do 
they at the start open hut half a door, 
and thus sbut out all females, one half 
the human race? Do they close the 
door to all the old or refuse to admit 
them even at the 'feleventh hour!” 
Are not one half their numbers ad- 
mitted during their childhood or non- 
age! Do any of them require a fee 
for admittance, or refuse to ndmit the 
poorest of Ood's creatures witbout 
money or pricef Do they require in- 
tellectual tests, or say to the * way- 
faring man though n fool,” You are 
unfit tobe a Christian? Do they ex- 
clude ony for occasions] mental aherre- 
tion, or for procreative malformation. 


Ah, my hrother, I tremble for the 
present and eternal welfare of yourself 
and family when I think of the fatal 
delusion that your letters indieate you 
nre under, nnd rejoice that you are the 
only one among our numerous kindred 
thus deluded, so far as I know. 

You say you do not intend to entar 
into an argument in defence of Ma- 
sonry as it “ defends itself, and requires 
nothing in that line of ite members.” 
How does it defend itselff Does it, 
like other organisations, formed for 
human weal, churches, educational, 
charitable, scientific, mechanical, ond 
agricultural, hold open for public in- 
spection all its principlee, tenets, obli- 
gations, penalties, in and out-door 
practices, and ali its history from its 
origin; invite or challenge the strictest 
scrutiny nnd inspection, and depend 
thereupon for eliciting nnd holding tho 
approbation of philanthropista? Does 
it, when objections are urged against it, 
strive to remove them by fair argument, 
aud thus, hy candid discussion do its 
part in doveloping truth t 

When Christ wos heing stoned hy 
the Jews he said, " Many good works 
have I done among you, for which do 
ye stone me!” He healed the sick, 
east out devils, raised the dead, and 
preacbed the Gospel to the poor; 
did good to all snd evil to none. Can 


Misonry call on good works for defense? 
Instead of either of these commendable 
mudes of defense it aenms to adopt the 
opposite of hoth, so far as my observa- 


tion hus extended, for more than forty- 
five years, i. e, “ dignified silence,” as} 
in the first cath snd generally taught, 
hy the lecturers and writers, and per. 
sonal abuse, commonly practiced by 
the multitude. Is not the chief reason! 
why its adhereots do not engage in 
argument and fair discussion in its 
lefense simply because it cannot he 
defetided in that way hefore an enlight- 
ened Chin people? In this view I| 
nm not surpHsed or offended that you 
do not take more notice of my objections, 
nltbough it is so different from the 
frank and ingenuous charactaristics of 
the family whose hlood runs in your 
velns, 


You say, If Masonry be as well 
known as you say, it is no longer a 
secret society and two-thirds of your 
srgumenta fall to the ground; and if itie 
not known, then you canoot judge of its 
merits and the whole of your objections 
are invalid, So the matter can rest.” 
With yonr legal knowledge and acumen, 
is that a fair presentation of the case 
to tbe jury, and conclusion of the 
whole matter upon which you would 
be willing to rest your qualifications 
for office as judge before an intelligent 
Christian people f 

H is surely true that thousands of 
perone outside tbe lodge are hetter| 
informed in regnrd to tbo institution in 
allits degrees, than tbree-fourths of| 
its affliatiog members of the third de- 
gree, and al the reading public may 
he equally informed. But it is no less 
true that itis a. ‘secret society,” be- 
cause it obligates all ita members in the 
first aud all subsequent degrees that 
"I will always heil, ever conceal and 
never reveal" * æ nor write, print, 
etamp, hew, cut, carve, indent, paint 
orengreve" * * the “least letter, fig- 
ure, character, mark, stain, shadow or 
reeemblance, * * whereby the eecrets” 
may he known; hecause it depends up- 
on secrecy for its existence, and works 
with and upon persons who bave not 
availed themselves of the public means 
oflearning ita secrets, or having learned 
them join the society for protection or 
indulgence in tbeir selfish (and I think 
often criminal) designs. 

* Now hrother, you were but n hoy in 
Michigan when I last personnlly knew 
you, nearly twenty-five years ago, and 
I knew hut little what sort of a man 
the hoy had grown to, but judging 
from the mental and physical powers n 
kind God endowed you with, I think 
you must see after n cendid considera- 
tion of the ohjections ngainst Masonry 
(and I will gladly furnieh you all the 
aids thereto you desire) tbat it is s 
false and very delusive religion, origin- 
nting in and constantly oherishing 
selfishness, having no real charity, and 
only ita semhlance in giving only to 
tbose from whom it has first received, 
or expects to recdve, mucb more, 
"stealing the livery of the court ofi 
heaven," (numerous correct or gsr- 
bled ecripture texts, gospel ministers, 
deacons and laymen) to serve the devil 
in,” and alluring the soul on constantly 
towards worldlineas and eternal death. 

Do not laugh at my anxiety, I am 
no “ Liberalist" or Universalist, but ful- 
ly believe that alt to whom Ood has

It is a fact that there ore a few in| 
the United Brethren Church who do| 
not like the "extreme position,” as it is 
often tarmed, taken by tbe Church up- 
on tbe subject of secrecy, But is it 
extreme, inconsistent?! I think not. 

Is not secrecy perfectly seclusive and 
eelfish? And ig it not well intended 
and calculated on tbe outside of it, in 
its best forms, to induce caste and eus- 
pidon! Certainly itis, Therefore tbe 
followers of it, and of the gospel, which 
is open, and loves broad dayligbt, can 
not consistently xíüliate. One is ligbt, 
the other is darkness and seeks dark- 
ness. 

The forms, ceremonies, und titlea at- 
teched to all orders of secrecy are, up-' 
on the outside of them, marked with 
heathenism, -Pompous, impious, and 
often blasphemous when compared witb 
the teachings ofthe gospel, no wonder 
that those church organisations which 
are greatly under the influence of such 
societies easily fall into mucb outward 
show, pomp, and ritualism.

‘The supreiacy of tht Laws" is the 
fundamental principle of civil society, 
“The allegiance due to his conpiry is 
the bighest human obligation” of all 
men who enter into civil society; and 
L conceive the Institution of Freema- 
sonry, in its tendency, to be at war 
witb both these principles. With re- 
spect to this institution, I oame to the 
conclusion, and exprossed it repeated- 
ly in public, several years before the 
present controversy arose, that its pre~ 
tansions to antiquity are unfounded, 
Itis probably the growth of tha last 
century and a half, It has frequently 
been admitted to me, by respectable 
members of the society, that itis use- 
less; and that ns such it hsd better be 
abolished. Its only nvowed | ohjeota.— 
tharity and knowledge—ean be mueb 
better promoted by public associatione.. 
If it be useless, it must be worse than 
jiseless, because it occasions a waste of 
hil the time, attention and money nec- 
essary to keep up its orgsnization. The 
titular and ceremonial paris of it, ns 
displayed hefore the publio, appear to 
me strangely at variance with good 
tasta, particularly ina republican coun- 
try. 

But the great objections to tho Insti- 
tution lie mueh deeper. All secret so- 
cieties are dangerous, in proportion to 
the extant of their organization, and the 
number of their members. A secret 
society, so' Widely diffused und conhéct 
ed as this, puli n vast power, eapeble 
of the most dangerous abuse, into hands 
irresponsible to’ the puhlio, The se- 
cret ceremonies nnd rites, as they have 
heen disclosed, sppear to me, on many 
grounds, highly objeetionable, and the 
oatls and obligations ere open to the 
most weighty exceptions, on the score 
of religion, morsls, and good sense, 
I am aware that some of the oaths 
must have heen taken by many great 
und good men, that does not alter their 
character, And as I cannot believe 
that tbey could have staod n. day, be- 
fore the face of public sentiment, had 
they heen openly udminietercd and re- 
ceived, it is not tbe least objection to 
the Institütion, that as n secret society, 
whose rites aod ceremonies must be 
substaotially unknown beforehand, 
greet and good men have heen surpris- 
ed into giving it a seeming saoction. 

The force of this objection is im- 
measurably increased hy the fact, that 
within a few yeare, the institution has 
heen actually made the iostrument of 
the greatest (the greatest because irre- 
parahle) evil, which cao be inflicted on 
society, the destruotioo of the life of 
acitizen; followed up hy systematio 
and successful nttempts to screen the 
murderers, in defiance of the most rig- 
orous efforts, on tbe part of the tribu- 
nels to bring them tojustice.

Freemasonry Forty Years Ago, 


Charles P. Samner’s Ylew of Speculn- 
tive Freemasnory. 


Written Oct. 19, 1829, 

SENATOR Cras. SuwNER'S father 
while Sherif of Suffolk County wrote 
out his views of Freemasonry at the 
request of the Suffolk eommittee (Bus 
ton) appointed for the purpose of ob- 
taining the views of emineot men as to 
whether there be any utility in the 
continuance of Masonic Associations in 
this country, and if there he, how far 
they nre to he regarded as scientific, 
benevolent and religious? Or if there 
be not, what is their civil, social and 
political influeoce upon the community ! 

In the letter which tha Committee 
addressed to Mr. Sumner they give 
their reasons for requesting his views in 
the following words: “Your elevated 
station as a public officer, your acknowl- 
edged candor and impartiality, and 
your early avquaintance with Masonic 
ohligations, are the reasons offered hy 
this Committee for addressing you on 
this interestiog subject.” 

His valushle reply we give in full 
although we must, in consequence of 
doing so, conclude itin soother number 
of our paper.] 

Gentlemen: 

In answering your letter of the 18th 
of Septemher | cannot speak of Mason- 
ry with unqualified censure; much less 
with unqualified praise, 

When I wss twenty-five years old, I 
became a Mason, joined a lodge and 
continued connected with it shout seven 
years. A 

I left it with good feelings towards 
the memhers, hut with no great respect 
for the institution. We each made a 
promise at heing initiated that we 
would disclose none of the secrets of 


‘the degree to which we were sd mitted, 


Thie promise is sometimes eslled an 
obligation. The words of it were never 
by me committed to memory, and 
never hut once uttered hy me; nobody 
but the master ever uudertook to repeat 
it I never saw it in print; nor until 
within a year past did I ever see any- 
thing like it. It could not he printed 
in any hook of Masonic authority, I 
have considered it till recently, as rest- 
ing solely upon tradition; aud that it 
could not he precisely the same in two 
remote countriee, nor iu tho same 
country at different periods. The 
courses of mighty rivers chauge inthe 
Ispse of years,—the manners and eus- 
toma of nations also chance; much 
more so must Masonry andevery thing 
else that repels the aid of printing aud 
trusts itself to the fallible memory of 
man. 

When I confess myself a Mason, I 
do not mean to confess or deny that I 
hava laid myself under any of the oaths 
or obligations which I have recently 
and for the first time, seen printed as 
cathe, Iam not sure that a Masonic 
ohligation is invariahly in that form, I 
have visited three lodges in Massachu- 
setts and one in Ocorgia; and I never 
saw an exact similarity of proceedings 
in any two; some were in u higher 
style of decorum than others The 
forms nnd the language were somewhat 
different, These things depended on 
the different characteristic turns of 
miod by which the masters and the 
members of the several lodgee were 
distinguished. 

But whatever the obligations of Ma- 
sonry were in my earlier years, and 
whatever they may he now; I am con- 
vinced that it has not the merit of 
being a merely innocent amusement. 
It does not promote the cause of 
seience, benevolence or religion: and it 
takes up some of that valuable time 
which ought to he better employed, 
My humble opinn was formerly diff 
erent, but I am not ashamed to confess 
my error when I perceive it, It would 
be useless to resd or think, if it wero 
not to gain new light to the under- 
standing, and willingness to follow its 
guidance, 

In 1801, I was gently invited to 
hecome a Mason. I inquired what 
Masonry was, I was noswered that it 
was a ''noble science founded on Ge 
ometry.” Cooscious of my deficiency 
in mathematics, I could not have 
heard anything to makbit more alluring 
tome, I resolved to hccome a Mason, 
and went from step to step to the 
third; which is commonly the resting 
pluca of Masons. Isaw many in the 
lodge who understood nothing even of 
arithmetic heyond the rule of three. 
And I looked in vain for anything that 
hore tha slightast resemblance to sci- 
enee, except only in one lodge, where 
I saw drawn on the floor n diagram 
from Euclid, which no one attvmpted 
to explain.

heyood the bare utterance ot Masonic:

A few daye after took my third 
step, I inquired of a Master Mason if| 
any known language, either liviog or 
dead, could fairly lay claim to a cer- 
tain comhination of three syllahles 
which is called the word of a Master 
Mason; ‘I further inquired if Jubela, 
Jubelo and Juhelum were supposed to 
he really Hehrew words; and the names) 
of any working Masons in the days of 
Solomon. No satisfsctory answer was 
ever given me to any inquiries of this: 


sonry did not enehle its adepts to solve 
questions either of Scienee or Philology. 
My experience has enshled me to eay 
that Masonry in its first three steps is 
founded upon no particular art or 
science. It derives some aid indeec 


‘from Music, hut it pays little or no re- 


gird to Oeometry; and as to Logie, I 
never heard it named in a lodge. 

I onee thought Masons uncommonly 
benevolent, and I now believe that 
they are not generally deficient in any 
good quality of the heert, hut I fear 
thet artificisl and unvaturel ties hold 
in hondage the kindness that has heen | 
esteemed their hright characteristie. 

The abduction of Morgan in 1826 
could not fail to excite general alarm; 
but some Musons seem to manifest an 
apathy, a douhtfulaess and derision ou 
this suhject, whieh does them no honor 
as Masous or as men. I hope and I 
helieve I have never seen a Mason who| 
would willingly have assisted in that 
outrage, Yet the evidence is irresist- 
ible that Morgan has heen carried off 
by Masonic hands; aud this heing 80, 
some Masona have in this one act, done 
more harm than the whole fraternity 
ever did good. — Masouic oh ligations of 
some sort have prohahly led wicked 
and foolish men to the belief that those 
who take them are thereby placed su- 
Perior to nll uw except Masonie law; 
that a Mason in becoming such, ahb- 
solves himself from the laws of his 
country and that owing allegiance to Ma- 
sonry, he may surrender himself ex- 
clusively to its protection. This is a 
horrihle belief, congenial to the heart 
ofa pirate, and totally at war with 
that henevolence to which the frater-| 
nity have in times past made undisput- 
ed elaim. 

There aro some good moral senti- 
ments inculeated by masters of lodges; 
but n lodge of Masons is no place to 
cherish religious impressiona. They 
go there chiefly for recreation and are 
not that sort of men whose delight con-| 
sists in singing psalme, and who can} 
be merry in uo other way. Masonry} 
has, however, received the counteonnce| 
of some grave and reverand elergymen ;| 
and I helieve that when they are will-| 
ing; they are reeeived with open arms: 
for me to praise or to blame them would 
he equally vain; but I must say thatI 
never saw a clergyman in any lodge 
except the Grand Lodge, which is an 
assembly of the Masters and Wardens 
of subordinute lodges, in which there 
ia nothing said or done, at which any 
man can he displeased, I think ‘it 
possible that Glergymen may step &0 
lightly over the three first degrees, as 
seareely to know on what they trend. 
l heheve that they in general know 
little of Masoury except what any per- 
son may gain from those printed publie 
discoursea and books, which contain! 
none nf the initiatory forms and obli- 
gations of Masonry. Those forms and 
obligations as practised in some of the 
subordinate lodges are reprehensible; 
but they need not contain words of 
impiety. Masonry excites and cher- 
ishes good fellowship and in some swall 
degree the facility of respectful deport- 


different mssters; aud require a differ- 
ent sort of service and of eervants, 

Geotlemeo, I have probably said 
enougl to justify my helief that Mason- 
ry does not promote the cause of sci- 
ence, of benovolence or of religion, 

I will now proceed as I understand 
it to he your wish that I should, to 
give you oy impression with regard to 
its eivil, social and political influence. 

Masonic engagemeots whether they 
are called oaths, obligations, or prom 
ises, ought never to be made. They 
are oot sanctioned hy law and are not 
obligatory. They make it a Masonic 
erime to divulge that which the good 
of the community requires should ‘not 
be concealed. The manner in which 
they are admimstered, and the matter] 
of them can hsrdly fail to excite disre- 
spect for the institution, in the mind of 
the person initiated; hut their effect is 
neutralized hy some charge, or oddress 
which is immediately mede hy the mas- 
ter, ineulcating charity, benevolence 
and candor towards the whole family 
of menkind, and a cheerful ohedience 
to the laws and magistrates of the coun- 
try in which we live, Masonic oliliga- 
tions have no dignity when compared. 
with precepts like the-e.

That man alone is understood to he a 
Christian, whose entire heing with all] 
its possessions, prerogratives and possi- 
bilities, is consecrated unto Christ and 
human kind. The first includes tbe 
second ; and every relation in life grows 
out of, and is based upon the grest law 
and duly of love to the infinite God. 
No man can justly and wisely act who 
does not lay aside the aimple enthu-| 
stame of victory, and base his action 
upon tbat principle which will secure 
tbe greatest honor to his Maker and 
higbest benefit to men. 

Human government is Heaven or-| 
dained. To sustain it in its Heaven- 
appointed methods, snd with due re- 
strictions upon all forms of popular evil, 
is aduty. The American Government 
bas sometimes appealed to sword and 
cannon for tbe decision of its future 
course; hut for the most part, hallots 
as really and fully as hullets, decide 
the character of its liberties? literature, 
learning and laws. Hence to cast a 
hallot, is to fire a telling shot in a blood- 
less civic battle, and upon which, as 
grave and mighty interests turn, as 
when our dwellings are wasted with 
War, and our streets run down with 
blood.

What do they say 
about the auppreasion of that secret 
empire which permeates tbe North as 
well as South; filling this free republic 
with Knights, Generalissimos, Princes, 
High Priests and Kings, and these 
holding half the civil offices of the 
country, while tbey number but about; 
one-sixteenth part of the voting popu- 
lation. It muzzlea the press, restrsins 
the pulpit; persuades whom it can and 
whispers threats ol vengeance upon 
those who come out from among them. 
and lift up n voice for the eountry and 
the human race, What say these 
great parties now clamoring for place at 
the public crib, about the blasting, 
hlear-eyed crime of intemperance. A 
crime which dehauches human life ; 
blasts human hopes; makes earth a 
bell and shows from heaven's arches 
that "No drunkard shall inherit eternal 
Hfei" The crime of intemperance is 
costing this country more hundreds of 
millions of money every year tban the 
late war, and more of the flower of the 
land are swept into ignoble graves hy 
it, than fell in our hloodiest years. 

And what do these great parties, 
each of which declare that the country 
will be ruined if their candidates are 
defeated, propose to do with these 
mighty issues? Simply nothing at all. 
Why notbing at all? Because if they 
did. do anything they must break

sions, the flying of banners, nor noisy 
harhacues can make it right to suppress 
the trutlis of God, and stifle the cries of 
the needy, for the sake of polling infi- 
del and whiskey votes, 

And can Christian men,d an true 
Americuns see tba civilization of his 
country hroken down; his reputation 
and husiness success at the mercy of se 
cret clans; and lookiog the haggard 
ghosts of the sixty thousand annual vic- 
tims of intemperance in the face, go to 
the polls without meditation and prayer! 
Can they vote upon a platform, which 
hy astudied silence, ignorss the Lord 
and his day, and wilfully casts both 
away? Can they give their influanca 
and suffrages with parties, which, for 


the sake of getting their leaders into 
office wilfully blind themselves to the 
mightiest moral isaues of the times; fill- 
ing the land with poverty; homes with 
misery; wives with sorrow; ehildren 
with want; prisons with criminals; poor: 
houses with inmates; gibhets with mur- 
derers and hell with vietims? Whatev- 
er courses others may pursue, we arel 
determined to act upon that one which 
will hear the light of tha millennium 
and the judgment day, And our vote, 
if it goes at all, mnst have no fellow- 
ship with tbe unfruitful worke of dark-

To the law and the testimony; if any 
speak not according to this rule, it is 


The hoaat of the religious organiza- 
tions of to-day is the exceeding hroad 
mantle of obarity they possess, regard- 
lesa of the theory and practice of thosa 
entering thsir names on their church 
rolls; so that we see every sbade of 
theological opinion and political prac- 
tice embraced in the same organization, 
and if a particular doctrine is insisted 
on in one locality itis ignored in an. 
other, and if a partieular practice is re- 
quired here, it is'&poken disparagiogly 
of those as too olese and rigid. In 
view ofthese faets, our question as- 
sumesa grnve aspect, It is found to 
he one of momentous intercat, hoth in 
time and eternity, n question that must 
be settled hy principles, roles and reg- 
ulations revealed to us in the Bible, 
which is our only rule, in faith and 
practice, and which contains rules, reg- 
ulations and directions for the Christ 
one, in every conceivahle circumstance, 
condition and position, in every depart- 
ment in Jife. (2 Tim, iii: 18, 17.) 

Long esteblished customs and uni- 
versal teacbings, have made such im- 
pressions, on our minds, that it is next 
to impossible to get an unhiased judg- 
ment, in respect to this question, 
supposing, what those whom we have 
always supposed to he good men in the 
times past, would certainly not practice 
anything in such sacred surroundings, 
without the authority of God. But 
wben we see hoary crimes, aod long 
estahlished wrongs, sanctified hy bap- 
tism, and received into the hosom of 
the church, and elevated to tha highest 
privileges and positions therein, causing 
good mento weep and deplore the fact, 
we are led to inquire, Does the word of 
God justify such practice? In order 
to answer this question sutiafsctorily and| 
intelligently, we shall have to examine] 
tbe rules for the regulrtion of tha 
church in relation to ndmiseion into its 
communion, the duties of. memhers to 
each other and to the church, und the 
ohligstions of the church to individ- 
uals, and the autbority of the church, 

Who then shall he admitted into tha 
communion and fellowship of the 
churcb ? 

“Him that is weakin the faith re- 
ceive ye, hut not to douhtful disputa- 
tions (Rom. xiv. 1.) The faith as 
taughtin tha Scriptures must he re- 
ceived without doubting, even if we 
cannot understend it nt first, not the 
faith as held and expounded hy this 
sect or that denomination; for tbere is 
hut one faith and it muat be kept in 
unity. “‘Endeavoring to keep the uni- 
ty of the Spirit, in the hond of peace. 
"There is but onebody (of Chiist—the 
churcb) and one Spirit (to rejuvenate, 
renew, regenerate and sanctify that one 


body) even as ya ara called in one 
hope of your calling (to that hody) 


one Lord (nver it) onefaith (in it) 
one hsptiam (for it) one God and Fa- 
ther, (of it) who is above all, and in 
you all (Eph. iv: 9-8.) The candidate 
must not only have that faith (though 
weak) hut must havea willingness to 
do what that faith requires, and we 
have confidence in the Lord touching 
you that ye both do, and will do, the 
things which we command you" (2Tbess 
:4) Those things which ye bave 
both learned, and received, and heard, 
and seen in ma do, and the God of 
ace willhe wit h you (Phil.iv: 9). 


From wbicb ws learn tbere must be 
unity of faith and practice in order to 
realize that ths God'of peste is with 
us. Thera mustbe harmony aod unity | 
in theory and practice, afd that sa 
taughtin tha Scriptures among those 
who profess the religion of the Lord 
Jesus Christ; and for want of that unity 
andharmony in the practise of what 
God requires “mang are weak and 
sickly among you, aod many sleep” 
(1 Cor. ii; 30). 7 

This much is necetsary in order to 
seeure, a legitimate initiation into the 
church. Then what is the rule reg- 
ulating their fellowship with each otber 
after initistion, in case offences arise 
hetweeo them, “Therefore if thou 
bring thy gift to the altar, and there 
rememherest that thy brotber hath 
aught against thee, leave there thy gift 
before the altar, and go thy way; first 
he reconciled to thy brother and then 
come and offer thy gift. (Mat, v: 23, 
24.) There must be unity of friendly 
Jeelings toward each other, as well as 
unity in what they believe nnd practice, 
This is teught in our Saviour's interces- 
sory prayer: Tbst they may all be one 
as thou Fnther nrt in me, and Iin thee, 
that they also may hs one in us, tbat 
„tha world may helieve that thou hast 
sent me that they may beone, even as 
we are one, Lin them, and thou in me, 
that tbey may be made perfect in one, 
(Jno. xvii; 21-23). Now unless wa 
eanfind a differenee in theory and prso- 
tica existing between tbe Father and 
the Son, neither sbould we permit, 
tolerate, justify, excuse or retain those 
m an organization, who do not hold 
and practice in unity the truths revealed 
in the word of Ged, and where it is 
done, it is contrary to our Saviour's 
petition and tekes from the world the 
base of their faith, the unity of profes- 
sors. “That they may believe that 
thou hast sent me, (John xvii: 21.) 
But ifa reconciliation cannot hs effected 
in private, which should always he 
attempted, then we have this rule: 
“Moreover, if thy hrother treapass 
against thee, go and tel] him his fault 
hetween thee and him alone, if ho} 
will hear thee, thou bast gained thy

whole lump (1 Cor. v: 8.) and permits 
the offender to remain in the organiza- 
tion, justifying, exeusing, or tolerating’ 
him, then we have a rule showing our 
duty in respect to tha treatment of the 
offenders, and also of the cburch: "'[ 
wrote to you in an epistle not to ecm- 
pany with fornicators, yet not altogeth- 
er with fornieators ofthis world, or with 
tbe covetous, or extortieners, or with 
ido'átors, for then ya must needs go 
out of this world, but now I have writ 
ten unto you not to keep company, if a 
man tbat is called a brother he a forni- 
entor, or covetous, or an idolator, or a 
railer, or a drunkard, or an extortioner; 
with euch a one, no not to eat.” (1Cor. 
vi 9-11.) tis so essentially necessary 
to keep the organization pure and influ. 
ential, that it were better to associate 
with the world in our business traneac- 
tions than with ao unfaithful brother 
with whom we must not eat, Not 
only are we oot to fellowship with them, 
but we must follow the directions of| 
this rule: “Now we command you 
brethren in the nome of the Lord Jesus 
Christ that ye withdraw yourselves 
from every brother that walketh disor- 
derly nnd not ‘after the tradition which 
he received of us, And if any man 
ohey not our word hy this epistle note 
that man and bsve no company with 
him that he may he ashamed.” (2 
Thess, iii: 6, 14), 

Ifthe offender is shielded hy tbe 
ehurch, we must withdraw, the com- 
mand is imperative, we must obey it to 
secure God’s favor and hlessing, and to 
prove our sincerity, and attachment to 
the cause of Christ. But if we must 
withdraw, the command is equally im- 
perative on us, to stand aloof from euch 
organizations, to save our reputation 
and Christian chnurscter. © What! 
Know ye not that he which is jnined 
to a barlot is ooe body?” (1 Cor vi: 
18), No matter how pure and virtuous 
aman may have heen hefore joining’ 
to n barlot, that moment he brings his 
purity and virtus down to her level; so.

Engineers say that if we tske the 
running time of a river steamhoat to be 
18 miles an hour, it reqnires as much 
additional fuel to push her one mile an 
bour more, as is required for the nor- 
malspeed of 18 miles. Long experience 
and careful calculation have convinced 
railroad managers that 30 miles an 
hour is as rapid a rate of apeed as can 
be secured profitahly on our American. 
railroads witb their beavy grades and 
sharp curves, English railways go 
more rapidly because straighter and 
more level, Wacan make a E 
speed here, hut the wear and tesr oi

every sdditional mile per hour is out 
of sll proportion to the increase of 
speed that is gained. — Stage drivers 
calculate that they ean drive twenty 
miles a day if they are content with cia 
miles un hour, Butifthey drive ten 
miles an hour their borses can not 
average without injury miére than nine 
miles a day; that is, they can not travel

In other words, it i$ not.tbe amount, 
itis the iotensity of work that weurs. 
Men kill themselves not by working too 
muel, hut by working too hard. It 
is the bigh pressure that strains the 
boilers. 

These illustrations enforce a principle 
which is asapplicahls to the human 
mind as to machinery, Those men 
accomplish the most who work leisure- 
ly tis better to drive your work 
than to let your work drive you. Peo- 
ple that ara always in a hurry often do 
The energy that sheuld 
he utilized in their work is wasted in 
their haste, Americans nre not too 
industrious; hut they are too intense, 
Jt is not he who ia careful and troubled 
abou! many things whose many things 
are accomplished most suecessfully. 
Martha is not always the hest house 
keeper, Never man accomplished 
more in three short years than Jesus of 
Nuzareth. And he was never hurried. 

Ministers particularly used to slow 
tbeir engines.” They do not perhnps 
work too much, but they work under 
io» much pressure. They ought to 
rule their parish; their parish rules 
them. The minister that writes all Lis 
sermon on Saturday, and sits up into 
ihe amall hours of Sunday morning to 
complete it, uses energy eooush in 
composing one discourse to compose 
half a dozen.

Gur writers are in a hurry; and Amer- 
ican hooks are slovenly io scholarship, 
and careless in execution, and marred 
hy rhetorical and sometimes even gram- 
matical hlunders, that would disgrace 
a college composition. Gur merchants 
e in a hurry; and tbey launch out 
wild speculations that hring ninety- 
tliree out of every bundred into hank- 
ruptcy. Gur ministers ara in a hurry; 
and they sacrifice themselves witbout 
serving their parishea hy working un- 
der an unnatural excitement,

Arnold, 
of Sycamoro printed it Meanwhile 
we were in receipt of many symputhiz- 
ing letters, ansiously asking whether 
the Cyaosure had sarvived the flames 
and offering substautiul aid in starting 
it again. ‘These kind offers were nc- 
cepted with heartfelt gratitude. The 
most distressing loss of all wns the de- 
struction of the subscription hooks and

Daylight fades, and good beds are 
prepared for those wbo wish, while the 
otlier passengers prepare to make them- 
selves comfortable ns may be on the 
seats. We are mow 1,907 feet above 
the level of the sea aod ascending con 
stently, eo that before morning a warm 
covering will he almost necessary, 

We reasb Biy Springs just at sunrise, 
Tbe spriny of clear, cold water bursts 
out of the rock opposite the station- 
house, After leaving Big Springs we 
were diverted and interested in lou! 
for and watching the Antelope, which 
were startled by the uoise of tbe train, 
and bouoded over the plain toward the 
rocky foot-hills whicb now and then 
appeared on the horizon.

Most of them are different 
from the wild prairie flowers of Ilinois. 
most of them are delicate. The cactus 
grows and spreads over large fields, 
interspersed with white, bell-shaped 
flowers and pink cruciterae, 

Toward noon we reach Hillsdale and 
now we catch a glimpse of the Rochy 
Mountain chain, and looking 175 miles 
to the south west we see the outline of 
Long's Peak and Pike’s Peak, A bold, | 
black line, broken and uneven, sharply 
defined against tho sky is all that ap-

pers, und this soon is hidden by uearcr 
elay «ions of land. 

At Cheyenne we stop thirty min-

Becrealinns of Luther. 


After Luther's marriage, be was in 
the laudable habit of antertsining at 
bis table a number of young men of 
distinction, some of whom are still 
known tous. One of them was the 
tslented Jobn Agricola, of Eisleben, a 
distsnt relativa. of the reformer, and 
whom, witb his wife and child, be 
kept for a long time in bie own house, 
Besides him, there were students and 


other young men of rare endowments. |. 


It was singular good luck fðr these 
men to enjoy tbe distinguisbed privi- 
lege of daily intercourse with Luther, of 
hearing bis conversation, of observing bis 
mode of life, of being influenced by 
bis example, and of catching bis evan- 
gelical spirit, He elso spent manya 
happy bnur in their  compsny, 
and especially at meals the most 
appropriate time for cheerful conver- 
sation, be was greatly refreshed by 
intercourse with them. Tbe advantage 
was mutual, He learned from them 
tbeir wants and temptstions and 
difficulties, as well as tbe current news 
ofthe day, and they were immensely 
edified by witnessing the stringent 
disciptine of bis bouse, tbe exact order 
of all its arraagements, ns well as his 
unpretending piety and the Scriptural 
temperance of bis living. Mattbesius 
tells us that though be was a man of 
no mean corporeal dimensions, yet be 
ate and drank very moderately, and 
was contenicd witb tbe simplest diet, 
Melanethon also reports tbat be 
reatricted himself to tbe amallest 
quantity of food and drink, whicb occa- 
sioned surprise, because be was mot 
asmall man norinfrm of body. “I 
have known occasions," says he, **on 
which he abstained from eating and 
drinking for four daya together, even 
when be wasin good healtb; and I 
have known him often to be satisfied 
for & whole day with one herring and 
a small piece of bread, and that too for 
many days in sdecession," 

ile usually began the intellectual 
entertainment with the universal ques- 
tion, "Well, what's the news?" and if 
from backwardness there was no re- 
sponse,he would again ask more directly: 
“Ye prelates, what news?” This class 
thus appealed to were obliged to an- 
swer. The old men spoke first, and 
then gradually the cnnversation became 
general. A multitude of questions 
were tben addressed to him, whicb be 
answered briefly and plumply, and 
entered upon the discussion with the 
most lively interest. The questions, 
for tbe most part, related to Scripture 
passages or tbeological abstractions,and 
these he answered with singular appo- 
sitencsa and force. He seldom went 


to bis table without taking with bim af 


hock, wbich he criticised or read 
extraets from, thus bringing up con- 
stantly new themes for entertsining 
and instructive conversation, Occasinn- 
ally he wrote during bis meals. 
Matthesius tells us that bis beautilul 
commentsries on Matthew and tbe 
120th Psalm wera composed whilst be 
was seated at his dinner-table with n 
number of invited friends around him. 
They ate and drank and talked, whilat 
be prayed and thought and wrote. It 
would not be conaidered exactly polite

orrefiaed for any man to treat his 
gueststhue at tbe present time, but 
Luther was an exceptional mnn who 
was freely allowed many privileges 
whicharedented to more ordinsry per- 
eons.

Charles P. Sninner's Ylew of Speen- 
Intive Freemasuury.

Masonry is asid to be sort uf an accom- 
plishment euitsble tor a traveler; but 
a knowledge of the language ofthe 
country he visits, aod of the busines 
he goes to transact will set him above 
the necessity of any aid or pleasure to 
he derived from Masonic knowledge or 
Masonic acquaintances; and as to those 
who are content to remain in their own 
country, ifu mau will mind his own 
affairs, and abstain from those babits 
of moderate drinkiag, nt which the 
genius of Masonry tskes no offense, he 
will seldom need any of the pecuniary 
aid that the funds of Masonry cen 
bestow. 

It deserves to be mentioned to the 
preise of Masonry in Boston, that the 
lodges have as I hear, dispensed- with 
refreshments. This is animprovemeut 
worthy of all acceptation. The Master 
and Wardens of a Massachusetts lodge 
a quarter of a century ago would have 
thought that time could go on without 
the successi»n of day und night as sooa 
asa lodge of Freemasons could be ruled 
and governed without the alternation 
of labor and refreshment. It has also 
given me pleasure to learn that philo- 
sophieal lectures. have recently beeu 
introduced in some of the lodges in 
Boston, These lectures would doubt- 
less be good in any place. In a Indge 
they are like acions grnfied upon a tree 
which must wonderat tlie unaccustom- 
ed beauty of its own fruit. 

I have never considered Masonry as 
having aay distinct political influence 
in tbis Commonwealth. There arp 
some who seem to think differently ; 
aad it is with grief tbat I bave seen in 
print any insinuation that the adminis- 
tration of justice is under Masonic 
influence. lam convinced that 
this is unmerited here. My observa- 
tion does not permit me to believe tbat 
such influence has extended to any 
department of government. Let Me- 
sonry be gently divested of its horrowed 
plumes but not loaded witb that wbicb 
it does not deserve to hear, 

Every man who is a Mason will be 
frank enough to confess it. and until 
the question is propnsed to him, it can- 
not be right that be sbould be ebarged 
witb Masonry, by those who cousider 
it a cause of reproach, Such a charge 
made against any public functionary, 
may do harm to the Commonwealtb 
rather than to Masonry. 

I have recently seen a paragraph 
which is said to bave been printed in 
an oration delivered by Mr. Brainard, 
a distinguisbed Mason, at New London, 
in Connecticut on the 14th of June, 
1825. It is in these worda: 


‘What is Masonry now ! It is power- 
ful; it comprises men of rank, wealth, 
office and talent, in power snd out of! 
power, and that in almost every place 
where poweris of any importance; and 
it comprises among other classes of the 
community, to the lowest, in lurge 
numbers, active men united together 
aud capable of being directed by the 
eflorts of others, so as to have the force 
of concert throughout the civilized 
world. They are distributed too witb 
the means of knowing one another, and 
the means of keeping secret, and the 
means of co-operating iu tbe desk, in 
the legishitive hall, on the beucb, in 
every gathering of husiness, in every 
party of pleasure, in every enterprise of 
goveroment, in every domestie circle, in 
peace and n war, among cnemies ahd 
trienda, in'one place as well as another, 
So powerful ia it at this ttme, that it fears 
nothing from violence either public or 


private; for it bas every means to learn 
| tt in season, to counteract, defeat, and 
punish it." 
| Having scen Masonry only in its three 
incipient steps, and but little or noth 
ing of it for many years past, I am not 
ahle to attrihute to it any sucb migbty 
sagacity and power as the author of 
that oration so boldly arrogates for it, 
Every one however will judge of this 
as his own knowledga aad good sense 
shall dictate, If he haa given a true 
description of Masonry, it ought to be 
dreaded as a pestilence that walketh 
in darkness, We bave no police vigi- 
lant and atrong enough to cope witb 
it. It cen, if it pleases, throw a flood 
ofligbt upon tbe last, miserable scene 
of Morgan's life, If any part of this 
mystery of iniquity is to remuin unde- 
veloped it must be because Masonic. 
obligations have influence more power- 
ful than those of justice. If what Mr. 
Brainard has said be not true, he has 
done wrong to tbe causo he advocates, 
and must in the opinion of ite friends 
deserve some punisliment perhaps 
almost as severe as that which awuits a 
mun in England whois an utterer of 
false news or false and pretended proph- 
ectes, culculated to give unfounded 
alarm to the people, (Blackstone's 
Commentarica Vol iv, p, 149.)

perhapsa just belief thatthe existence 
of Masonry is incompatible with the 
personel security of those who reveal| 
its mysteries. Hnwever well or ill- 
founded this belief may he, I hope no 
cause fnr it will long exist; but that 
the suhordinate lodges will upon due 
consideration surrender their charters 
to the Grand Lodge and close tbis great, 
concern which some pretend has been 
going on, (quietly till now) ever since 
the days of Adam Masonry will thus 
subside aod come to a peaceful and 
honorable death. In no better way 
can Masons display the respect and be- 
nevolence which they feel for their 
uninitiated brethren of the human 
fumily, than by voluntarily walking 
with them on the common level of citi-| 
zenship. 

If every Mason will read the 8th 
chapter of the Ist Corinthians with) 
tbe feelings of a good Christian, I 
think he will be ready to say, ‘Meat) 
commendeth us not to God. Neither iff 
we cat are we the hetter, ucither if we 
eat not are we tbe worse.” a 
“Wherefore if meat meke my brotber 
to offend, I will eat no meat so long as 
the world standeth.” As itis with 
meat so let it be with Masonry; seeing 
it has become a cause of disquietude to 
“them that are witbout.” 

Some think that Masonry does no 
harm; but I helieve it does no good 
hut what may be effected by less ex- 
ceptionable means; and that no con- 
siderate citizen will bereafter surrender 
himself to unknown obligations, which. 
a large portion of his countrymen deem 
incompatible with tbe feith and allegi- 
ance that are due to the Commonwealth. 

The enlightened public have ceased 
to view Masonry with respect; books 
whicb are generally believed have dis- 
closed those disgusting penalties which 
a generous Mohawk would blush to 
inflict onan enemy who hind caused 
the destruetion of balf his race. Per- 
| baps the benevolence of Masons will 
never permit tbem to inflict what the 
revealers of Masonic secrets declare to 
be Masonie penalties; but if the bud 
is alive, however inert, it may one day 
expand and produce the fruit of death, 

I cannot flatter myself that my views 
of Masonry exactly coincide with those 
of any one else; hut sucb as they now 
sre, or may at any time hereafter be, I 
shall uot withhold them from any en-| 
quirer whose motives I believe to be| 
good, d

The Uses of Ammonia. 
| Ammonia, or, as people callit, “spir 
its of hartshorn,” is a powerful alkuli 
and dissolves grease and dirt with great 
€ se. For washing paint, put a table- 
| spoonful in a quart of moderately hot 
water, dip in a flannel clotb and then 
wipe off the wood work; no scrubbing: 
will be necessary. For taking greasy 
spots from any fabric, use tlie ammonia 
nearly pure, then-lay white blotting 
paper over the spot and iron it lightly. 
In washing lace put about twelve drops 
in a pint of warm suds, To clean silver, 
mix two teaspoonfuls of ammonia in a 
quart of bot suds. Putin your eilver- 
ware and wash, using an old nail-brush 
or tooth-brush for the purpose. For

Russla Advanelng. 


Russia's lrst steamhoat was built 
bout sixty years ago. In 1857 me 
hundred and eighty-two — steambonts, 
of an ageregnte borse-power amounting 
to four hundred and forty-one were 
possessed hy the Empire, In 1869 
the number was six bundred and twen- 
ty-ithree. Between 1865 and 1860 
uver fifty thousand vessels were built 
in Russin, valued at 23,000,000 rubles. 
The ship yards of the empire are mostly 
on the Caspian Sea, and the commerce 
ot that great body of wateris immense. 
lts surface is whitened with ssils, while 
the hlack smoke of steamboats hangs 
upon the borizon, darkening the sky 
hke thunder clouds. The water-courses 
of Russia sre navigable to tbe extent of 
twenty-one thousand six bundred miles. 

These few statistical facts indicate 
the material advancement nf the Em- 
pire. Of modern civihzed nations, 
Russia alone has a greater exteat ofl 
territory thnn tho United States. Its 
population is nearly douhle that of this 
country. The city fnunded hy Peter 
the Oreat is one of the commercial em- 
poriums of the world, and one of the 
finest capitsls in Europe. Material 
progress is keeping pace throughout 
the Empire of the Czar with the prog- 
ress of the rest of the world.

The committee appointed hy the sy- 
nod to consider the inquiry respecting 
Freemasonry, report; That having de-| 
liberated on the same, they are of opin- 
ion that this subject imperiously de-| 
mands the attention of this synod, and 
of the ehurch at large. We are aware 


[of the most aminble of our species, 


that in discharging our duty, and in 
the expression of our sentiments relz- 
tive to Masonic societies, unpleasant. 
sensations may he excited in the minds 
of many who are alive to every thing, 
affecting, in any way the eupposed sa- 
eredness of their order. We are, also, 
nware that the subject ought to be 
treated with due caution, so as not, 
unnecessarily, to provoke hostility, and

ples to which le has professedly nd- 
hered through his whole life, If lie 
ever had any principles le has bartered 
them all for office. And I would soon- 
er vote for Jeff, Davis; Give me nn 
open, consistent, avowed enemy hefore 
a professed but false-learted and trait- 
orous friend, — Greeley's election menns 
the triumph of these who were defeat- 
ed in the late gigantic and horrid war;

with teu fold aggrnvations, 

Well, my friend, I sympathize with 
you in your difficnltics with respect to 
both these parties and their candidutes.

STATEMENT FROM REV, JOUN LEVINOTON, 


Four chnpters of fuctis havo already 
heen published in so many suceessive 
years by me, John Levington, and I 
now publish a fifth, which in some par- 
ticulars is still more startling than the 
preceding; and which, like the former, 
will, we think, affurd very important 
information regarding the work and la 
bor of the craft in the chureh, and their: 
methods of working, There nre many 
considerations which not only justify 
me in muking this record, but really 
demand that I should do so, I was 
the first, in these Intter times, to op 
pose this evil ia our chureh, I mear 
openly. Indeed, when I commenced I 
did not know of nny ona under henvee 
who openly opposed Misonry. The 
struggle liis beeu long and very severe; 
I have suffered more than will ever be 
told in this world. And what is pass 
iug strange, perhaps without a purallel, 
is the fact, that I stand nlone im my 
conference to this hour, Therefore, if 
f do not record the facts, 1 know not 
who will? And #81 believe a great 
hatile has yet to be fouylt, I think it 
is of importance that posierity should 


| have a f.ithful record of the facts from 


the beginning. ‘This becomes the more 
important when it is remembered that 
one work of Misonry is to mis-repre 
sent, and thus make a filso history. 
Hardly anything has occurred in thr 
late struggle with the enemy that hns! 
not heen so represented in the public 
papers as to favor the Masons and 
placo me ia a false light, And the 


| work of slander will still go on; for 


falsehood and slander helong to the 
essentials of the Masooie system, It 
cannot possibly do ita work without; 
them. Concerning un ea my its mild 
est language is, ‘We must win or de- 
cry him," In my ease this method 
has heen ndopted and practiced with 
the utmost nrt and perseverance, 
through the course of each year, and 
then at each annuil conference, as 1 
have :hown m the chapters of fact. 
which I bave published, And, be ii 
remembered, my presiding elder wasl 
always a Maison. It was my fortune, 
moreover, to have Samuel Clements fur 
my presidingelder, on several charges, 
and he is at least a Kuiglit Templar; sof 
said Martiu Luther Hamblet when visit- 
ingat the house of Mr. Hanibal Lee, nod 
he should kuow, for ha then claimed to 
have been a Mason of twenty-six de- 
grees. With these preliminaries I come 
to state the facts which issued in 
the late struggle at the East Saginaw 
Conference. 

At the conference in Monroe, in Sep-

Quarterly meeting occurred in Brigh- 
ton, Feh. 17th and 18th, 1872. Not 
doubting that Withey would present 
himself at the Lord's tshle on the Sab- 
bath, and having certain knowledge of 
acts, some of which are such as cannot 
he specified, and others which will be 
specified hereafter, I could not possibly 
administer the supper to him, nor could 
any honest man. Hence on the Rt. 
urday evening, after prayer-meeting, 
T took the presiding elder one side and 
apprized him of the fact, adding,‘ ‘There 
is nothing personal in this; it is simply 
matter of conscience, matter of right 
with me; and I mention it to you that 
you may order it in the best way.” 
My object was, not to he placed under 
the necessity of passing Withey hy in 
the administration, or in any way dis- 
turbing tho solemnity of the occasion. 
Mr. Clements at once said, ‘I can 
manage that. TIl administer at one 
side of the altar and you at the other." 
Isimply replied, “Very well" Some 
other remarks which were made will 
be introduced in another connection. 
On the Sabbath Mr. Withey, a few 
Masons, end some of their connections 
were seen to go to clements' side of 
the altsr, 

After the Sabhath, perhaps on Mon- 
day, Clements departed. Nor did he 
once mention to me, or intimate, any 
objection or complaint. But I soon 
received from him a letter dated, Ann 
Arbor, Feh. 21st, that is, the third day 
following the Sahbath. In this letter 
I am charged with treating Withey 
with “insolence and outrage,” *'op- 
pression and insult,” “hatred and 
ahuse;" also with ' ‘giving him no op- 
portunity to speak in class" And, 
further, that I would not speak to, or 
notice him or his wife as I casually met 
them in the streets, or any where in 
the ordinary walks of life.” — It is fur- 


wards them indicates a feeling of very 
strong aversion if not positive hetred." 
All this is said to he "*verhal complaint” 
hy Withey, and ‘several hrethren;" 
but who those *'hrethren" are, whether 
church or lodge hrethren, I have never 
heen told. All this gall he accompa- 
nies with much honey, or rather, hon- 
eyed words, as is his wont; together 
with much talk ahout the “rights” of 
"a member of our church, in which he 
must be protected.

Chicago is verily a “city that is set 
on a bill.” Its wonderful growth, its 
terrible destruction, its more amazing 
restoration are facts in the world's his- 
tory tbat will not suffer it to be hid. 
The anniversary of the great fire will 
lave heen but just celebrated as this 
isse appears hefore our readers, 

Chicago is a city planted hy Provi- 
dence. Sitnated at the head of the 
yreat interior likes, and between the 
river systems of the Gulf and the Lakes, 
and the vast commerce of the upper 
Mississippi \ailey woutdeceturally pour 
through her channels. This is the) 
aperture of the hourglnss throughy 
which must pass the golden sands of| 
eommerce. We leirn that trade was 
opened here with the Indians by a ne- 
groin 1798. In 1800 the Illinois re 
gion was set off asa territory, nnd in 
1818 raised to the dignity of a State.

Gfficial board met in tho chureh. 
Meeting opened by singing nnd prayer

The pastor read severe] letters from 
S, Clementa, presiding elder, to the 
pastor, and the pastor's replies tbere- 
to; also a letter from said presiding el- 
der to Everett Wilson; he also gave the 
substance of an interview with the pre- 
siding elder and Rev. Mr. Whitcomb, 
who visited him in the parsonage on 
the 5th of April, 1872; the pastor also 
rend a letter from the presiding cl. 
der, dnted the Sth of April, 
arresting proceedings in the ease of 
Elins Withey, and appointing B. F. 
Pritchard to the chavgo of Brighton 
Circuit for tho trial of Elias Withey. 
Mr. Levington also read his protest 
against the action of the presiding el- 
der in the ense, which protest he said 
he had sent to tbo presiding elder on 
the 5th of April.

The Aniania Society is tho name ot} spoke disapprovingly of the action of 


a very flourishing community in Iowa, 
consisting of fiftecn hundred members. | 
They own every thing in common, nnd 
preseut an admirable example of the 
success of the co operative plan when in- 
telligently administercd. ‘These people| 
were formerly known ns Ebenezers, and 
lived near Buffalo, N, Y.. where they 
possessed six thousand neres of land, 
They sold out some fifteen years ago for 
the sum of five millions of dollarz, and 
moved to Iown. They are located near 
Homestead station, on the Rock Island 
and Pacific railroad, where they own 
thirty thousand acres of the choicest 
lands. They have seven distinct set- 
tlements, and their affairs nre managed 
hy fifteen trustees or fnthers. The so- 
ciety is incorporated under State laws 
At convenient distances in the settle- 
ments they have restaurants, to which 
the various families resort for food. 

The Amanians cling to the good old 
German waysiv dress nud general habits, 
and are notindebted to the outside world, 
All have an equal ipterestin the prop- 
erty; individuals are not allowed any 
thing for their services,or furnished with 
moncy for their private use, Each set. 
tlement has a storc, and all are allowed 
to draw a certain amount yearly from it) 
for their private wante, A man witha 
family is allowed from $50 to $70, with 
$20 for his wife and $10 for eacb child, | 
Thisis expected to keep them in clothing 
and household furniture, and supply all 
their little personal needs, When per-| 
sons find that the amount appropriated 
is not sufficient for their actual cxpenses, 
the matter can be laid before the Board 
of Trustees, who will exercise their judg- 
ment shout making nn additional ap- 
propriation. 

‘They are a temperate, peaceable, in- 
dustrious people, hut it is difficult to 
define their theological views, 

A lending princip'e of the society is, 
that all will get along well together if 
every one will do right; and in this} 
spirit, every thing is managed harmo- 
niously;—an important part of true re 
ligion amoog all. 

Tt is their custom to meet every day 
in small companies, uhout the settle- 
ment, and in rooms provided for the 
purpose, to devote half an hour to 
religious exercises; on Wednesday they 
meet in the middle of the day; Sabbaths 
they all come together in their meet 
ing-house for religious services, They 
do not appear to specially favor mar- 
riage, and many of them are living sia- 
gle, When young people wish to 
marry, they generally receive the eon- 
sent of the society, if they have à. rep- 
utation for good behavior, If the 
parties bave not succeeded in commend- 
ing themselves, they are not allowed 
to marry. 

The society owns the whole settle- 
ment, and carries on all tke business, 
including that of the lumber ynrd, store,

G. K. Vanamburg announced that 
le stayed proceedings in tho case of 
Withey, protesting against the action of 
tho presiding elder in nrresting those 
proceedings; and the hoard pass- 
eda voto approving of his sction, and 
fuether, that he would not again have 
todo with a trial where Masonry ruled.

Axnovzn, Dec, 22, 1829, 
To the Suffuit Committee in Boston, 
appointed to inquire into the nature, 
principles and tendency of Freema- 
sonry: 

Oestiemen:—In answer to your in- 
quiries respecting any traces of the 
history of Freemnsonry, in ancient 
times, I reply, that it bas not becn my 
lot to find anything ol this nature, in 
any hook that{ have ercer perused, 
either in any of the Asiatic or Enropean 
languages. I tako it to he n point 
conceded by all literary men, that no 
such traces exist, in any ancient record | 
whatever.

Blessed ore tho meck, for they nhall inherit 
the ebrib — Matt. y. 6, 


A great promise to the meek hy Je- 
* gus who spako as never man spake, and 
asone having authority. 

The shortest definition, explanitory | 
of meckness which I can give is to re | 
ceive and teach the law of the Lord. 
This Moses did, and it is said of him| 
that be "The man Moses wes very 
merk. nbove'all the men which were 
upon the face of the earth.” Such are 
to "inherit the earth." Task, in what 
eensef Ist. Notin a litern) sense, as 
anioheritance of lands, gold,zreenhecks, 
government honds, or cattle upon e 
thousand hills. this would be an inher- 
itance common to all, meek or profane, 
as an inheritance in law, which, could 
not be otherwise without a violation of 
a fundamental principle. If Jesus 
meant to he understood so, the meek 
may at some indefinite time, (which 
might he the present) move upon the 
profane and by virtue of hie meekness, 
(1) drive him out and tske his posses- 
sions, which would he an intrusion up- 
on natural rights. Again, if he he un- 
derstood to mean a sufficiency of this 
world to class a *'meek" person with 
the wealthy of earth, a great many, 
and even Moses the meekcst, have died 
without their ‘'inheritance.” The 
present text does not come in collision 
with Matthew vi. 33, as follows: “But 
seek ye first the kingdom of God. . . 
end all these things shall he added un- 
to you,” butis in perfect harmony. If 
all the earth should he given to the 
meck, or all tbe food and raiment ad- 
ded to the seeker of righteousness hut 
one could enjoy the promise. So in 
a limited eense the things are given, 
and in these there are restrictions. 

Gur natural inheritances ere also re- 
stricted. We do not inherit lande or 
other property of our parents without 
a restriction; and if we do not pay the 
assessed taxes on our possessions the 
officer of the law will invade our pos- 
sessions and dispossess us. 

2nd. The inheritance cannot meen 4 
apiritnal inheritance, for the text con- 
fines it to earth, ‘’ shall inherit the 
earth; aleo we read of the epiritual | 
inheritance in let Peteri. 4, 5: ** To| 
an inheritance incorruptible, and unde- 
fled, and that fadeth not away, re-| 
eerved in heaven for you, who are kept 
hy the power of God through faith unto 
ealvation, ready to he revealed in the 
lust time," So we see the possession ot 
the eptritnal inheritanco is not in earth. 
Then what is the inheritance f 

The inheritence spoken of in the 
text is one without restrictions as to 
possession; none shall invade hy virtue 
of existing laws, But there are re- 
strictiona with referenca to personal 
qualifications. —To receive the law of 
the Lord end leach men the same— 
“Shall he called greateat in the king- 
dom of heaven.” So as to have the 
righteouaness of faith, So we see in 
order to inherit the earth we are restrict- 
ed to righteousness and true holiness, 
Thie constituting MEERNEéS, prepares 
one to receive and enjoy the inherit- 
ence, | 

If, thercfore the inheritance be nei- 
ther natural nor spiritual, and yet to he 
in the earth, what is itt 

Answer 3rd. Isaiah ix, 6, 7.—* For 
unto us a child is horn, unto us a son| 
is given: and the government ehall be 
upon his shoulder: nnd his nome shall 


be called Wonderiul, Counsellor, the) 
mighty God, the everlusting Father, 

the Prince of Peace. Of the increase 
of his government and peace there ehall 
be no end, upon the throne of David; 
and upon his kingdom, to order it, and) 
to establish it with judgment and with| 
justice from henceforth even forever. 
The zeal of the Lord of hosts will per- 
form this," Also Matt. ii. B, '*And 
thou Bethlehem in the land of Juda 
art not the least among the princes ofl 
Juda, for out of thee shall come a 
Governor that shall rule my peopel 
Israel" These ecriptures refer to civil 
government, then the inheritance is & 
political one, This ie not saying too 
much, for civil government was ordaiu- 
ed of God, and to sey that God ordain- 
ed a government to he administered hy 
the profene is absurd. Deut. xvi. 18, 

19, "Judges and officers shalt thou 
make [elect] thee in all thy gates which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee, tbrough- 
out thy tribes [people of God] and | 
they shall judge the people with just 
judgment. Thou shalt not wrest judg- 
ment: thou shalt not respect persons 
[party] neither take a gift; for a gift 
doth blind the eyes [pervert] of the wise | 
and pervert the words of the righteous. 

That which ie altogether just shalt 
thou follow, that thou mayeet live, and 
inherit the lend which the Lord thy| 
God giveth thee.” 1st Cor. vi, 1, 2, 
"Dare eny of you, having a matter 
against another, go to law before the 
unjust and not before the saints? Do 
ye not know that the saints shell judge 
the world?" With these scnptures it 
18 plain to my mind that I dare not cast 
my vote for on immoral man. How 
can we avoid going to law before the 
unjust when we choose such as a rule 
io make and administer law for ua? 
The consequence is justice and judg- 
ment are perverted. Prov. xxix, 2, 
** When the righteous ars in authority, 
the people rejoice: hut when the wick- 
ed heareth rule, the people mourn." 
Tbeee scriptures are given, and are 
sufficient to show withouta shadow of 
a douht, that civil government is to be 
in the hands of God's people; and if 
this be God's plan it will not fail to he 
hrought about. He is our heavenly 
Father, of whom all good is, and that 
the “ people may rejoice he will eurely 
bring to pase the prophecy of our text

Do not take time 
and spece to get into the subject, aud 
more to got out of it; hut come to it 
instantly, and stop when you are done,

Be short. Tbe time is short, the 
world is very fast now, and reeders of

If you have no 
point, lay down the pen, and do some- 
thing else, rather tban write It is 
not every one who can write for edit 
cation, and you may not be one wno 
can. 

Writs the artiele two or three times 
over carefully, making it shorter each 
time, Wnte on one side only of the 
paper. Writa legibly, Keep a copy 
of what you send to the press, Edit- 
ors do not retnrn manuscripts. We 
can not undertske to, and we so steta 
every week, but are every week asked 
to, Iti impossible to make the rea- 
sone plain to writers; but it is out of 
the question. 

Be very modeet in your estimata of 
your own productions, and do not fret 
Mothers eweem them even leas tban 
you do."—The Christian.

Sketches of Masonry at the South, 


MORDERED MINISTERS IN NORTH-WRSTEEN 
x DEORGIA, 


I shall attempt to give ashort sketch 
of the outrages and murders committed 
by Freemasons during the late war on 
loyal ministers of the gospel in north- 
western Georgia. My limits will allow 
me to do little more than give their 
names The Freemasons of Dahloneyn 
being very numerous and long in the 
practice of almost every species of iniq- 
uity with impunity, having no fear of 
God before their oyes and heing insti. 
gated hy tbe devil, did in open viola 
tion of all luws of God and man, in the 
year 1882, openly and publicly organize 
themselves into a lawless band under 
the deceptive name of a  Cémmitiee 
of safety," for the diaholical purpose of 
committing all sorts of depredations on 
the property and persons of loyal citi- 
zens wherever found. J. J. Findley, 
John Early and Dr. Steveson being the 
lending spirits in this inferosl enterprise, 
having proclaimed themselves a com- 
mittee of this doseriphon, were imme- 
diately joined hy others who acted as 
associates, among whom were, Reece 
Kathon, A. J. Kelley, John Harden, 
Deniel Weaver, Harrison W. Riley, 
John Parker, A. G. Wimpy, Col. Nix, 
James R. Lawhon, A. M. Russel, Char- 
ley Besser, Gilhert Parker, Harry 
Thomas, Capt. Gsult and L. H. Hape. 
These were all Masons except Harri- 
son W. Riley and A. M, Russel and 
perhaps one more. This self-constitu- 
ted committee heing permanently or 
ganized hy the appointment of a chnir 
man, etc., commenced their infernal 
operations on a large scale. I shall 
waive for the present a description of 
the armed parties composed of jack 
Masons and other ruffians sent hy this 
committee over three or four counties 
to rob, burn up, drag to prison, and 
otherwise maltreat peaesble loyal citi- 
zens; nor will 1 say anything about 
150 of the best citizens of Union, Fan- 
nin, Lumpkin and Dawson counties, 
that were by order of this committce 
taken out of their beds at midnight and 
confined in the Dahlonega jail, from 
which they were taken and put through 
a mock trial before the committee and 
then sent hy its order in chains a dia- 
tance of 80 milesto Atlants where they 
were detained several months in. prison 
and starvation. * Of these and other 
Masonic outrages, more in future, if 
circumatances permit, 


Freemason and rebel seem to he 
synonymous terms in Georgia; however, 
justice requires me to asy, that among 
the Masone there is probably one loyal 
man for every hundred rebels, These 
loyal men wherever found nre regard- 
ed by the fraternity as bad, nr non- 
affiliated Masons, that should, to use 
their own lauguaga, he ** ecourged as 
traitora nuked round the world with 
scorpion stings,” I do not say posi- 
tively that every act hereinafter speci- 
fied was perpetrated hy the Masonic 
committee at Dahlonega, At tbe same 
time it ia my bolief that what was not 
done directly by the committee, or hy 
some of its members, was done indi | 
recily, hy its influence or under its pro- 
tection. I think it is certain that all 
the house-hurainga, rohheries, impris-| 
onments and murders committed on 
loyal men in the vicinity of Dahlonega 
and surrounding counties were perpe- 
trated hy assassins who were under the 
protection of the committee.

He was elect- 
eda member ofthe State Legislature 
in which office he acted as a faithful 
servant of the people in accordnnce 
with the laws of Ood and man, For 
doing so, and ior no other reason, he- 
fore his term of office expired he was 
shot down dead near his own residence, 
No steps so far as I can learn were ever 
taken to briny the dastardly assassin to 
justice. 

11. Rev. Martin Castleherry, a col- 
ored man (Baptist), was a slave till set 
free by the operations of the war, and 
resided in Lumpkin eounty. He was 
5 man of pure morals, good sense, 
truly pious, courteous nnd gentlemanly 
ia all his deportment.

ies who have acquired it in other coun- 
tries. The eelfish, unpatriotic aim at- 
tempted is neutralized by immigration, 
while American hoys ara restricted from 
participating in the gaina of produetive 
labor.

He 
stood up alone hefore those Grecian 
dcmi-gode, snd the multitude who had 
crowded their senate, and told them that 
gods,tbe work of men's hands, "were no 
gods; and therefore every one of their 
tbirty thousand deities was an idol, and 
his worship euperstition, And what

sea of blessings hegan to eet in toward 
us, and rise within us; and so we were 
able to rise aove our great celamity hy 
Thy Ee and the help of our fellow 
men, and the help of the hrave, etrong 
souls among us, And so we gather 
togetber this day. We gather at the 
outer edge of the city that has arisen 
in a heauty and etrength unparalleled. 
We trust that we have learned some- 
thing in our misfortune that our for- 
tune could not teach us; and that henee- 
fortb we eliall take care of our bomes 
and churches and all of tbe mighty in- 
tereate that center in a city like ours, 
and huild eo that fire shall never de- 
vour agein as it has done, so that the 
generatione to come may dwell in peace, 
And we pray that thie monument may 
perpetually remind ue and our cbildren 
of this great duty. And God grant 
that Free and Accepted Masons, who 
for all these -centurica have stood fast 
hy those two thinge that Thou loveat— 
heauty and strength—and in tbe old 
temple reared those great columns, 
heauty and strength, to symbolize 
through all time to come their great 
mission in tbis world, may have in their 
hearte to do their work well, so that 
when we do our work this may he Thy 
sealuponit, Itis heautiful; it is strong;

GREAT FIRE IN BOSTON. 


The telegraph linee were laden on 
Sunday last with the account of a 
conflagration in the husiness portion of 
Boston, which excepting Chicago, has 
probably no equal in the bistory of our 
country.

Paul 
says in Ist Thessalonians 5th chapter 
and 21et verse, Religion is of the light 
notof the darkness, Whence it not 
ouly does not love the darkness, is not 
satisfied with mystery; does not desire 
to he instructed in the secret ceromo- 
nies and solemn initintions, of the myste- 
ries or of the monasteries as they were 
practiced in the Elensinian monasteries, 
or as they nre yet practiced in tbe train- 
ing schools of the Papal church; but it 
loves and desires to be plseed as a can 
dle upon a candlestick that it may shine 
and give light to all that are in the 
house, Jesus Christ instructed his dis- 
ciptes and followers to make proclama- 
tion from the house-tops that all might 
hear and understand. 

Tbe religion of the all-wise God is a 
religion of truth and of faith, given us 
for the exercise of réason, free and un- 
trammeled, therefore it demands of 
those that receive it the perfection of 
logieal scrutiny. 

Its dogmas, ids teachings, its miracles} 


its facts, —its all things are open to in- 
vestigation and proof, 

It neither trembles at, nor is efraid of, 
nor refuses examination, thorough in- 
vestigation ; on the contrary it holdly 
ghallenges all, friends and foes, lesrn- 
ed and unlearned, small and great, | 
men and women, with all their powers| 
lo an examination, critical, experiment-| 
al, but sincoro and finnl. |

be found in sufficient numbers to make the book a 
profitable one; nnd that therefore other treacherous 
brethren would be induced to write and pnblish 
other books on the subject, against the cffects of 
which silenco could be no shicld, until the power 
and usefulness of the order should cease to exist, 
nnd the order itself become a langhing-stock among 
men. It was better, they said, to crush the evil in 
the bud, than to run the risk of such disastrous 
results coming ahout. 

Among this latter class was I ranked; but in 
justice to myself, rio less than to those who held to 
the same opinions, I am bonnd to say, that we 
regarded the whole matter as one of theory.

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Morgan was to be brought to Canada, and put on 
hoard a ship and sent to Europe. This seemed to 
us a very rational plan of operations, as far as the 
term can be applied to a proceeding wrong in itsclf. 
We entered into the plan, as our co-operation was 
said to he necessary; but we were doomed to be 
disappointed, and a few of our number were made 
to drink of the cup of crime to the very dregs. , The 
captain of the ship in which Morgan was to havo 
sailed for Europe suddenly died, and no other 
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opportunity offered for banishing him in the manner 
proposed. The necessity for sending him off in a 
ship manned by Masons only, must be obvious to 
every réflecting mind. We could not trust the 
uninitiated, not even had we tho means of bribing 
them highly, which did not happen to be our case. 
Among so many, to whom the secret would have 
to be intrusted, somo one would be almost certain to 
expose the abduction of a free American citizen ; 
and the dread of this was the more pointed, as the 
crime would have been committed by the subjects 
of a foreign monarch, of whom Americans nre 
naturally jealous. All things combined to make us 
give up the idea of sending Morgan to England, 
though we came to the conclusion with deep regret, 
and with the gloomiest anticipations as to what 
must he the end of the illegal course into whieh we 
had been drawn, more throngh the foree of cireum- 
stanccs than from any preconceived design, All 
the hope we had was, that anothor opportunity in 
the course of time would offer for sonding him out 
of the country, not subject to the hazards I have 
enumerated. It was a faint one, but not altogether 
without consolation. 

It is from this time that my connection with this 
unhappy business moro particularly dates. Up to 
the time of which I am now speaking, I had not 
been moro concerned in it than others, But, from

As well might solemuity he dispensed 
with at the funeral as in the temper- 
ance meeting. Drunkenness is far 
more to he dreaded than dea h; and 
the way to escape drunkenness needs 
to he pointed out nnd considered quite 
as solemnly as the way to prepare for 
death, 

Thus wes the temperance reforma 
tion prepared to take another and’ a 
wider deacending step. It took itj 
when it went intosecret societies, "The 
Bible informs us that ‘ancient men,” 
who had seen the magoificence of the

ouths. For every sceret society coun- 
lenakces every other secret socie! ys 
she least dangerous counteuances the 
most dangerous But, I fear, it is too 
lute for any thing to avnil against secret 
socictics. They have heen suftered to 
multiply in hinds and numbers until, 
at length, the land is shingled and re- 
shingled, all over, with them. They 
tule in the public sentiment, and often 
times in the churches; and they are 
capable, whenever tempted to do so, of! 
ruling in the courts and in politics. 
Secret societics and their memhere. are| 
now so common as to inspire no alarm. 
When the Masons, hy mesnsof thr fea- 
ture of secrecy in their association, had 
murdered Morgan and escaped punish 
ment (forthe association proved itself 
to be too strong for the laws) Masonry 
withered and, for the time, disappear- 
ed under the storm of the whole coun- 
try’s indigvation. But, now, when, by 
means of the like powsr of secrecy, 
Ku Kluxism murders thousands, and 
mercilessly scourges many more thou- 
sands, the whole country is, for the 
most part, fast asleep to its dangers 
from secret societies, 

Let despots and those who war on 
despots shroud themselves in darkness 
snd concealments. But every secret 
society is at war with the genius of 
republicanism. ‘That genius calls for 
open and impartial dealings amongst 
sll, and every where. So too, does 
Christianity call for it. Jesus testified: 
«I apake openly w the world. .. 
and in secret hnve I said notbing.”

Vuconsclons Actlon of the Brain, 


There nre a great many instances on 
record of very curious mental work, ao 
to speak, done in the qutomatie condi- 
tfion—n state of active dresming, in 
fact, There nre mauy cases of this 
kind, in which the mind has obviously 
worked more clearly and more success- 
fully in this automatic condition, when 
left entirely to ilsclf, thso when we 
bave heen eudgeling our brains, so to 
speak, to get the solution. I have 
paid a good desl of attention to this 
subject, in this way; f have taken 
every opportunity that occurred to me 
of askiug inventors and artists—creators 
in various departments of art—musi- 
cians, poets, and paioters, what their 
experience lins beon in regerd to difi- 
culties which thoy have felt, and which 
they bave aftora time overcome, And 
the experience has been almost always 
the same, that they have set the result 
which they have wished to obtain 
strongly before their minds, just as we 
do wheo we try to recollect something 
wehsve forgotton ; they think of overy- 
thing that can lesd to it, but, if they 
do not succeed, they putit hy foratime, _ 
and give their minds to something elae, 
and endeavor to obtain as complete a 
reposs or refreshment of the mind upon 
some other occupation as they can ; 
and they find that either after sleep, or 
after some period of recrestion hy a va- 
riety of employment, just what they 
want comes into their heads, A very 
eurious exsmple of this was mentioned 
to mea few years ago by Mr. Wenham, 
a gentleman who has devoted a great 
deal of time aod sttention to the im- 
provement of the micr: scope, and who 
is the inventor of that form of hinocu- 
lar microscope (by which we look with 
two eyes dnd obtain a stereoscople pic- 
ture} which is in general use in this 
couniry. ‘The orlginal binocular mi- 
croscope was made upon a plan which 
would suggest itself to any optician. 
I shsll not attempt to descrihe it to 
you, hut itinvolved the use of three 
prisms, giving a number of reflections; 
and every one of these reflections was 
attended with a certain loss of light and 
a certain liability to error. And, be- 
sides that, the instrument could only 
he used as a hinocular mioroscope. 
Now, Mr, Wenham thought it might 
he possible to construct an instrument 
which would work with only one prism, 
and that this prism could he withdrawn, 
and then we could use the microscops 
for purposes to which the hinocular 
microscope could not he applied. He 
thought of this a great deal, but he 
could not think of the form of prism 
which would do what was required, 
He was going into business as an en- 
gineer, snd he put his microscopic stud- 
ies aside for more than a fortnight, at- 
teoding only to his other work, and 
thinking nothing of his microscope, 
One evening after hia day's work was 
done, and while he was reading a atu, 
pid novel, as he assured me, and was 
thinking notbing whatever of his micro- 
scope, tbe form of tha prism that should 
do this work flsshed into his mind. 
Ha fetched his mathematies] instru- 
menla, drew a diagram of it, worked 
out the angles which would he required, 
and the next morning he made his 
prism, and found itanswered perfectly 
well; and upon that invention nearly 
all the binocular microscopes made in 
this country have sines heen construct- 
ed,— Popular Science Monthly.

asserts in the clearest possible words, all 
the doctrines and ideas on whieh, as a 
religious movement, our indictment of 
secret societies rests. ‘Take the follow- 
iag from among ''the ains forbidden in 
the Second Commandment:” 

‘All superstitious devices, corrupting 
the worship of Ood, adding to it, or 
taking from it; whetherinvented and 
taken up of ourselves, or received by 
tradition from others; though under 
the title of antiquity, custom, devotion, 
good intent, or any other pretence 
whatsoever.” 

And among the “reasons annexed to 
the Second Commandment” are— 

*God’s sovereignty over us, and pro- 
priety in us, his fervent zeal for his own 
worship, and hia revengeful indignation 
against all folse worship as heing spirit- 
ual whoredom.” 

God's Worship is declared to be “AN 
such worship as he has instituted in 
his word" and every other to he "false 
worship.” And amoug ‘'the sina for- 
bidden in the Third Commandment,” 
are, — ‘violating our oaths if lawful, 
and FOLFILLING THEM IF OF THINOB UN- 
fawron.” 

Now although tho above is from the 
Preshyterian or Westminater Con- 
fession, as it is n simple re-affrmation 
or repetition of the Bible, to which all 
Protestonts profess allegiance as their 
rule and guide; they are all bound hy 
the above ideas and truths, one as well 
as another. Now that the worships of 
the lodge are ''false worships” under 
the definition ahove, no rational person 
can profess a moments doubt; yet in 
the fasce of thie their own interpreta:

NEWS SUMMARY. 


The great Boston fire of Snturday 
nicht and Sunday, Nov, 9th and 10th, 
still continues to be a leading theme. 
A usnal severe hlame is laid with little 
apparent discrimination, on the firs de- 
partment and Manasrd roofs. The fire- 
men were, it seems, on hand promptly, 
but the epidemio had disahled the 
horses, so that the third alarm had ung 
and half aa hour passed before the 
engines appeared. This delay was 
fatal. The fire was not swept before a 
fierce wind as in Chieago, hut scattered 
its force in several directions, hurning 
to the wharves on the east, and spread- 
ing northward end westward until a 
strip of huildings of only 500 feet 
separated it from tho Common. About 
eighty acres, nearly of a picther shape 
were burned out, sparing the new and 
unfinished post-office, over which was 
held a Masonic parade a year since, al. 
though it was surrounded by fire, Of 
the estimated loss, $85,000,000, nbout 
$40,000,000 will be horne hy the in- 
surance companies, leaving a dead loss 
to Boston of less thon 50,000,000, 
which falls momly upon rich estates 
and wealthy business firms. Many 
thousand poor people are thrown out 
of work, but the resumption of hus- 
iness will be speedy, and the assistance 
proficred for them will hardly he need.

The chief difficulty of the Christian 
tescher lies not in the skepticism, aot 
in ths unbelief,not in the active opposi 
tion, hut in tbe dull, desd "indifterence" 
of men.

Sanitary teachers have to grapple, 
with precisely the sams difficulties 
which heset the path of the preachers 
of the gospel. The chief ohstadle: is 
the indifference of the great mass of 
tbe poor, the class whom it is sought, 
in a physical sense, to see’: and to save. 
Tn the poorest districts of London the 
poor love dirt, love filth, lovs squalor, 
and hate, more than anything, light, 
cold water, and fresh air. They are 
blankly indifferent to the value of ths 
things which thoss who teach them 
feel to he all important. They have to 
be aroused to the experience of a high 
er physical existence,of other and purer 
needs than those whose eatisfaction 
makes up so much of the interest of 
their dull and weary lives, It is be 
lieved that the bath which is de rigeur 
at ths entrance to the casual ward is a 
terrible trial to tramps. Certain it is 
that fresh air and clean water are the 
horror of a'grent multitude of our city 
peor, But there is somsthing to be 
said for them, We must not set it all 
down to a native love of filth snd squal- 
or, as thouyh tbe habits of the, beasta, 
whose ancestry our sdvants are so 
proud to claim for us, broke out again 
when men reach a certaiu stage of deg- 
redation in the social scale. The truth 
is that dirt for the time is warmth, and 
that those who wash their skins and 
ventilate their lungs need more and 
more generous food, If we want men 
and women to he cleanly they must not 
only be better housed but hetter fed. 
It isa kind of natural instinct which 
drives naked, hungry souls to dirt and 
darkness. Perhaps the real reform 
must begin at the other end of the 
scale. 

Itis notorious that ths model lodg 
ing houses do not attract the class most 
in need of the advantages whicb they 
supply. The poor whose filth and 
squalor form a festering mass in the 
slums of our great cities which exhales 
fever and plague as surely as ths mead- 
ows exhale the dew, cannot at present 
he gotinto them, They have to he 
taught what he the first principles of 
cleanly living, hy those who will deliv- 
er the message witb the fervor and the 
orce of preachers of vital trutbs, And 
such will’ soon he ahroad. If large- 


Children ask many questions for the 
answers to which they should wait un- 
td they are older, hut when we tell 
them lies, deceive them, mislead them, 
we are laying foundations in their souls 
upon which Satan will surely huild. 

Lying is the hesetting vice of weak 
characters, and therefore in such the 
love of truth and the hatred of falsehood 
should he most assiduously cultivated. 
Thus will amoral force he raised up 
which may finally lift the whole heing 
into strength and symmetry. Tact, 
policy, management are all right and 
indeed necessary in domestic and so- 
cial life, hut these are perfectly con- 
sistent with transparent truthfulness. 
“The hail of a pail measures no more 
lyiog down than it does standing up,’ 
and tact is displayed in finding a way 
through or around difficulties rath- 
er than going over them, Engineers 
have as much referenco to ease and 
economy in the construction of a road 
joining two cities as they do to its di- 
rectness. The Hoosac Tunnel husies 
two or three generations to complete it, 
meanwhile trains run every hour around 
he mountains through amiling valleys 
nnocently ignoriog the possihility of a 
more direct though rugged route, We 
meet every day porsons who must he 
managed properly if ws would hring 
out the pleasant points of their oharac- 
ter-or repress those which are dissgree- 
ahle, hut this does not imply falsity. 
There is a way of telling disagreeahle 
truths in a pleasant manner, of admin- 
istering antidotes to vice of which the 
recipients are unconscious, of intimating 
facts that will not hear a frank disclo- 
sure. We are not always justified in 
telling "the truth, the whole truth, and 
nothing hut the trnth," for there are 
very many things thut should he pass- 
ed in utter silence, hut wa are never 
guiltless if we speak falschood, and the 
culmination of guilt is attained when by 
example or precept we lead tender feet 
astray from the bright face of Truth. 
The child who imbibea with his moth- 
ar's milk alove fur and reverence of truth 
cannot fail to hecome a man of integrity, 
or the virtues, liko the graces, go hand

Anti-masoury in Ibistory. 


BY Honaca OAREELEY. 

The following is the urlicle *-Axrt- 
masonny” in Appleton's New Amerirnn. 
Encyclopedia, prepared by Mr. Giceley 
ut the request of the publishers. It 
chiefly mentions the political sspeet of 
tbe movement of 1826--35 and the 
cnuscs leading thereto, hut in n more 
impartial and satisfectory manuer than, 
is usually found in works of history or| 
reference, | 

Inthe autumn of 1820, it hecame 
known in the vicinity of Batavia, a thriv.| 
ing village in western New York, that} 
one Wiliam Morgan, a mechanic of 
that villegs, was about to publish a 
volume exposing the secrets of the 
order of Freemasons, then a numerous 
and poweríul association, with ons or| 
more lodges"in every city in the United) 
States. ‘Che eil tor of the village newe- 
psper, known as the ‘Republican Ad- 
vocate," who, as wellas Morgan had 
been a member of the Masonic order, 
was helieved to be concerned in the 
enterprise sud to he engaged in print- 
ing the work. 

While the rumor wsa spreading 
through the ndjacent country the com- 
munity wes electrified hy tidings that 
Morgan had been seized one evening, 
forcibly abducted and csrried off, no 
one knew whither. 

Excitement naturally ensued and 
diffused itself; committees of vigilance 
and safety were formed; and an inves- 
tigation initiated which resulted in 
tracing the abductors and their victim 
westward upon the Ridge Road to Fort 
Niagara, near Lewiston, N. Y.. whence 
it ultimately appeared that Morgan had 
been taken forcibly out upon Lake On- 
lario in a hoat and sunl in ita depths. 
This was the final conclusion of those 
who prosecuted the inventigstion though 
many demurred, nnd reports were 
repeatedly current that Moran had 
been seen alive nnd at liberty, months 
after his reported abduction, One of 
these accounta placed him in Smyrna 
in Asia, The persona hy whose aid 
he wns rapidly und quietly conveyed, 
in a carriage drawn hy relays of horsea, 
from Batavia to Fort Ningara, were 
said to have heen Masons, while mem- 
bers of tho order on every side were 
heard to justify the presumed outrage; 
saying that if Morgan had heen treated 
as was alloged, it was no more than he 
hed richly deserve. 

Prosecutions were in due time insli- 
tuled against those whom the inventi 
gation showed to havo been in any 
way conceroed in the nbduction; and 
repeated trials resulted in the convictlon 
of some of them on minor charges, but 


lished. An important collateral result 
was altained in establishing, by the 
testimony of seceding Masons, that 
oaths were gdministered to and taken 
hy those admitted into the Masonic 
lodges—at least in certain of the higher 
degrees—that disquelified them fori 
serving as jurors in any case where a 
hrether Mason of like degree was aj 
pnrty and his antagonist was not, 

The judges who so decided were nol 
of the Anti-masonie parly, which was) 
formed in Western New York some} 
time in 1827, and which polled 33,000 
votes for ita candidate for governor 
(Solomon Southwick) iu 1828, This 
vote rose to 10,000 in 1629, nnd to 
128,000 f;r Francis Granger for gov- 
ernor in 1830; in which aggregate how- 
ever were included the suffrages of mu- 
ny who wero not Ant-masone, The 
excilement diffused itself into other 
states, nnd in 1831 n nationul Anti- 
ma-ouic convention was held, wherein 
most of the free states were represented, 
end William Wirt, of Maryland, was 
nomiosted by it for president, with 
Amos Ellmaker, of Pennsylvania, for 
vice-president of the United Sintes. 
Mr. Oranger was egain the Anti-masonie| 
candidate for governor of New York in 
1832, and again received the votes of 
nearly all opposed to the re-election of 
Gen, Jackson, hut was again defeated, 
this time by some 12,000 majority. In 
Pennsylvanis, Joseph Ritner was this 
year brought forward as the Anti-ma- 
sonic candidata for governor, end beat- 
en by barely 3,000 votes by Gov, Wolf, 
who had many enemies in his own par- 
ty; hut nt the subsequent presidentis] 
election that year, Gen. Jackson carried 
that stats over the combined opposition 
hy some 25,000 majority. 

Anti-mnsonic slate nnd electoral tick- 
ets were supported in many if not most 
of the free states, hut were successful 
only in Vermont, which cast her seven 
electoral votes for Wirt and Ellmaker. 
Vermont remained for two or three 
years under Anti-masonic rule, but 
this party grnduelly faded out, and was 
nbsorbed by others during the blended’ 
political and finsnc’al struggle that 
grew out of Gen. Jackson's veto of the 
U. S. bank chatter in 1832, nod the 
removal of the depositsin 1833. Until 
then western New York, the theatre) 
of the Morgen nbduction and the cradle 
ofthe Anti-masonic excitement, gave 
large Anti masonic majorities while 
western Pennsylvania, northern Ohio, 
and portions of Massschusetts and 
Rhode I-land, evinced a prepondecrat- 
ing sympethy therewith. 


It became evident toward the last, 
however, that hostility to Freemasonry 
was a secondnry consideration with 
many, both of those who cherished and 
those who opposed the new party. 
Questions of currency, protection, and 
the Jike, superseded (hose growing out 
of the existence and alleged vices of the 
Masonic order. In 1835, during the 
struggle which followed the removal of! 
the deposita, Joseph Rituer was chosen 
governor of Pennsylyania as an Anti 
mason, through a division in the Anti- 
masonic mnis; but the Anti masonic 
petty gradually lost its distinctive char- 
acter, and soon after ceased to exist. 
Soms of the periodicals and hooks coll- 
ed forth by the Musonic controversy 
during its progrens evinced decided in- 
tellectual force, and (here were several 
distinct '*Revelations” of the signs,cere- 
monies, passwords and traditional 
secrets of the Freemasonn, agreeing in. 
the main with the hook originally pnt 
forth as Morgan’s soon after his disap- 
pearance.

It ia not professed to have superior 
wisdom, hut frem the history snd out- 
come of all secret societies in the pssi, 
we deeply regret that the farmera are 
organizing themselves into secret soci- 
sties for any purposo whatever, It is 
not only entirely unnecsssary in a coun- 
try whero free discussion and open co- 
operation is permitted by law to pro- 
mote every worthy and legitimsta in- 
terest; hut such secretism ia positively 
inimicsl to the beet interest of thoac en- 
gaged in it aa well as losociety st 
large. 

These farmers are organizing against 
what they call monopolies and ‘middle 
men;” but secrstism forms no part of 
any mlional method to check or do 
away with euch monopolies, On the 
contrary if it amounts to any thing but 
fusa and pretension, it will, in this in- 
stance, as in ell others, culminete in a 
one men despotism and monopoly, of 
which the many willbe the hnndy 
tools and instruments, receiving the 
smallest crumbs of honor or profit. 
There are just two ways in. which far- 
mers and Inborers can possibly relieve 
themselves of the evile which they com- 
plan ot, and which form the ostensible 
reason fur the organization of the Pa- 
trons, These objects are: 

lst, To get their agricultural im- 
plements and machinery, and leading 
articles of consumption at lower rotas 
than offored by agenta nnd dealers— 
“middle men.” 

2. They design to lighten taxntion 
by reducing public expenses, and 
saring equally with others, railroud 
corpomtions. Now the remedy and 
the only remedy for the fermers, is au 
npen association with nrticles of corpo- 
ration or agreemont ezually assessing 
the cost of transportation ' and ngency 
upon the articles ordered by members 
from. wholesale catablishmenta, This 
is simply on the principle of what is 
called a *'co-operntive" depot or atore, 
at which share holders are entitled to 
purchase or get goods at wholeasle 
retes, fre'ght and other incidental sx- 
penses added, The second evil cen- 
not be removed except throngh politi- 
cal netion promoted by free discussion 
and a full presentation of the injustice 
complained of In bhis way the far- 
mers would ecoure control of the State 
Legislaturo, and shepe the legislation 
ofthe country, — Tuxes might thus be 
diminished, and equalized, and railrosd 
tariffs regulated by law, nt @ rate oue 
half leas than they now are, But in- 
stead of looking to remedy this evil in 
an intelligent way the Patrons profess 
to be non-political, 

It ia asked thes, what hove winks, 
grips or pass-words, and other childish 
Bnmmery to do with the ohjectsahove 
sought? Nothing. The Pntrons have 
overseers, masters state and national. 
teke degrees, pay inilintion fees and 
quarterly dues. Fhe State Grange ia 
composed only of Masters and Past- 
masters, ‘Thuaitis seen the fnrmers 
n an unwise effort to asve themselves 
rom their taskmasters and monopolists, 
ara putting a hook in their own noses, 
to be led nbout by a aet of masters 
seeking their own profil and elevation. 
It is as impossible for them to help 
themselves in this way, asit in for a 
man to lift himself out of the mud hy 
the waisthand of his trowsers. We 
are now a farmer and have heen, but 
we ahall never appoint over ourselves 
any secret master for a guardian.

Remiuiseenses ot Free-masoury In the 
Times of Morgun's Abduction and 
Marder, 


New Harrroap, N. Y., 
Nov, 14th, 1872. 
Editor of the Cynosure: 

Dear Brorusa:—We obtain the fol- 
lowing facta from an old Anti-mason of 
Morgan’s time which may be interesting 
to the readers of the Cynosure, 

ln 1827—8 Eld. Joseph W. Sawyer 
a R. A, Mason, was pastor of the Bap- 
list church in Gouverneur, St. Law- 
rence Co, N. Y. The agitation which 
followed the abduction and murder of, 
Wm. Morgan had the effect to arouse 
the church to the conviction that Ma- 
sonry was great evi. Tbe question 
wasatone time discussed at one of 
their meetings and the church came to 
the conclusion that they ought to re- 
quire their Masonic members (of which 
there were quitea number) to abandon 
the lodge. The pastor, though a R, 
A. Mason as already atated, said this 
request of their Anti-masonic brethren 
was reasonable since the revelationa of 
Eld. D. Bernard and others justified 
them in the judgment they had formed 
that Masonry was a corrupt institution; 
That such men as Bernard and others 
of high standing and undoubted verac- 
ity would not put their signaturea to 
such a document unlesa it were true, 
A acceding Master Mason, member of 
the church, read from Bernard the 
oatha and obligationa of some of the 
higher degrees, The Masonic mem- 
bers of the church appealed to the 
pastor expecting that he would deny 
the truthfulness of what had been read, 
Being preased by them fora reply he 
said, “1 must be honest before Ood and 
my brethren, if you do not know that. 
these things are true, Ido.” — Ourin- 
formant tells us that in the vestibule 


before they left the church ho heard and found refuge among the Protest. 


two of these Masonic membera charge 
their pastor with perjury. The Ma- 
sons of the place immediately commenc- 
ed a violent persecution against Eld. 
Sawyer. They directly beset a *'jack- 
mason” with whom he had had aome 
deal in the way of purchasing a buggy 
to institute a legal process againet him 
for forgery under the pretence that he 
(Eld. Sawyer) had altered a note that 
this ‘Gackmason” had given him in 
this transaction, after it had been sign. 
ed. The note had indeed been chang- 
ed after it had been written by the man 
himself hefore he had given it to Eld. 
Sawyer because the latter had ohject- 
ed to the time named for delivering 
the buggy. He had made the change 
himeelf before he had signed his name, 
Mo afterward asserted that Eld. Saw- 
yer had made this change in the note, 
But at the time buggy was delivered 


| giving the note. The Masons who had 
heard his assertion that Eld. Sawyer 
had changed the note now threatened 
to prosecute him for slander if he did 
not go hefore the Grend Jury and get 
Eld. Sawyer indicted for forgery. — In- 
timidated hy their threat he acceded 
to their demand and got Eld. S, indict 
ed for forgery. On the trial it was 
proved that the writer of the note al- 
tered it himself at the time it was give 
en and the jury very unanimously 
without rising from their seat, brought 
ina verdict of “no cause nf action.”| 
This terrible blow was however too 
much for the delicate health of Eld, 
Sawyers wife. She died a short time 
after leaving an infant only a few days

THE AMERICAN MOVEMENT. 


Its Inception under Mary nnd Elliza- 
beth In the Form of Purltanism, 


HY ARTHUR W. BLUNT, 


Henry VIII. was dead; and royalty 
wrapped her robes around a boy of ten 
years, 

For Rome this seemed the golden 
hour to recover what she had lost; and 
from the vantage ground which the 
weakness of Henry during his declining 
years had given, to again become pilot 
[of the nation, governing its course by 
her inexorsble will But Edward VI. 
was no ready tool or willing slave to 
carry out the diotates of a foreign priest. 
And this infant king, as we look hack at 
him through the vista of three hundred 
years stands out upon the canvass of 
history as the embodiment of principles 
upon which the greatness and glory of 
America rest, 

Two and a half ceaturies after this 
nohle boy was crowned, the descend 
ants of Engliahmen across three thou- 
send miles of water began. their self. 
-pacted charter of government with 
words which have proved bugle-rotes 
summoning the human race to assert 
their liberties and exercise their nghta: 
“We rng PEOPLE po ORDAIN TAIA UON- 
STITUTION.” 

To give in detail the long agony be- 
tweea these two periods, hefore the 
despotism which chained the bodiea 
and consciences of men could he thrown 
off, and they brought to realize that it 
was depriving them of what was in 
alienably theira, is the task of history. 
At present we are simply to notice the 
out-croppings of the American Move- 
ment in the upheavals of English socie- 
ty, and show how the fires of Mary 
forged, and the laws of Elizabeth ham- 
mered the gold of our free institutions, 

While Edward lived he stood as a 
breakwater against the menaces of 
Rome, But at his death a dark delugo 
of Romish rites and despotio principles 
again swept over the land choking the 
fountsins of knowledge, and chaos and 
terror ruled the hour. The advent of 
Mary was the signal for its outburst, 

We would willingly throw a veil over 
the aickening horrors with which the 
fivo years of her reign were fraught, 
Truth found no rest for the sole of her 
foot but hunted down by the jackals 
of persecution, dared not walk openly. 
Among the eminent men around whom 
the flamea kindled was Bishop Hooper, 
who ahares with Wickliffe the immortal 
honor ofbeing Father of the English 
Puritans. In seeret places and under 
cover of darkness Puritanism was kept 
alive in England by many good and 
true men who continucd to worship 
Ood in meekness and simplicity, ac 
knowledging Christ only a» head, and 
pastors and deacons as the servants of 
his church; while their exiled brethren 
in Oermany originated that movement 
which afterwards struck such mighty 
blows at royal prerogative and suprem- 
acy, and which we cannot [uil to 
recognize as the parent of our own prin- 
eiples identified in tho laws and govern- 
ment of thia land. For at the out- 
break of persecution under Mary, many 
of the Reformers fled to the Continent, 


ants of the different countries. Of 
those who went to Germany the great- 
er portion were gathered at Frankfort 
on the Main, A church was organized, 
and in the order of worship the litany, 
aurplice, and responses were laid aside, 
This was & bold and radical departnre, 
and though the other exile eongrega- 
tions refused to join them in this hreak- 
ing away, and casting aside relica of 
popery, they stood firmly to their reso- 
lution that the word of Ood should be 
the guide of the ehurch and not a lit- 
urgy of man-contrived forms and cere- 
monies. 

They arrived at Frankfort in June, 
1584. The next year a party headed 
by Dr. Ooz, who had been promineat 
in the compilation of King Edward's 
service hook, came among them and 


finally succeeded in breaking up the 
church. Most of the origini] mem- 


with John Knox as their pastor. 
Those who remained formed a church 
in accordance with the Liturgy, 

But even in Frenkfort God was work- 
ing out that great American principle, 
that the people are the last court of 
appeal ia whatever concerns the rights 
of men. ‘The church officers, summon- 
ing a member to appear before them, 
he appealed to the church which or- 
dered the eause to be heard by all; 
and though ths rector and officers re 
signed, they still maintained that in 
every controveray the lest resortehould 
be the church. For that age this was 
a strange issue, and insignificant as it 
might eppear, it was the drawing heck 
one of the strong bolta on the prison- 
door confining popular freedom and 
action within the castles of Royalty 
and titled dignity. — 1t was asserted 
hy a feeble church. lthas at length 
grown tn be the corner-stone of Ameri- 
can society. ln the public assembly 
the opinion of the people is the stand. 
ard to which all things must conform. 
That is the test by which they ars 
proved, the jury hefore which every 
cause must he pleaded; and the decision 
rendered is final; from it there is no 
appeal, 

At its rise this principle had to bs 
maintained against despotism enforced 
by the ignorance and blind reverence 
of the masses for their rulers, yet now 
in the day of its exaltstion we turn to 
it for ehelter and enjoy the fruita which 
surround us on every hand. 

Mary's bloody reign over, the exiles 
went back to England carrying the 
principles which they had formed, and 
prepared to uphold them, in opposing 
the elements of tyranny and usurpation 
which remained, 

From Elizabeth the Papists had little 
to hope, the Protestants everything, 
But there was no sudden sweeping 
away of former ahuses; no mighty 
whirlwind of reform; but a proclama- 
tion was ieaued legalizing the existing 
state of affairs until Parliameat should 
meet. This hody, after restoring Ed- 
ward’s religious code, passed sn act in- 
vesting the queen with supreme au- 
thority in church and state; alao plac- 
ing upon the statuto book the twin law 
of uniformity. And now the difer- 
ence between those who favored King 
Edward's service hook and those hold- 
ing the Geneva discipline was atrongly 
manifest; the former regarding rites 
and ceremonies as indifferent, the latter 
considering them as so many linka bind- 
ing the Reformation to the car of Rome, 
ThegLiturgy was reviaed; but expedien- 
cy conquered, and the worship was 
made a compromise to keep the 
popish people in the church, 

Religion now stood not on the basis 
which the Puritans had hoped for; and 
there was left no alternative hnt to 
ismely submit and atifle their convic- 
tions or to holdly resist. And believ- 
ing that conscience, truth, freedom and 
Ood should be followed, not policy 
und self-interest, they hegan in earnest 
a conflict of principle. To them the 
splendid services in the queen's chapel 
with the pomp and paraphanalia at- 
tending seemed inconsletent with the 
teachings and example of the lowly 
Nazarene, und that cold formality could 
never give that inward peace and joy 
which are promised to every follower 
n his footsteps. 

The Puritans denied fhat princes 
had the right of interference in relig- 
ious affairs, They considered the| 
Church of Rome anti-Christ, while the 
other party recognized it as a trne 
church. The Bible was their atsndard 
of discipline, as well as doctrine; and 
they affirmed that human law should 
not make compulsory what this left 
indifferent, The contest thus atarting 
with the fundamental principles of pu- 
rity and religious liberty, was not to 
bo carried on hy mere zealota, whose 
sincerity could not endure the harsh 
rod of persecution; but it must devolve 
on men willing to sacrifice everything 
on the altar of right and duty, knowing 
that in the future as in thepast much 
suffering and even blood would be nec- 
essary to prepare the way for great re- 
forma, 

Such men were ready; meu like St 
Panl wit! all worldly wisdom,yet sanc- 
tified by grace, whose inftuence the 
court would have heen glad to purchase 
by any preferment it could bestow, 
But on the forehead of the church as 
it then was they saw the mark of the 
beast and would not yield to its impo- 
sitions. The queen hated them and by 
measures more severe than those em- 
ployed against the Papists strove to de- 
feat and crush all their plans. They 
were barred from the pulpit, nnd 
though for a time, the press served as 
a powerful engine in their hand, tyran- 
ny followed them evon here. 

In 1567 some, expecting no relicf or 
redress within the church, withdrew. 
These were called Separatists; but the

for upwards of a century longer. Per- 
&eeution went on until a fourth part of 
the ministers in the kingdom were sus- 
pended, snd they the most learned, at 
a time when only one in six could com- 
pose asermon, Churches were closed, 
the queen preferring that the people 
should go without preaching rather 
than hear aman not having on the 
vestments, 

The Puritans went among the towns 
and villages preaching by the roadside, 
and but for them popery would have 
retained the affections of the multitude; 
and that England became Protestant is 
due to them. And if their principles 
and practice wou England from the 
church of Rome, the same principles 
now working through the American 
pulpit and preas must keep the masses 
from being led captive by the fascinat- 
ing, though deadly charms of priest 
and king-craft which rear their hydra 
heads among our free institutions, In 
Parliamént the Puritan element was 
often strong, and they were first and 
foremost where the question of popular 
righta was concerned, standing a'one 
against royal prerogative, During Eliz- 
abeth’s long reign of forty-five years 
there was no abatement of rigar and 
law; butin spite of all, the advocate 
of true reform could not be silenced, 
and persecution was only a pruning 
knife which made their cause take deep- 
er hold on the hearts of men. And co 
closely does Puritanism connect itself 
with freedom that even the royalist 
Hume acknowledges, “That so abso- 
lute was the authority of the crown at 
this time, that the precious spark of 
liberty had been kindled and was pre- 
erved by the Purituns alone; and it 
was to this sect that the English owe 
the whole freedom of their Constitution, 
And if this was trne of England much 
more so is it of our own land, for the 
constitution under which we live .em- 
anated from their principles and every 
pillar and post of our government is fix 
ed upon the foundation which they 
laid, 

And as we compare and contrast our 
lot with that of other natious and ovr 
freedom with theirs, what nobler pa 
rentage could we desire than to be aons 
of the Puritans, Whet higher, holier 
mission can we ask than to mantain 
their principles and cary forward the 
American Movement to its final tri- 
umph in the reign of Christ?

privilege, a postal telegraph aystem, 
reorganization of the navy, the Centen- 
nial Celebration and civil service reform. ; 
—Congress met last Monday, Decem- 
ber 2nd.—The postal telegraph ques- 
tion will probably claim attention during 
the session and it is likely.that some 
ono of the propositions now suggested 
will he adopted.—In Washington three 
murderers are under sentence of death, 
one was hanged last month, aad seven 
more await trial, Ia every case the 
reaponsibility of the crime is traced to 
intoxicating liquor& —The funeral of 
Horace Oreeley is to take plece Wedaca- 
day, Dec, 4th. Pres. Grant, Vice- 
president Colfax and the Vice-president 
elect with many other prominent public 
men are expected to be present.— 
Charles Snmner returned from Europe 
last week. He has been treated with 
marked honor and kindness while 
abroad and returns to hia place in the 
Senate from an imperative sense of du- 
ty and sgainst the advice of all bis 
friends who know his feeble health, — 
Mr. Greeley's death will doubtless affect 
the interests of the N. Y. Tribune, 
His life was insured for $100,000 in 
favor of the "Prihune Company, but 
this will poorly compensate for the loss 
of his influence and his pen. The only 
remaining members of the family are 
two daughters for whom Mr, Orecley's 
property will provide amplo support.

This government datesitsorigin from 
the Dewlnration of Independence in 
1:70. lts principles lived long hefore, 
When, as bas been said, in the infancy 
of Binain. Wickliffe entered his. firs 
protest against priest-eraft and pronounce 
ed the Clirisuaaity of Rom» a jnggle, a 
great step was taken toward those 
principles of umversel equality and the 
separation of church and state, by | 
which thia government is characterized. 
It leavea cyery man free to fullow the] 
dictates of his own conscience; while at 
the sume time it sdmirably incorporates 
and enmbines the spint of religion and) 
the spirit of liberty, to which combina. | 
tion the present exalted character of 
our American civilization is due. 

But the change from absoluta sub- 
jection, binding conscienceand fettering 
thought was not instantaneous, hut 
gradual, Queen Ehzabeth hy exces- 
sive cruclty in the exercise of the magis- 
terial power led some to believe that 
euch power oughtiobe entirely banished 
from the admnnistration of the kingdom 
of Christ.

Softened hy intercourse with the Re. 
formed churches there. he hecame 
more charitable, and, while retai ing al 
the distinctive principles nf the Brown- 
ists, he mitigated the severity of their 
views. As thus moditiet they were 
called Independents. Unhke the 
Brownists, they did not pour forth bit 
ter ant uncharitable invectives against 
churches governed differently from their 
own, nor pronounce them on that ac 
count unchristian, Considering their 
own form of church government as di- 
vinely appointed andinstituted by the 


did and charitable enough to acknowl- 
edge that true religion and solid piety 
might flourish under the jurisdicii on 
ofhishops or the government of pres- 
hyteries and synods. Hence they es- 
1eemed it lawful to unite with them in 
preaching and prayer, and freely ad- 
mitted their members to the aacrhment 
of the Lord's Supper with their own 
congregation 

Such were the principles of that band 
who in November, 1626, found them- 
selvir at anchor in Provincetown har- 
bor on the American coast, with a 
long, cold winter before them, in a 
country uoinhshited by civilized man, 
and with only a scanty supply of pro- 
visions. Before landiug, they entered 
into nn agreement serving as the basis 
of their government, and founde! up- 
on those principles of the natural equal- 
ity of men and the supremacy of God 
to which their religious polity had 
habituated their minds. This is proba 
bly the only instance, ia human history, 
of that “social compact" which specu- 
lative philosophers are so fond ofcon- 
sidering the only true source of gov- 
ernment. The landing of the Pilgrims 
was the birth nf popular constitutional 
liberty. ‘Their government was pre- 
scribed by the majority of voices, and 
administered hy onc of ibeir number; 
and by the virtue displayed in its imti 
tution and management, they claim the 
Attention of mankind, Their views of 
rank and office are well illustrated by 
thnt noble remark of Bradford, their 
second Governor, when speaking of his 
office he said, "lf this office be au honor, 
it should be shared hy his fellow citizens 
and if n burden, the weight should not 
always be imposed upon him." 

Inafew years another colony was 
eatablished at Salem. These persons 
in common with the Pilgrims held ''that 
the reformation of tbe church was to be 
attempted according to the word of 
Ood." Their church polity and doc- 
trine was that of the Independrnts; 
and in forming their government they 
closely copied the structure and con 
stitution of the Plymouth colony. This 
Salem colony advanced with much great- 
er rapidity than the one at Plymouth 
in the sentiments of independence and 
democracy. They hegan tmmediately to 
call themeelves not a colony, but a 
“hody pulite,” a "jurwlienton," and 
priseotly a “cummonweal so that 
those coming over a few years after thr 
charter, found this lust desipnation su.

What was it which led the Pilgrims 
to leave their native land, endeared to 
them hy all that ever renders our 
hirth-place and the scenes of our early 
days dear tous? Was it a desire for 
wealth and the life of ease and luxury 
which it is supposed to bring? Were 
they urged on by hopes of gold and 
precious metals which needed only to 
he gathered from the aurface, or obtain- 
ed from the natives, to sflord the pos- 
sessor the means of gratifying bis 
every desire? For such things did the 
early settlera of Virginia and the inhu 
man conquerors of Mexico and Peru 
seek; and hy auch motives were they 
influenced. Was itin hopis of finding 
amid the western wilds that magic 
spring of " Perennial Youth" in whose 
wsters the old man might hathe and 
heve his blood again course through his 
veins with ell the wild :mpetuosity of 
his youth, and renew his strength and 
vigor? This it was which nerved the 
earlier exp'orers of Florida, and impell- 
ed DeSoto to explore this Mississippi 
valley and he the frat to gaze upun 
these western prairies clothed in all 
their native benuty.

Sketehes of Masonry nt tlie Sonth. 


Rev. Joseph McKee, a local miniater 
in the Methodist Episcopal Churcb, 
settled about twenty years agoin Lump 
hin (now D.woon) county Ga. ,on a small 
plantation. He procured cast-iron roll- 
era snd kettles to manufacture syrup 
from Chinese sugar cane, During the 
war the poor people of the neighborhood 
raised a large quantity of the cane for) 
syrup for their children to use with 
their dry bread, as their heef cattle, 
hogs and bacon were all taken from 
them by the rebels. In the fall of 1863 
seven families hauled their cane and 
lnid it down st Mr. MeKee's mill to 
have it worked up. At thia time Rob- 
ert N, McClure,a Freemason nnd citizen 
nf Dawson county, at the head of a 
party of rebels came and camped within 
a mile of Mr. McKee's house far the 
purpose of committing depredations and 
robberies on the loyal citizens, The 
first depredation they committed was to 
take a fat hog from Jordain Anderson, 
a loyal citizen liviog within one mile 
of the camp, and who had only the one 
hog which he was just going to kill for 
the use of hie family, The next thing 
McClure did was to aend five men to 


get into all the high offices of the state 
if they wish to have them, Knowing 
this to he a general rule, R. N Me- 
Clure has come out ns a candidate fur 
| the Legislature of the state snd in all 
probability he willbe elected, Such is 
the high repute that villainy stands in 
throughout the state of Georgia, espe- 
cially since the war.

This they feel they cannot ^o; hence 
they are resolved to take their plocesin 
the churches and in the assoc ation and | 
mildly but firmly oppose aud expose 
Masonry until by the blessing of God 
good brethren will see their orror and 
leave the lodge, nnd Masonry shall re- 
turn to the dark ploces from whence it) 
come, Thi» will restore peoce,  bretü- 
reo, you who do not fec] in sympathy 
with Mnsonry, we osk your aid oud 
council believing that many will listen 
to your friendly Christinu council and 
leave the lodge while many more 
will Ifear and never enter. Thus paace 
ond piety will be promoted -in this as 
sociotion und 1n our churches.

A committee of five was now called 
for, to investigate in secret, Herel 
said, Bishop, I give notice that 1 will 
object to any one being on that com- 
mittee who is a Mason, This produced 
atill greater alarm in the camp F, A. 
Blades was the first to apesk; be pro- 
tested ayainat any action that would 
deprive bim of tha right of being on 
any committee; held up his hood and. 
I thiok declired that he would auffer 
it to be cut off, or something to that 
effect, hefore he would submit to such 
actioo, The Bisbop thought it would, 
not he right for one man to cut off 
one-half or two thirds of the membera| 
of the conference from such duties. 
When they got through E said, '*Hish- 
op, I too on my part declare thot I 
will never cede my right to challenge 
for proper cause; no, never" This| 
produced marked effect! The Bishop!

Conference action allowing it, but did 
not remember, After some further 
talk, I said, “Bishop, L ask have I a 
right to challenge for proper cause t™ 
Alter a pause, he said, “Yes," I said 
"Very well" The committee of five 
was appointed, and | inquired if my 
presence was necessary at the meeting 
of the committee, and the Bishop said 
“oo”, Clements asked if his preseoce 
was required aod the Bishop said “no,” 
I also inquired to whom I should give 
the charges, aod he directed me to hand 
them to tha charman of the 
committee, which I did, there nnd 
thes, The examination of character 
oow continued and when my name was 
reached, the Bishop turned to the sce- 
retary aod sad ina low voice, ‘Read 
that paper,” The secretary then read 
to the Conference a paper from Samuel 
Clements cerbfyiog that a true copy

The Conference at 
once adopted eoch report, and passed 
the character, of each namely, Clements 
and Lenogton, Here Clements came 
forward and said, ''] do not wish it to 
be stated on the journal that 1 preferred 
charges against Levington, I only soted 
io my official capacity." Now what is 
the fact? I have in my possession the 
charges which he himself put into my 
hand, addressed to the Conferenco and 
signed with his own name and hand 
against ‘Rev, John Levington, a mem 
ber of your body, and late pastor of the 
Brighton Cirewit” And as to the 
charges professedly from Withey, Nay- 
lor, Wilson and Knapp, it is well 
known thnt he was the mover and con- 
structor of hem also.

selves to comply with his request, and assured him 
that his family sheuld not bc permitted to suffer 
from peverty. We then told his that we wonld 
leave him alene for half an henr, at the end of 
which timo we should expect te find him prepared 
te mect his inevitable fate. Tle merely bowed by 
way of reply. 

Retiring from tho room we stationed eurselves 
near the deer, and endeavored to prevent reflection 
by eoaversatioa carried on in a lew tone. But it 
was in vain, overy effort was a failure; and at last 
2 gloomy silence fell over us, which none ventured 
to disturh. Ilow Morgan passed his time, I caa 
not say. Everything was quict as the tomb with- 
in, Ashe was chained and handcuffed, he conld 
net move withent our hearing lim, and not the 
faintest sound fell upon enr ears, which were se 
painfully epen to everything, that Y verily believo 
the falling of a leaf in our midst would have eansed 
us to start in terror, Most prohably he indulged 
in that rapid reflection which is always caused by 
tlie certainty ef the fast approach of death; and his 
whele life, with its mingled pictures of good and 
ill, passed before the fervid vision. Perhaps he 
prayed, not only for hinself aud his family, but for 
his murderers, But I can not dwell upon tlic sub- 
ject, which, even at this distance of time, appalls 
the memory. 

The time having expired, we entered the maga- 
zine, and found Morgan ready to receive us. le 
made ao remonstrances, nor offered any resistauce, 
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his demeanor and acts being in all respects those of 
aman who has aerved himself boldly to meet a 
certain doom. We bound his hands behind hin, 
and placed a gag in his mouth. One of our num- 
ber marched a few yards in advance, and was fol- 
lowed by myself and the other associate, between 
whom walked Morgan. We cach had hold of ono 
ef his arms, above the elbow. A short time brought 
us to where the boat had been placed, and we all 
eatercd it, Morgan being placed in the bow, with 
myself alongside of him. My comrades took the 
oars, aad the boat was rapidly foreed ont into the 
river. The night was pitch dark, und we- could 
scarcely sce a yard before us, und therefore was the 
time admirably adapted to onr hellish purpose. 
Having arrived at a place sufficiently removed from 
the land, the rowers ecased from their labors, and 
my particular duty now commenced. In the bottom 
of the boat lay a number of heavy weights, all tied 
together by a strong cord, that had been carried 
through the ring of cach weight, so that they formed 
one mass, From the center of the cord by which 
they were nnited, proceeded another cord, ot equal 
strength, and several yards in length. This cord I 
took in my hand, and fastened it around the body 
of Morgan, jnst above his hips, using all my skill to 
make it fast, so that it wonld hold. Then, in n 
whisper, I hade tho unhappy man to stand up, aad, 
after a mowentary hesitation, he complied with my 
order. He stood close to the head of the boat, and 
there was just lengtli enough of rope from his persoa 
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to the weights to prevent any strain, while be was 
standing, I then requested oue of my associates to 
assist me in lifting the weights from the bottom to 
the side of the boat, while the other stcadied her 
froi) the stern. This was done, and, as Morgaa 
was standing with liis back toward me, and appar- 
ently looking into the water, I approached him, and 
gave him a strong push with both my hands, which 
were placed on the middle of his back. Ie fell 
forward, carrying the weights with him, and the 
waters closed over the mass, We remained quict 
for tho space of two or three minutes, when my 
companions, withont saying a word, resinned their 
places, nnd rowed the boat to the place from which 
they had taken it, We thea jumped ashore, and, 
exchanging pressures ef the hand, separated with- 
out a word. 

I made my way to my home with all dispatch, 
trembling at every sound, and dreading at each 
moment that I should meet some one who might 
recognize me, notwithstanding tho blackness of 
darkness in which the earth. was enslirouded.

Norz,—This article is writteu hy a 
young Scotchman who cams out of 
Canada ond fought in our war against 
slavery. His article is original and able 
and he spenks fromaeight year’s experi- 
ence and knowledge of the temperance 
lodges, —En.

Bad men may degrade, and fora time 
disgrace a good organization; hut good 
men cannot make permanently useful a 
society whose first principles are wrong. 

It is from this etand point that we 
Propose to treat the secret temperance 
orders; and we bring to our task yeara 
of experienca and we trust also a can- 
did mind, “Like fre-flies in a murky 
summer's night we see these societies 
-gleam out with a transitory glitter that 
only makes the desp darkness more 
keenly felt; as soon will the lamp of the 
firefly chow the lost and helated traveler 
his way home, ns those points of moral 
phosphoresence show the nation the 
way out of the dreadful whirlpool of 
intemperauce. 

This we helieve, firet, hecause by ap- 
pealing to human vanity and curiosity 
they draw in so many of the hugs and 
butterflies of suciety as to render the 
plaus and efforis of the earnest and 
thoughtful comparatively ^— useless. 
They hold out to the earnest Christian 
worker, the hope of benefiting his race 
hy a social and fraternal combination 
against social evil, But their grips and 
signals, their passwords and mysteries, 
alito be ohtained hy signing a. temper- 
ance pledge and paying a triflingsum, 
attract the light-minded end the curious, 
as surely as the magnet attracta the 
needle, While their show and glitter, 
regalia, caremonies, and baubles of office, 
piove as attractive to giddy-headed van- 
ity and pride, as nursery eweets to the 
huszing swarms of a summer day. 
"Tusy have all been assured of a good 
time, and most of them are bound to 
have it, no matter what hecomes of 
temperance. If the devil ever laughs, 
it must he when men expect to have 
a good time fighting sin. As eoon

Cartainly we have here either 
an example of extreme atubhoraness, or, 
an instance of great self-denial for princi- 
plessske, Th-t there ia a great prin- 
ciple involved in this little incident, we 
cannot doubt when we remember that, 
Hooper was only a representative of a 
large number of thoss who denounced 
the vestments as “idolatrous gear,” and] 
the rites and ceremonies, as relica of 
popery; and were willing to sever their 
connection with the churoh of their 
fathers; and, if necersary, suffer priva- 
tion and exile, rather than saoction 
them hy ohservance, Let us ses 
whether it was the garment these men 
abhorred, or that which the garments 
concealed, 

In all agee, and among all people, 
there have heen those who have at. 
tached great importance to symhols, 
especially in religion man is naturally 
attracted and impressed hy them; and 
in the ruder states of society, he easily 
forms asuperstitious reverence for them; 
forgetting that whioh is eymbolized “he 
worships the symbol,” 

The old Testament dispensation was 
an age of forma and symhels. The 
Jewish religion ia distinguished from the| 
Christian to a great extent hy its pomp 
and splendor, contrasted with the sim- | 
plicity ofthe latter. The Tabernacle 
with its richness and heauty, contain- 
ing the mostħoly pleca, tha ark, the 
cloud of glory, the veiland golden furni-| 
ture, the priestly rohes and ornaments, 
the rites and ceremonies, while they 
were adapted to impress the people, re- 
ferred to something higher than earthly 
glory. As the Jewish priesthood typi- 
Bed that of Christ, 30 the glory and 
beauty of Aaron's rohes, prefiyured the 
excelleney of Christ's character, The 
slaying of the unblemished lamh, and 
the cloud of incense arising from the 
evening saerifica divined their beauty 
and impressiveness from their typifying | 
Christ's atonement for sin. These all) 
centered around the one great idea, that 
Christ was to come and redesm the 
world, and were instituted hy God to 
teach his people this great truth which 
they could not otherwise underateod, 
But when that which these aymbols 
foretold ceme to pasa the priestly gar- 
mente, the rites and ceremonies lost 
their significance. By tha coming and 
death of Christ they were superceded 
and abolished. ‘Then said he Lo, I 
come to do thy will, O God, hs taketh 
away the firat, that he may establish 
the necond" (Heh. x. 0.). Nowhere can 
we find that Christ either hy precept, 
or, example sanctioned the clerical garh. 
When he ssnt forth his disciples he 
commanded them not to put on two 
costs; and euch expressions as this, 
‘And Peter girt his fisher'a coat unto 
him," found in John xxi. 7, shows us 
that apostles wera not distinguished hy 
their dress. 

History also informs us that Christ 
did not appoint holy gorments, for thera 
we find that the aurplice was ohteioed 
by the Jewish Church from the Egyp- 
tiene, and that Pope Sylvester about the 
year 320 was the first who appointed 
the sacrament to be adminiatered in a 
white linen garment. This was man's, 


thou make sll things accordiug to the 
pattern showel tothee in the Mount,” 
(Heb. 8. 5.) Satan has not only quet- 
ed Scripture to tempt and deceive 
bnt has taken the very eymbole that 
once heralded a coming Saviour to con- 
cenl that Saviour from the popular mind. 
Hehas ‘sto en the livery of heaven’, that 
he may hide his own worship uuder it. 

The established Church had rejected 
the idols and p smpous masses, hut re- 
tained those sdornments that made 
them attractive tothe people, who, siys: 
Neal, "having heen bred up in a auper- 
stitious veneration for the priests gar- 
ments were taught that they were 
sacred, and that without them no admin 
istrations were valid.” How fitting here 
are the words of Tertullian, ''Si in idolio 
secumbere alienum est a fide, quid tn 
idoli habitu videri!" — " If it be in&- 
delity to set at the idol’s feast, what is 
it to he seen in the apparel of the 
idol t" 

The Puritans saw that tbese man- 
appointed ohservances were calculated 
to dethrone Christ, the head of the 
Christian church, and wers fast accom- 
plishing their objest. They knew thet 
these things, with the superstitious 
reverence in which they were held hy 
many, furnished a strong foothold 
wherehy the papacy might again easi- 
ly gsin the ascandaocy over the people. 
The question for Hooper to decide was,

well as the sound reasoning of his logi- 
eal mind, After some tbres months 
deliberation and hard study in his own 
private eapaeity he finally concluded to 
hecomo a member of the Catholic) 
church. ? 

Yesterday this distinguished convert 
reached the climax of his bnpe in this 
world hy presenting bimself before the) 
altar of God as a candidate for thel 
priesthood, to which responsible office 
he was forma'ly ordained by the Most 
Ray. Archhishop McCloskey. 

At the beginning of Mass the ordi-| 
nandus presented himself before tbe al- 
tar, with a cliausable folded on his left 
arm and a wax taper in his right land, 
indicating that ho bad previously re- 
ceived tonsure, minor orders, and eub- 
deaconship, During the interim of the 
epistle and gosp*l he ramained ut the 
Episcopal side. Immediately before 
the gospel he was called hy name and 
pre:cuted hy tho urchdeacua to the 
archbishop. after whose adilresa he 
prostrated himself ou the door of tha!

while the "Litany ot the Saints! was 
being sung, which affecting sc'ne was) 
at length interrupted by the three sob 
emn invocotions given bim by the arel 
bishop, viz —: “ Ut hune electam pres.

CONFESSION OF THE MURDER

DR. JOHN L. EMERY, 
of Racine County, Wis., in the Summer of 1848, 
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the leaves of the forest. Neither chango of place 
nor change of pursuit brought iu consolation or 
rest. It mattered uot whether I was among crowds 
of nien, or in the silence of some wood that never 
before had been penetrated by civilized man: tho 
voice of the avenger was ever sounding in niy ear, 
and giving me to knew the truth of the declaration, 
that mischief shall haunt the violent mant 

I wandered abont the North-west for many years. 
Had fortune been my object, [should have sueeceded 
in obtaining it, more than one opportunity tor great 
worldly advancement having been placed within 
iny reach, as if to tantalize ine with the sight ot 
things that afforded to other men so much pleasure, 
but whieh eould not be otherwise than worthless in 
my jaundiced vision. I coul} uot abide long in one 
place, but felt condemned to wandor up and down 
on the face of the earth, a restless spirit, to whom 
is denied the enjoyment of all that men hold dear, 
There have been periods when I have thought of 
suicide, as the best means nf ESCAPING FROM MYSELF; 
but from self-mnrder I have been impelled by that 
fear of something after death whieh ‘doth make 
cowards of us all. But it is impossible for any 
human power forever to continue tho suffering that 
it has fallen to my lot to experience; and now 
many years atter the perpetration of the crime that 
destroyed iny peace, far from the land of my birth, 
among strangers, and at the very outpost of eivili- 
zation, I find death enveloping me in his cold em- 
brace. Though I cannot otherwise than shiver at

liis touch, and dread what must follow trom his tri- 
wnph over me, my end will be to myself a release. 

T have made this confession in the hope that good 
niay flow from it, and to relieve my mind from a 
burdeu under which it has long been depressed. I 
have endeavored to be plain and simple in my 
uarrative, and have not songht to harrow up the 
imagination of thereader. If I have not introduced 
the names of others into my account of an event 
that once was of consequence euougli to excite a 
nation, it is because I have not wished to create

The Goysers of Montana. 


In nearly every newspaper or maga 
zine article referring to the great Mon- 
tane Geysers, tbat marvelous region 
bas been spoken of as tbe "Wonders of 
tbe Yellowstone," making little or no.

Madison River. Drawing a conclusion 
from tbe already published accounts, 
the reader inevitsbly forms an incorrect 
idea of tbe great apouting Geysore, 
prismatic springs, and immense boiling 
chall-pots, which in themselves form 
the real wonders so often referred to as 
the “wonders of tbo Yellowatone.' 
Thess pbenomena, if phenomena tbey 
be, are not located upon the river last 
referred to at all, but over a dividing 
range of mountains, twenty or twenty- 
fivs miles to the west and south of Yel- 
lowstone Falls, Indeed, tbere is not 


a single geyser on the Yellowstone Riv-| 


er or near the lake deemed of sufficient 


the water would remain in. these natu 
ral cisterns, and the waters could only 
| be reacbed hy digging wells. That 
| would do well enough for men, but 
how would tbe poor wild animals find 
water to drink! 

For their benefit, It is plauned tbat 
many of these beds of clay sbould end 
on a bill-side, where the waters they 
bold can overflow, and escape in clear, 
bubbling springs.

When rain falls, where doea it go? 

Tato the ground, we say, 

Then how are lakes and rivers made, 
if rain sinks into tbe earth ? 

They are fed by springs. 

But how are tbe springs fed? 

They are fed by tbe rains, Did you 
ever notice the different colored bands 
of earth exposed by a railroad-cut 
tbrough a bank? 

You observe that there stre bands of 
thick bluish élay at intervals, and tbat 
the spaces hetweenare filled with sand, 
gravel, or fine earth, Through these 
tbe water can penetrate freely, but 
when it reacbes the olay it must stop, 
for the clay is as “water-tight” as the 
best of India-rubher. -Upon tbe top of 
sucb a bed of clay the water accnmu- 
lates, It saturates the overlying asnda, 
and follows tbe descent of the clay-hed 
until it reaches tbe margin, over wbicb 
the water flaws, and then passes freely 
through fand and gravel as bofore, un- 
til it ia atopped by another bed of clay. 
Thus these clay-beds form natural 
cisterns, where God saves the raing 
within reach of the surface, not permit- 
ting them to be lost in the depths of 
ths earth, as they would be were it 
not for these water-proof bands, 

But if the earth were a level surface 


I read it with a good deal of atten- 
tion, and closed it witb the impression 
that Masonry was a sci c institue

lime mysteries which Morgan bas re- 
vealed fo tbe world in his © I!lustru- 
tions of Masonry” the MAH-HAH- DONE 
in particular he taugbt with peculiar 
Maronie grace and insisted that there 
was much sublinie mystery wrapped 
up in that word; tbat it waa too aacred 
te be pronounced on trivial’ occasions, 
orin any other way than that which 
is taughtin lodges. fle teld me I had 
formed a correct idea of Masonry, that 
ft was truly a ecieutifie institution and 
pecnliarly adapted to suit mathemati- 
cians; that the metbod practised in 
lodges of teaching those sciences was 
what I would be plessed with, in short 
l was soon induced to make appliea-

1 recollect that when recoiving my 
first obligation, and bad gone as far ns 
the penalty, repeating a few words ata 
time after the '' Worshipful” Master, I 
hesitated, nud felt a desire to retract, 
but before I gave utterance to my wish- 
es I was told by the + Worshipful" to 
proceed, he at the same time drawing 
his little mallet. (Masoaically, a gavel) 
across my throat, und repeating for 
me torepeat after bim the following 
“words of the penalty, viz.; ''to have 
my throat eut across, and my tongue 
taken out by tbe roots." I tben thought 
of my awkward and very humiliating 
| situation, blind, and balf naked, with a 
lialter arouad my neck, surrounded by 
none but zealuus brothers, anxious to 
gain the fee us an accession to their 
| charity fund and a noodle to their 
| grip; | thought those things meant 
something, and prudeuce whispered in 
my ear, Proceed without a murmur, 
At higb twelve, Masouically, hut more 
truly at low twelve, for it was near 
midnigbt, the craft were called from 
Isbor to refreshment. A plenty of 
good liquor was introduced, and each 
charged and drank by word and eign; 
much bilarity rsounded around the 
board, bacehanalian'songs were intro- 


unweared pana were taken by ihe 
brethren to give me an exalted opin 
ion of Masonry, and to convince me 
tbat its beauties would gradually unfold 
to my view as Í advanced; that I must, 
brighten myself in tbe lectures by call- 
ing on bright brothers, wbo wonld al- 
ways be as ready to give instruction ss.

duce me to advance, 

About this time, my friend Higgina 
put an old English copy of “ Sachin 
and Boaz" into my hands, which was 
thn first f had ever seen. He told me 
to study it attentively, but to let no 
person sco it; that it would serve to 
lnghten me in tho lectures; that tle 
only alterations to he made of any con- 
sequence were to nse Boaa for Jachin 
and vice verga; tbat the autbor was ex- 
ecuted in England agreeably to the 
penalties he had violate !; and thatafter 
the book made its appearance it 
found necessary to use Boaz for Jacbin 
und Juchin for Beaz, to keept’ book- 
Masons from eutering lodges; that tbe!

or later overtake every traitor; indeed, 
I was long ago confirmed in the belief 
tbat every Mason would be dealt witb 
in that way who sbould prove unfaith- 
ful.

THEAMERICAN MOVEMENT. 


The Stnerts, and thelr War on Purl- 
tanisme 


DY T. 0. MOFFATT. 


When Queen Elizabeth, the last of 
the House of Tudor, died and was suc- 
ceeded hy her cousin James Stuart ofi 
Scotland the people hoped for an im- 
provement in the religious affairs of the 
nation, The Puritans, who had been 
persecuted under the great queen, hop- | 
ed for quiet under her successor; for! 
he had been educated a Preshyterian. 
His family hoasted of the blood of Rob- 
ert Bruce, had long held the reins of, 
government in Scotland, and now the 
expectation was reasonable, that the 
three kingdoms of England, Ireland 
and Scotland, united under a Preaby- 
terian king would make a government 
second to none, 

Butall these hopes, both of religious 
toleration and national greatness, were 
sadly disappointed. No sooner hsd 
James Stuart sscended the throne, than} 
England descended to a position among 
the powers of the world scarcely sec- 
ond-rate; and the Non-conformists 
found that, instead of a spirit of tolera- 
tion, their king possessed only the most 
despotic principles and an intolerant 
aeal for the Church of England- 

In a conference between himself and 
representatiyes of the elergy of the dif- 
ferent parties, held at Hampton Court, 
James grossly insulted the Puntan di- 
vines, and finally announced his inten- 
tion of making them conform to the| 
practices of the Episcopal church. — [t| 
became evident at once that the same. 
old conflict which they had so long 
waged must he continued; that des- 
potism, hoth in church and in state, 
more uncompromising than anytbing| 
they had before encountered, must be} 
met by redoubled zeal on the part of| 
those who helieved that better princi- 
ples wero revcaled both by the reason 
of men and the word of God. 


It was the king's view, supported by 
the high-churchman, that the people 
were his property and that he himself 
was above all law, irresponsible except 
to God. — He gave the Parliament to 
underatand that they held their privi- 
leges during his pleasure only, and that 
they had no more right to inquire into 
the lawfulness of his acts than into the 
acts of tho Almighty. Indeed ho 
deemed himself the vice- gerent of God, 
and considered all laws which limited 
the royal prerogative as merely his | 
concessions to be removed by him| 
when ht saw fit, The Episcopal church 
conceded these assumptions and added 
yet to the burden of oppression the 
doctrine that the episcopal office was 
necessary to the efficacy of religion and 
the welfare of *ociety; that no human 
power could give or take away its prive 
ileges, and that a church might as well 
be without tlie doctrine of the Trivity, | 
or that of the Incarnation, as without 
its bishops; thet eveu the corrupt 
Romish church was nearer the primi- 
tive purity than the societies of Non- 
conformiats, They had set up a vast 
hierarchy of bishops, archbishops and 
rectors who took no interest in the 
spread of the gospel and contented 
themselves with doing nothing and 
were well paid for it, both hy money 


this state of things, hoth in church and 
state, that the Puritans squarely op- 
posed themselves, If those who came 
to the New World established '‘a 
church without a hishop and a state) 
without a king,” those who remained! 
behind curhed the power of both and| 
gave to England that degree of relig- 


dress | ious liberty which it to-day posseaseo. 
It was the same struggle only upon, 


different soil. 

The accession of Charles I. but deep- 
ened the strife. — Oreater talents than 
his father possessed did not give him 
more wisdom, and grenter firmness 
only led him to the more severe em- 
ployment of force. At the head of 
ecclesiastica! affairs he placed the nsr- 
row-minded and bigoted Laud, Arch- 
bishop of Canterhury. who filled the 
country with his epica and broke up 
every little meeting of dissenters And 
this without any remedy from the 
court’, which were ohedient'to the 


| king and his counaelors, 


At length, deeming themselves strong 
enough, they determined to force the 
Episcopal liturgy upon Scotland, But 
the first performance of the ritualistic 
services produced a riot; the riot be- 
came a revolution. Yet the king's oh- 
etinacy continued, though he would 
promise anything, and on one occasion 
even signed declaration that episcopa- 
cy was contrary to the word of Ood; 
and et length the sword was drawn in 
nearly every poart of England. The day 
of retribution eame and Charles Stuart 
was led out and'executed as a traitor. 

But many of the people looked upon 
his head as sacred, and the composure 
and protestations of innocence with 
which he met death, made a deep im- 
pression on their hearts. No sooner 
had the scepter fallen from the dying 


| hand of the great Protector than they 


seized it. from his inefficient son and 
bestowed it upon the worthless Charles 
IL How dearly they pesid for their 
folly let history tell Again hegan 
the contest as fiercaly as ever. Again 
rose the Episcopal eburch, far more 
corrupt than hefore. Drunkenness, 
licentiousness and all forms of vice, aid- 
ed hy tbe example of the king, spread 
for and wide. Again came penal stat- 
utes against the Non-conformists, and 
again the kingdom was filled with spies 
and men imprisoned or banished for 
preaching and praying, Among tho 
former was the famous Bunyan, whose 
whole offence, as charged in tbe indict- 
ment, was: first, that he did not at- 
tend the parish church; second, he 
did attend worship at à private house. 

When atlength the king, amid his. 
debaucheries, died, he was succeeded 
by his brother James, Duko of York, 
whom the French afterward called 
"The Simpleton who lost three king- 
doms fora mass" Charles had been 
secretly a Catholic, hut James was 
openly and avowedly so; and, from 
the first, bent every energy io bring 
the nation again under the Romish pow- 
er. The parties had changed front but 
it was the same conflict atill, viz: the 
devil, priest, aud king against the peo- 
ple, their rights and their religion. 

Upon the King's Bench, as Chief 
Justice, sat the brutal Jeffreys, who 
dealt out the severest and most unjust 
punishments.

They will sometimes admit its 
truthfulness in a kind of sarcastic way, 
which at once destroys all confidence, 
They will often appeal to the one who. 
enquires, ‘Is this book true?” by re- 
| plying, “Do you think that any sane por- 
son wonld take such terrible oaths,or en- 
gagein such childish twaddle? Any 
resort whatever, even to a positive de- 
nial of its truth,is resorted to by many. 
Yet J have seen the master of the lodge 
use this same Morgan's Exposition in 
the initiation of candidates, I have 
heard the master read the Master Ma- 
son's oath from thajgbook, a sentence at 
a time, the candidate repeating itaf ter 
him; but then the neophyte, being 
hoodwinked, could not see the decap- 
tion practiced upon him.

Thisis cnlled the due-guard of an Entered Apprentice Ma- 
son, (mnny coll it sign) and alludes to the penalty ot the ch- 
ligation. (See US The Master then. declares. the 
lodge opened, in the following mawner: 'l now declare 
this lodge of Entered Apprentice Masons duly opened for 
dispatch of business! ‘fhe Senior Warden declarea it to 
the Junior Warden. and he to the Bretbren, 'Come, Breth- 
ren, let us pray.—'One of the following prayers is used: 
' Most holy and glorious Ood? tlie greatarchitect of the Uni- 
verse; the giver of all good gifts and graces: Thou hast 
romised that ' Where twoor three are gathered together in 
hy name, thou wilt be in the midst of them and bless them.’ 
In thy name we assemble, most humbly heseeching thee 
to bless us in all our undertakings; that we may know and 
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serve thee atigbt, and that all our actiona may tend to thy 
glory and our advancement in knowledge and virtue, And 
we hescech thee, O Lord God, to bless our present assem- 
hling; and to illuminate our minds through the influence of 
the Son of Righteousness, that we may walk in the light of 
thy countenanee; and when the trials of our prohationary 
state nre over, he adinitted into the temple, not mado with 
hands, eternal in lhe heavene. Amen, So mote it be. 

Another prayer, as often used at opening as closing: 

Behold, how good and pleasantit is for hrethren to dwell 
together in unity; it is liko the precious ointment upon tho 
head, thatran down upon the heard, even Aaron hcord, 
that went down to the ekirts of his garment; asthe dew of 
Hermon, and as the dew that descended upon the mountaios 
of Zion, for there the Lord commanded the blessing, even 
life forever more, Amen, So mote ithe. 

Tho lodge being now open and ready to proceed to husi- 
ness, the Master directs the Secretary to read the minutes 
of the last meeting, which naturally brings to view the hus- 
iness of the present, y 

If thcre are any candidates to he brought forward, that 
will he the first business to he attended to. I will therefore 
proceed with a description ofthe ceremoniea used in the ad- 
mission nud initiation of a candidate iuto the firet degree 
of Masonry. 

A person wiehing to hecome a Mason must get eome ono 
who is n Mason t» present his petition to n lodge, when, if 
thero are no ecrious objections, it will he entered on the 
minutes, and a committee of two or three appointed to en- 
quire into his charaster, and report to the next regular com- 
munication, The followiag is a form ofa petition used by 
a eaudidote; but a worthy candidate will not he rejected 
for the want of formality in his petition: 

‘fo the Worshipful Master, Wardens and Brethren of Lodge 
No.—, of Frec and Accepted Masuns. 

The eubseriher, residinzi , of lawful age, and hy oc- 
oupation a——. begi lewc to atate that, unbiased hy 
friends, and nninfluenced by mercenary moiives, he freely 
and voluntarily offers himself a condidate fir the mya 
of Masonry,and that heis prompted to solicit this privilege hy 
a favorablo opinion conccived oi the institution, a desire of 
knowledge, and a sincere wish of heing serviacable to his fel-

The demurrer was 
overruled by the court, who tbereupon 
proceeded to appoint Hiram Sbipman 
and Periam Thompson, triers 


Erastus Day was then sworn asa 
witness, on the patt of the pluintiff. 
On bheing asked if he was a Mason, he 
refused to answer, and peremptorily told 
the court and counsel thst they “would 
not he able to get anything out of him 
about Masonry." ‘The court decided 
1he question wae a proper one, and the 
witness must answer it. He then re- 
luctsntly swore. “he was a Mason, that 
hehad taken seventeen degrees; did 
not remember where he was made a 
Royal Arch Mason ; bad set frequently 
in the Glen's Falls Chapter." He was 
then asked ifhe had taken the usua] 
oaths or obligatious from the Entered 
Apprentice to the Royal Arch? He 
remused to answer. Tbe court said he 
must ; but he atill refused; said he 
considered his Masonic obligations hind- 
ing, and would not violate them for any 
court. He waa asked relative to obey- 
ing the signa, summonses and tokens, 
also relative to flying to the relief of the 
person giving the grand hailing sign of 
distresa; hut refused to answer, al- 
though told repeatedly by the court 
that the queations were proper and per- 
tinent and that he washound to answer 
them, He was then asked relative to 
the clause in the Royal Arch oath, of 
aiding and assiating and extricating a 
companion from difficulty right or 
wrong; He refused to answer ; snid 
he could not without criminating him- 
[self / When asked relative to being 
sworn to keep the secrets of a hrother, 
murder and treason not accepted, he 
| refused to answer ; and at length told 

the court he considered hia Masonic

But he replied that the court could not, 
extort the secrets of Masonry from him, 
Dr. Bush, a member of tbo frateroity, 
then told the witness be could give 
* negative answers’ and not reveal any- 
thing. A queation was then put, which 
could be easily answered in the nega- 
tive, if truth wonld ndmit, ‘The clause! 
in the Master'e oath, relntive to the 
keeping of secrets, etc., was stated to} 
him verbatim, and he was asked if it| 
was sof Ho refused to give even n 
'megauve answer.’ Ho was then ask- 
ed relative to the charges respecting 
the- signs, tokens, grips, passwords, 
sign of distress, belping out of difficulty, 
etc., all which questions lis refused to 
answer, though told by the court they 
were proper and pertinent. When 
asked relative to tbe Masonic privileges 
of the plaintiff and defendont, he suid 
be was under tbe same moral ohliga- 
tions to »ne as to the ether, * Are 
you under the same Masonic obliga.

The 
question wae repeated hut uo answer 
given. Elisha M. Forbes was called as 
a witness, When sworn he siid to tbe 
court, ' Now I'll tell you anything thet;

ingly put, which were not enlculated to 
border upon the secrets of Masonry ; he 
answered them promptly. He was 
then asked directly relative to the 
clauses of kceping all the eccrets; help- 
ing them out of difticulty; promoting 
the political preferment; obeying the 
signs, eummonses, etc, He promptly 
efused to answer any of them. Of 
course from his own declaration, the 
triers must conclude this was pure Ma-) 
sonry, else he would bave answered it 
as readily as he did the others, John 
T. Cox. Lemuel T. Bush, Samuel 
Cook and Luther Blivin, were severally 
called as witnesees, but stubbornly re- 
fused to be sworn to tesüfy. although 
warned by tha court of the consequence 
of such a refusal. And yet these very 
men have the effrontery to say that 
Mesonry in no way interferes with the 
admioistrution of civi] justice! 


Finding all furtber attempts to sub- 
stantiate, by Masons, the points taken 
in the challenge, fruitless, the plaintiff 
then called on Messrs. Wm. Brayton, 
Benjamin Seeley aud Nathaniel Colver 
as witnesses. They gave a full and 
frank disclosure of the several ohjec- 
tionahle points in the Mesonic ohliga- 
tions; stated many of the clauses ver- 
batim, as administered in the lodge- 
room, together with the penaltica of 
some of those obligations. Some of 
them had sat in lodge with the defend. 
ant; knew him to be a Royal Arch Ma- 
son,

Some of those witnesses recol-| 


lected distinctly the points in the Royal 
Arch oath, of keeping the secreta mur- 
der and treason not excepted, of help 
ing out of difficully right or wrong, of 
promoting the political prefermeut, all 
under the no less penalty than having| 
the skull emote off and the brains ex- 
posed to the scorching raya of the sun. 
The points of the Master's oath were 
fully substantiated, It being a late! 
hour at night, the court adjourned till 
eight o'clock the next morning. Du- 
ting the night the craft thought itself 
io danger; there wns racing and chas- 
ing; a purse was made up hy the frå- 
ternity, and a man despatched after 
Leonard Gibhs, Esq., to help out of 
the difficulty. Mr. Oibbs entered th» 
arena fresh for the onset, and much to 
the relief of. Mr. Thorn, Mr, Gibos 
was a Knight Templan Me. ‘Thorn 
waa one degree helow the Entered Ap- 
prentice, Some further examination 
of the witnesses was had the next 
morning. 

The defendant's connsel then under- 
took to show, that inasmuch as the 
plaintiff had once been a Mason, he 
was still entitled to equi) privileges in 
Mnsonry with the defendant; «hat the 
fraternity cherished the same fecling 
towarda the one as the other.

Several circumstances transpired 
during this trial to illustrate the pecu- 
liar nature of the Masonic frsternity, 
and dresd of investigation, Every Ma- 
son sworn or called as a witness seemed 
unusually anxious to give their opinion, 
that there was notbing wrong in Mae 
sonry, and tbat there was notbing in 
the oaths, which they thought, ought 
to disqualify aman from sitting as a 
juror, and they seemed grieved to the 
heart, tbat tbey should not he allowed 
to crowd their opinions down the throats 
of the triers, as indubitsble evidence. 
But when called upon to let tbe triers 
have the plain undisguised facts ahont 
Masonry, or Masonic oatbs they were 
as silent as the grave. Whilo on thel 
other band the other witnesses seemed 
unwilling to express any opiuion, but 
wished to state the facts, and let tbe 
ttiers have them on which to judge. 
On the second day Mr. Colver was call- 
ed as a witness and cross-examined by 
Mr, Gibbs. He was asked. ‘Did you 
over take on oath which you supposed 
would bias y was a juror!’ He re- 
plied, *1 will tell you what oath 1 did 
take and the triers may judge of it for 
themselves, [ took an oath in these 
very words',—Here he was stopped by 
the counsel saying, ‘I don'twant tbe| 
oah, l want your opinion, whether you, 
supposed, the oath would hias you as a] 
jururf’ Mr, Colver said if the court de- 
ided he shuld give an opinion to the 
triers, he would give it with pleasure; 
otherwise he was unwilling to obtrude 
any opinion upon them, hut would 
state tbe facts, nnd the points in the 
oaths, and let the triera form their own 
opiwion. But Mr. Gibbs urged tbe 
question; the counsel for the plnintiff, 
witbdrew his objection and Mr, Colver 
answered, 'I did take an oath, which, 
upon reflection; 1 was satisfied was 
designed acd directly calculated to set! 
the laws of God aod man at defiance.’ 
Mr. Gibbs did uot ask for a second opinion 
Wien the Masons were on tbe stand’ 
testifying, such was tbe agitation of the 
wounded fraternity that the proceed- 
ings were often interrupted: the wit- 
nesses were told by the spectators 
not to nnswer the questions, that 
the court ought to know hetter 
than to aufer sucb questions to be 
asked and tbat the court had no autbor. 
ity to make the witnesses revea) the 
secrets of Masonry, Such was the 
bold,repeated and unlawful interferctice 
of John Doty, late sheriff ofthe county 
that he was ebarply threetened with 
punishment for contempt of court. He 
was not alone in his abuse of the 
court, Whan the challenge was made, 
and the question touching the secrets 
was put, a pale ferocity seemed visible 
on the countenances of the members of) 
the institution.

time would permit us to givea full ac- 
count of the various questiona and an- 
smera, and interesting incidents attend- 
ing thia trial, The decision of tho 
triers cannot but be sustained hy the 
voice of an intelligent community. Can 
Masons longer pretend that they are 
not trammelled by their oaths, and that 
those oatha do not ohstruct the progress 
of justice? This trial hne resulted in 
the development of two important facts: 
the one, that Masonic oaths may aod 
do clash with a judicial oath; the otb-| 
er, that Masons have, hy their own! 
oaths, disqualified themselves from sit.) 
ting aa impartial jurots, whan their 
own brethren are on trial, And since, 
by their own acts, they have laid 
themselves under legal disqualifications, 
they ahould be the last ones to cry out 
‘proscription’ and ‘persecution.’

The popular saying, ''The darkest 
hour precedes the daton,'ia we believe 
a literal, historical, moral aad religious 
truth.

On-how 
large a scale the American people have 
witnessed the fulfillment of this prov- 
erb, is seen in the fact that the Boston 
Court-house was in chains in the inter- 
est of human-flesh-merchauts, witbout 
one note of remonstrance from the or- 
thodex religiun or politica of Boston, 
bot a few short years before all New- 
England was voting solid against the 
slnve power.

What to Do iu Cac of Aceident. 


Prof, Wilder, of Cornell University, 
gives these short rules for action in case 
of accident, It would not he a bad 
thing to cut them out and carry them 
in one'e pockit hook, nr, hetter yet, 
commit them tn memory : 

For dust in the eyes, avoid rubbing ; 
dash water in tbem; remove cinders, 
etc , with the round point of a lead pen- 
cil. 

Remove insects from the ear by tepid 
water—ntver put a bord instrument 
into the ear. 

If an arlery ie cut, compress above 
tbe wound ; ifa vein ie eut, compress 
helow. 

If choked, get upon all fours and 
cough. 

For slight huras, dip the partin eold 
wnter; if the skin is destroyed, cover 
with varnieh. | 

Smother a fire with carpets, etc., wa- 
ter will often spread hurning oil, and 
increase the danger, Before passing 
through smoke, take a full breath and 
then utoop low; hut if carbon is sus- 
pected, walk erect. 

Suck poisoned wounds, unless your 
mouth is sore ; enlargo the wound, or, 
better, cut out the part withnut delay ;

THE AMERICAN MOVEMENT, 


‘rhe First Puritan Hegira; or the Filght 
to Holland. 


BY B. T, PETTENGILIL 


Men commonly prize most whut costs 
most, The principles to which we owe 
our civil and religious libertics, as bas 
heen shown in preceding essays, were 
not'a sudden outburst of thought and 
intelligence, "They are older than the 
Declaration of Independence, or the 
Constitution of the United Stotea, 
They were not the result of a growth 
rapid or recent, nor the product of lit-| 
tle labor. And just as fer as we realixe 
the price pnid for American principles, 
they will be guarded with the care 
they deserve, 

The Puritan priaciples have been 
clearly stated. We have scen their firat 
flickerings in the deep darkness of the] 
past; and marked their steady pro- 
gress, in spite of the opposition of the 
potentates of earth confedcrate with 
the legions of dnrkness. Their preser- 
vation was ata cost not of silver and 
gold; but at the hnsard of stocks and 
dungeons, and the horrors of the stake, 

In tracing the American Movement 
thus far our attention hss heen con- 
fined to its origin and progress in Eng. 
land, We now come to a new epoch 
in its history—tbe first Puritan Hegira 
or the flight of the Separatists to Hol-| 
land, 


diatinction between the Puritans whn 


tista, stigmetized as Brownists, who fled 
to Holland. Many of the Puritans, 
though deploring the corruptions in 
the State Church, remained in it hoping 
for its reformation, The Separatists 
helieved the Church of England radi- 
cally wrong and therefore renounced it. 
The Separatists were thus Puritans, 
but the Puritsos were not all Separa- 
tists. 

In 1402 n number of these God fear- 
ing men, taking the Bihle as their sole 
rule af action, "joined themselves,” 
snys Bradford, “hy a covenant of the 
Lord in a church estate, in the fellow- 
ship of the Qospel, to walk in all his 
ways, made known, or to be made kuown 
unto them, according to their best en- 
deavore," regardless of personal con- 
sequences, 

Tt perhaps seems a little thing fer a 
number of lowly obscure men among 
the hills of England to form a church- 
compact like this. But in this little 
compact, framed in this kingdom of the 


Bible republican principles sinca those 
of primitive times; snd in it they cove- 
nante] to follow Qod’s teachings, 
“whatever it cost them," These words 
deserve to be written in letters of gold 
to encourage all struggling for right, 
and toahsme those who now, when 
dungeons and the stake are things of 
the past, shrink from raising their voic- 
es in defense of suffering, unpopular 
truth. 

Royal proclamations required all 
English subjects to couform to the lit- 
urgy. The Separatists refused. Some 
were banished, more imprisoned, and 
others hung. The prosecutions the Non- 
conformists endured were hitter and 
relentless. The case stood thus; they 
would not, they could not conform, 
and to stay in England was continual 
persecution or death. Hearing that 
free toleration of religious opinion was 
allowed in Molland, after careful delib 
eration they resolved to go there. And 
this was not a slight undertaking. To 
go to Holland meant more thnn a short 
voyage over a narrow sea, lt meant 
partiogs from native country, home and 
friends; a sojourn im a strange land, the 
learniug of a new language, and the 
supporting of their families in ways to 
which they were totally unaccustomed. 

How to get there was s question dif- 
ficult to answer, ‘Their enemies would 
not let them either remain in quiet or 
depart in peace; but closed the ports 
ofthe kingdom a.ainst them. They 
tried to procure a secret passage from 
the country hy the payiug of extraordi- 
mary rates and again and again met 


[in England. 


with disappointment or hetrayal In 
the spring of 1608, a Dutchman agreed 
to take them from a point hetween 
Grimsby and Hull. One boat-load of 
the men was just ahoard, when, a bond 
of soldiers appearing, the captain with au 
oath weighed anchor and sailed away. 
H seemed as though their misfortuues: 
would never end. Yet through all of 
them they never shrank from their 
purpose to secure freedom of conecience 
and a pure worship at whatever cost. 
Consider, for a moment, the anguish 
of these men thus tora by tyranny from 
their helpless wives and children, and 
witness their agony of suspense during 
the dreary days following, while they 
were tossed by a fierce storm on the 
deep. We can almost hear the sohs of 
the women on theshore, mourning for 
husbands then token off, or for their 
little ones who clung about them, 
tremhling at once with fear and with 
old. Follow them thence, driven like

were permitted to lesve England. 
They settled at Leyden under the

They had fled to Holland to enjoy 
that liberty of conscienco and freedom 
in worship that the combined tyranny 
of king and magisterial bisbop forhade 
In this foreign country 
while struggling with poverty , but free 
from persecution, their principles took 
root snew and gained the strength nec- 
esary for their destined transplantment 
to America: in all of which we plainly | 
trace the Divine hand leading to the| 
preservation and establishment of truth 
in these States. 

Heving noticed hriefly the flight of 
the Puritons to Holland, the ceuses 
that let toit, tbe obstacles they met. 
with, and the ohject they had in view, 
let us disecver if wa can, whether there 
be any connection between the deter- 
mination of the progenitors of this re- 


church and stste of which Americans 
now hoaat. 

The Bible is the source of all true 
liberty, For only in proportion to the 
spread of its teachings have soul fettera 
and the power of despots heen hroken. 

When the Puritans therefore, took it 
as their only guide and determined to 
follow its teachings at whatever cost! 
they bad taken a large step towards 
human freedom. Under this fund- 
amental principle they objected to the 
human ceremony of confirmation, to 
saint's days, vestments, etc., as s part 
of religious requirements, heceuse they 
were unauthorized. They instinctive- 
ly felt that as soon as commandments 
of men, in religion, could he added to, 
or substituted for the requirementa of 
the Bihle, there would he neither limit. 
nor end of such impositions, end that 


end they inflicted it. Queen Elizabeth 
and her leading ststesmen saw it; and 
© determined to crush the rising doc- 
trine of popular rights", The *'judici- 
ous Hooker,” honored alike by the 


Church ot England and Romsn Catho-| 


lics to this day, saw it and said, “ Let 
not any one imagine that the hare and 
nsked difference of a few ceremonies 
could either have kindled so much fire, 
or caused it to flame en long, " end that 
while lahoriug for reformation, they 
"had somewhst more than this mark 
whereat to aim". Jamca L, whom 
Sully celled the wisest fool in Europe, 
saw it; and said in reply to tha Puritens 
appeal for church reformation, ‘No 
hishop, no king”, 

To break the power of the priest-craft 
nnd set aside its despotic authority and 
high titles, meant like destruction to 
like despotism and lordly titles in civil 
government, and final freedom from the 
yoke of kings, 

The more closely we examine them, 
the more clesrly we see that tha prinoi- 
ple, which the Puritans held dear are 
those that underlie all liberty whether 
civil or ecclestiastical, Bishop and 
monarch have acknowledged it; histori- 
nns, infidel and Christisn, hostile and 
and friendly, heve reaffirmed it; reason 
esserta it; and time has hut strength- 
ened the general conviction of the great 
truth, thst the Bihle is not only our 
guide to salvation hut the charter of 
our liberties and the pole star of our 
earthly hopes. 


“You are Making Masons,” 


So ssid a grave old D.D. in a sonfers 
ence, recently convened to discuss the 
subject of secretism as relsted to the 
peace of Zion. That some may think 
so we may in charity sdmit, while we 
pity their ignorance on this question. 
This change upon us is the 'Siboleth" 
of Jack-masonry. Some use it heceuse 
they wish it true, some perhaps heceuse 
they think it true, but more by far who 


the Christian faith woud degenamte in- 
to a service of slaves, instead of heing 
as it should be *' a service of sons.” 

A glanco at the mnp of the Christian | 
world shows that, in whatever country, 
as tbé church is, so is the atate. 
Wherever the church oppresses a peo- 
ple with ita numberless man-contrived 
rites and ceremonies, there civil freedom 
is suppressed and despotism holds 
sway. Tor this reason Prussia enjoys 
more freedom than Russia, England 
more than Prussta; while the United 
States is the freest of all nations. 


Uhe Puritans hy opposing innovations 
in religion stroye for a pure church and 
religious liberty. While they were in 
England, king and queen had com- 
manded them to worehip thus and eo. 
They saw that if kings had authority to 
say how they must worship God, that 
there was almost nothing which they 
might not contmand or exact. For if 
any monarch has compulsory nuthority 
over the conscience and soul of man, 
his power over his subjects must he 
absolute and his rule despotic; since 
* whocver has the right to govern men 
for eternity, surely has the right to 
rule them im time.” They percieved 
that the Bible underlies the Christiun 
religion, and that this heing the case 
all the authority for her modes of wor- 
ship must be derived from it. In ita 
sacred pages, however, they found no 
such authority delegated to any earthly 
power. But the bishops, high officers 
in the church, commanded obs?rvance 
of the liturgy. 

Having found that civil power had 
no right to make lawa for the laith and 
order of the church, they next discov- 
ered that bishops clothed with magist- 
erial power, as such, had not a rightful 


sheep from place to place and from) existence, much less such authority. 


magistrate to magistrate, Olsnce over 
the uutold suffering of the Puritans 
from Wickliffe down through two 
centuries and a half, Visit Lollords 
tower and seo the prisoner in tortures, 
pining away in the cold and the dark. 
Stand hy Hooper, slowly burning in his 
flre of grecn fagots; while, in the 
words of the quaint and terrible nnnals, 
"the fat and water end blood” foll 
from the fingers of the hande with 
which he smites hia breast, Then sum

We would not he guilty 
of the unpardonable sin of sinking real 
| manhood into Mnsonry. No never. 

But suppose after all we are making 
Masons, 

Well then we are doing something. 
We are a ceuse to some effect and what 
is the character of the effect? Our ac- 
cusers heing judges, itis gond. Then 
is not the cause good! See whata 
sublime work we are doing! Oo to 

our lexicons and hunt up all the flat- 
tering words and phrases, such es All 
Puissant, Most Excellent, Noble, Orand, 
Sublime, etc, eto., till you have combin- 
ed the good words of all languages; let 
those all unite and do their hest in set- 
ting torth the ne plus ultra of all power, 
goodness, heauty, grandeur, etc., of a 
certsin “order,” celled Freemasons, and 
you have the artiole we are making. 
What a work! Mny we he kept hum- 
hle while doing so grand a business! 
Let us not make too many in a day leat 
we grow proud and he shorn of our 
strength. 

To humble us a little in our sublime 
Success, we may remember, that during 
the ycur 1871, some evil genius greatly 
reduced our glory, by some suhterrane- 
ous avenue to the greet resevoir of these 
sugcrlatives, so that nearly ome four- 
teenth of them leaked out in a single 
year! The Temperance (1) ordere too, 
lost heavily in members the same year. 
Alas] Alas! What can we doi Did 
we not make all the Masons, Sunnies, 
Good-Templars etc., we could? You 
see opposition to good is the way to 


huild it up, Let Masone take the bint 
from us and turn their gune from our 
heeds against the “sublime order” and 
eo help us regain the loss they reported] 
in 1871, then we may have the pleas- 
ure of working side hy side with these 
magnates of all goodness “Let us 
have peece.”

standpoint, Masonic authors agree in| 
proclaiming to the world "that avery| 
good Mason is of necessity truly and 
emphatically a Christian.” When we 
commenced our suhlime work of mak- 
ing Masons, we did not half apprecisto| 
ita magnitude,—making Masons, or 
Christians.— Christians who cannot 
“fall from grsce," Mackey in his Lexi-| 
con of Freemasonry says tho old maxim | 
holda good, **Once a Mason end always 
a Mason" Art, demit, Is this the renson| 
so many of the M. E. clergy who con- 
demn the Calvinistic ides, ‘Once in 
grece always in grace,’ seek the Ma- 
sonic grace in which they accept the 
odious Calvanistic doctrine? If the 
charge “You are making Masons” he 
true and every Mason is a Christien, 
then no man or angel was ever so nohly 
employed as are Anti-masons. 

But let us seriously admit as a lact, 
that there is a class of heings,—csll 
them men if you will—who are impel- 
led to the lodges hy agitating the sub- 
ject of secretiem. Driven hy revenge, 
drewn hy curiosity or by some grovel- 
ling motive, they are doomed to grind 
in the Masonio mill. The quicker they 
goin the sooner some will come out, 
disgusted with their experience in the| 
lodges; while others assimilate to thel 
Masonio level and die in ita fatal fold. 
In a frea and Christian land nothing 
tends more rapidly to the speedy disso- 
lution of en institution then the gath- 
ering in of the baser material at the ex- 
pense of the better element, which is 
suro to run out as the had runs in.

Freemasonry Forty Years Ago. 


A Diseusslou of Freemasonry. 


BY HON. PLINY MERAIOK, OF WOAOES-

Why it has heen, that so many men 
of distinguished attainments, should, in 
different generations, have devoted their 
time and lent their reputation in sup- 
port of speculative Freemasonry, 1 
cannot now comprehend. The sense 
of shame that {they voluntarily suhmit- 
ted to the practices of Masonic ceremo- 
nials, after they had heen found to he 
“ trifles light as air," may have prevail- 
ed with some; othere may perhaps 
have heen unwilling to destroy those 
anticipations, resulting from the mutu- 
al pledges of fraternal assistance which 
is one of the great characteristics of the 
craft, of personal advnntaye in the pros- 
ecution of their schemes of business or 
projects of ambition. Some may have 
felt themselves restrained hy respect 
for the venerated individuals whom 
they have known to have given the 
sanction of their membership to the 
institution, others, influenced hy a long 
ine of examples, may have tacitly 
yielded without a struggle to its vaunt- 
ed pretansions to great antiquity, and to 
alofty character for scienca, henevo- 
lence and morality, It is probnble that 
a still greater clays has entertained a 
vague and undefined, hut gloomy and 
shnddering belief, that the obligations 
of Freemasonry are hinding {upon the 
conscience — that its penalties have 
power over the hody, nndita oeths over 
the soul; and have felt as though it 
would he sacrilege, and known that it 
would he dangerous to break the seal 
of ita profound and cherished myster- 
ies. Whatever may have heen the 
cause, the fact is unquestionable, that 
multitudes have heen suhdued to a 
heavy and lamentable thraldom. A 
wide and almost universal despotism 
has prevailed; and while its dominion 
hea constantly kept in view those appal- 
ling imprecations which every Mason 
has invoked upon his own disregard of 
the "mystic tie,” it is not strange thnta 
corresponding feeling should hnve heen 
infused into many minds, that punish- 
ment for its violation would he sure, 
and ita infliction meritorious. The het-

ter lights of our own times have vastly] 
weakened, aud toa great extent over- 
come, those debasing feelings, hut

tihle ofimprovement. The march of 
mind, like that of time, is onward; and 
it would he as wise in the present gene 
eration to give up tho steam engine and | 
mariners compass, hy which; the ele- 
ments are conquered and oceans trav- 
ersed in safety, for the shore-bound oar 
hoats of the ancients, as to adopt with 
thoughtless and debasing credulity 
their formal and cumbrous institutions,

It is, however, altogether unnecesss| 
say to speak of the age, or the origin,| 
of Speculative Freemasonry. For 
whatever purpose it was contrived, or 
at whatever period its cumhrous for 
malities were imposed on the world, it) 
ought to he enough to insure} its rejec- 
tion, that it posesses neither precept 
nor principles, peculisr to itself, which

Of its sources of agreeable entertsin- 
ment, it ia perhaps almost too trifling 
toapeak, It possesses, indeed, small 
power in this particular. Of the hours 
which are spent when, in its own tech-| 
nical language , the craft are celled from 
labor to refreshment, there is nothing 
peculiarly inviting, unless it may he} 
supposed that the uncommon dullness) 
of the preceding work may have crest-| 
ed an unusunl zest for the excitementa | 
of the Bagon. Socialintercoureo surely 
cennot he more agreeable, iagoa 
the ligature of companionshi p'is an oath 
of fidelity, instead of that cordial sympa- 
thy which springs from common pur 
suits, and kindred feelings, and refined 
sensibilities, ‘Tho pageantry, which 
throws ita attractive drapery around 
the proceedings of a lodge, is as idle, 
as it is fictitious, and its lofty preten- 
tions to grandeur, its gaudy display of 
iank and titles, ought to afford bat little 
satisfaction to the plain simplicity of a 
repnblican people. Quite as little en- 
titled to regard is there in the 
actual occupations of the fraternity in 
their secret sessions, The unvaried 
and unmeaning forms of opening and 
closing the lodge are cold and heart- 
less. Its initiation miagle the mdicn- 
lous with the painful. A half dressed 
novitiate is led round with mock 
solemnity, to exhibit bia grotesque np- 
pearance to those who have gone 
before him, sometimes the object of 
their speculation, hut oftener the sport 
of levity; and a weak and vain and 
hoisterous gratification is oftenextracted 
from the awkward snrprise and misera- 
ble disappointment, which nre, I be 
lieve, uniformly exbihited hy the hlind- 
folded cendidate, when he is brought 
to igh, and discovere the metchlsss 
vanity of the huhble, to which so 
much formidable preparation and pomp 
of ceremony has intreduced him.

But Freemasonry essumes higher 

claims; it arrogates to itself extraordi- 


nary wisdom; and affirms that itis of 
itself a science, and that its secrets and 
inviolable signs have beceme an univor- 
sal languago, To members of the fra- 
ternity, who trevel in our own country 
only, find it difficult to make themselves 
intelligible to their hrothren In ita dif- 
farent parts on account of the variations 
in tbe forms and ceremonies which dif- 
ferent lodges have adopted. And it is 
worthy of remark, that itinerant lec- 
tures have, at different times, been 


|oommussoned by tha soveral grand 


lodges to pass through the country, to 
give such instructions es would enahle 
the fraternity to observo something like 
uniformity in the practico of the rites, 
ceremonies, and secrets of an institution, 
which boasta that it has heen immuta- 
hle for ages. 

All other pretentions that this insti- 
tution is of itself a scionco, or that it is the 
depository of valuablo information, are 
equally a mera gratuitous assumption. 
Indeed if Speculative Freemasonry 
were to perish to-day, and all knowl- 
edge of its forma, rites, and ceromonies, 
proceedings, end secrete, were at onca 
ohlitorated from the memory of man- 
kind, I know of no useful or desirahle 
fact, or doctrine, or theory, which would 
he lost to tha world, lts fables ara far 
less valuable than the ingenious tales 
with which modern literature amuses 
the expanding mind of infancy, and as 
for its science, it is hut a shadow and a 
pretence. The operative mechanic 
never goes to ita instructions or its ar- 
chives for any assistance, The msthe- 
matician would seek there in vain for a 
solution of the prohlems of geometry, 
the science on which it professes to he 
founded, The historian cannot find 
among its idle fictions tho materials for 
the narrative of the mannere and actions 
of men; and the speculstions of philoso- 
phy would ba vain indeed, if they em- 
braced nothing hut the knowledge 
contamed within its barren’ circle, 
Some simple truthe, of which few men 
in any enlightened age can be found ig- 
norant, is the utmost rench of instruc- 
ton, to he deducad from the lectures 
of Masonry. Those lectures, with 
which it has heen the pride of many 
Mosons to incumher the memory, give 
information only of such humble truthe, 
as that the sun rules the day, and the 
moon governs the night; that chalk is 
a convenient substance with which to 
make markson the woll; that ignited 
charcoal creates a frevent heat; and 
earth hringa forth its fruits in due sea- 
son; truths which, long before they are 
unfolded to the Entered Apprentice in 
the lodge, are learned hy lisping child- 
hood from its own observation, How 
idle to suppose, that the royal monarch 
of Israel, whose chief glory wes wisdom, 
could have invented and transmitted to 
posterity a system so poor and harren 
as this] If there were indeed sufficient 
evidence to prove that he did so, the 
veneration which has heen accorded to 
his wisdom would dwindle into con- 
tempt, and his fame would he tarnished 


forever,

A State Lecturer for Hiliuols, 


Editor of the Cynosure: 

I bave thougbtfully, aod I hope 
prayerfully considered the question of. 
duty in regard ta the effort being made 
to arrest the increasiog power of Mason- 
| ic lodges in the country, and have con- 

cluded with others who bave examined 
tha character of tbe iostitution, that 
socially itia an evil; politically it is 
dangerous; and tbat it is a moral io- 
jury to those who are ensnared by it, 
peryerting their conscience, and bostile 
Vo the gospel of Christ, 

Now I propose to aid in enlightening 
ihe pnblie mind concerning the char- 
acter of thisinstitution in any way’ that 
my limited means will permit. 

I aided somewhat in the initiation of| Brethren, we are repeating the ex- 

| periences of twenty-five years ago. 
Tben three hundred thousand slave- 
holders ruled this nation in the interest 

| of slavery. They said to political par- 
ties that thero mut, be no discussion of 
the subject of slavery either in Con- 
gress or out of it, They said practical- 
ly, to our great church organizations, 
tract and missionary eocieties, that they 
must not tolerate free speech, and that 
all sympathy for the slave must bs sup- 
pressed. Now, half a million of Ma- 
eons, with the aid of kindred socletirs, 
rule this oation in the ioterest of these 
societies. The despotism of the slave 
power was not less real and absolute 
than the despotism of the lodue; in 
both instances the demand is tbat the 
truth shall be suppressed, Slavery 
could not have hveil in tbe light of free 
discussion. neither can’ Masonry. To 
enforce this demand Masonry murdered 
Morgan, and alavery murdered Lovejoy. 
The spint of oae is the spirit of the 
other, Slavery used good men as its 
tools. They were its unconseio: 
atrumentsto enforce silence in reference 
io its abominations in the name ofl 
Christian fellowship and brotherly love; 
Masonry docs the same to-day. 
The good men who composed our 
National Council at Oberlin submitted 
to have a high Mason imposed upon| 
them as their only permanent officer; 
and thongh all the state associations of 
the north-west (including the Presby- 
terian and Congregational Conferences 
of Wisconsin) had condemned Masonry, 
yet the business committee of that coun- 

| cil suppressed a resolution on the sub-!

We have heen blest (or the reverse } 
with a visit from Rev, M. R. Whittlesy, 
who by some mysterious inadvertaney 
has received an apprintment as Home 
Missionary Agent for the Congrega- 
tional Churches in Southern Illinois, and 
is visiting the churches of his diocese. 
He came with two other ministerial 
brethern (Rev's Leonard of Normal and 
Belt o! Pekin), to hold with the Congre- 
gational Church in Atlante n * fellow- 
ship meeting,” in order to cheer us in 
our despondency by comforting the 
feeble minded. conlirming the weak of 
faith, turning us to the right path where 
we were found out of the way, and in 
a general way to fsn the dying em- 
hers of the chureh into a brighter glow.

C. did well in plainly and pub- 
licly telling Rev. W, that his long pro- 
test and plea (made while Dea, C, had 
the floor—and was thus kept standing 
awaiting (in meckness) to the end of his 
homily,) did not weigh a feather in his 
mind, as it overlooked the esssential 
question whether sin and selfishness 
and injustice and folly was eovered, or:

The fnunder of the English Consti- 
tution, and the framer of its first code 
of laws, was annomted king by the 
pretended vicegerent of Obrist, He 
translated the Book of Plsams into 
English; and (Hume, even, relates it 
without a sneer) spent one third of his 
time in study and devotion, Alfredthe 
Great was a Christian, and founded a 
Christian state, 

Blackstone, who, one hundred and 
thirteen years ago (1758) expounded 
in Oxford the system inherited from 
Alfred, is to-day resd by more Ameri- 
cans then Englishmen. His Commen- 
iaries is the first book whioh is put 
into the hands of students of law, who 
are told by American judges tbat “The 
man who understands Blackstone is a 
good lawyer.” 

This great writer, eight centuries 
and a half after Alfred, found the Eng 
lish system polished and perfected by 
progress.

This piece of history explains our 
Constitutional status, 

Priests and atheists excluded the 
Bible from our Constitution Priests

government; aud for what?! Not that 
they expect governmonts to stsnd de- 
nudad of ideas of God and religion.

Mr. Palfrey, (a Unitarian) says, in 
hia excellent history. *'the Puritsn 
was a Scripturist,” He searched the 
Bible not only for principles and rules, 
but for mandatas,—and when he could 
find none of these, for analogies, to 
guide him in precise arrangements of 
public administration,” (Pal, His, N. 
| Eng., I. 274-6.) 

And we learn from tha same author 
thst the one grand object of the Puri- 
tans, as given by their owa Winthrop, 
was, '"'Througb a more than ordinary 
approbation of the churches of Christ, 
to seek out a place of co-habitation and 
consortship, uader a due form of gov- 
ernment, both civil and ecclesiastical.” 
(Pal, I. 313.) And their first, or May- 
flower Constitution, which Bancroft 
and others have made familiar, declares 
their grand geuerio purpose iu that in- 
strument and their action under it to be 
— “The glory rf God and the advance. 
ment of the Christian faith.” 

Now there are two religious papers, 
which profess to be the lineal descen 
anis and present exponents of New 
England Puritanism, and another, the 
New York Independent, which onee 
professed the same. Of these, the 
Chicago paper has advocated excluding 
the Bihle from the schools; and the other 
two resist the attempt to recognize it 
in our Constitution. — It is not for ua 
to explain this phenomenon, hut, if, 
refutshle to refute their arguments.

4. To provide a National text-hook 
eontaining a brief exposition of tho 
principles of eivil government, the. Con- 
stitution of the Uuited States, a com- 
mentary tbereon explaining the rela- 
tions of the Federal nud State govern- 
ments; also, the relations of the eivil 
and ecclesiastical authorities, with sueh 
other instructions as may be necessary 
to enable the citizen to perform, in an 
intelligent maaner, the responsible du- 
ties pertaining to tbe high prerogative 
of American citizenship. 

5. To enacta law requiring said text- 
book to be used in ell our schools and 
institutions of learning, both public and 
private, and to make education com- 
pulsory.

The Martyrdom of Hooper. 

It is the old town of Gloucester. 
There is a hishop's palace in tbe town, 
in wbich for many years a holy man 
bss lived; preaching lovingly the truth 
of Cbrist, doing quietly and constantly 
Chrisüy deeds, binding to himself all 
hearts by the strong bonds of Christian 
love. But now, at the time of which 
I write, the pslace is empty of its good 
hishop; the holy man is a prisoser in 
the sheriff's keeping. 

These are dark days for Eugland. 
Bloody Mery isonthe throne. Every- 
where throughout the kingdom the 
headsman's axe is flashing down upon 
the necks of men and women stretched 
across the hlock, and the flames are 
wrapping others round in their fierce 
and deathly shroud. For the truth of 
God is hetter loved in Englead thau the 
pleasure of the queen or life. And she, 
poor woman, imagines herself doing 
God service in haggling her subjects to 
pieces and in burning them at the stake 
because they cannot—and for the life 
of their souls dare not—think about the 
Pope of Rome as sbe does, So the 
knife and the fire go on cutting und 
buruing, and Queen Mary helievea her- 
self to be but the higger saint, the more 
she cuts and burns her people. 


Now this good bishop here in Glouces. 
ter loves Christ, but not the pope. He, 
in his soul, helieves that the pope is 
anti-Chnst; and like the true, hrave 
man he is, has said so, Thus it comes 
to pass that on this night he is a. pris- 
oner guarded hy the sheriff, ratber than 
a free and honored hishop in his own 
palace, He has been carried up to 
Loudon to be tried. Tnere tbey haye 
found him guilty of heresy, Queen 
Mary has signed his death-warrant. 
He has been ordered hack to Glouces- 
ter, that bis executiou, under the shad- 
ow of his home and in the presence of| 
his fellow citizens, may properly affect 
them, both witb the guilt of heresy 
and the awful danger of it. So the 
hishop goes to -leep in the strength of 
faitb, and cheerful with the serenity of 
a quiet conscience. He sleeps soundly 
until the early morning, and tben, ris- 
ing, passes the loursin solitary prayer. 
In the course of the day, young Sir 
Anthony Kiigston, one of tne commis. 
sioners appointed to superintend the 
exccution, expresses a wish to see him, 
Thia Kingston is an old acquaintance, 
the hishop having heen the meuns of 
bringing him out of evil ways. Ie en- 
ters the room unannounced, Tho 
hishop is on his knees, asd, looking 
round at tle intruder, docs not at frst 
know him, Kingston tella his name, 


and then, hursting into tears, exclaims: 
“Oh, consider! Life is sweet and death 
ts hitter, therefor., seeing hfe may be 
had, desire to live, for life hereafter 
may do good." But the bishop an- 
swers, “I thank you for your counsel, 
yet it is not so friendly as I rould have 
wisbed it to be, True it ie, alas! Mas- 
ter Kingston, tbat death is bitter and 
life is sweet; therefore I have settled 
myself, through the strength of God's 
Holy Spirit, patiently to pass through 
tbe fire prepared for ms, desiring you 
and others to commend me to God's 
mercy in your prayers" "Well, my 
lord," says Kingston, "then there is no 
remedy, and I will tske my leave." 
So tbey part, the teors on both their 
faces. So that day wears on,and then 
another night, and then the bishop is 
led forth to his exe-ution, The morn- 
ing is wet and windy: the scene of the 
execution is an open space opposite the 
college, nesra large elm tree, where 
the bishop has heen sccustomed to 
preach. ‘Thousands aro gathered round; 
some bave olimbed the tree and are | 
seated in tbe storm aad rsin among the 
leafless branches. Acompaty of priests 
are in tbe room over the college gates, 
looking out “with pity or rntisfaetion, as 
God or the devil isin their hearts." The 
bishop has suffered in his prison, from 
sciatica, nnd is lame; but be limps 
cheerfully aloog with a stick, and «miles 
when he sees the stake. He kneels 
praying at the foot ot it, As he begins 
to pray, a hox is brought and placed 
on a stool before hia eyes. There in 
that box is his psrdoo, they tell him, if 
be will only recant, “Away with it] 
away with it!" the hishop cries; that is 
his only nnswer. ''Despatcb him then," 

the authorities reply, *seerog tbere is 
no remedy.” They uodres him to 
bis shirt, put gunpowder hetween his 
legs and under his arms, fasten him to 

the stske with an iron hand, and ar-f 
range the fayyote round bim, the bish- 

op helping them with his own hand, 

But the wood is green and will only 

scorch, not hurm. A violent fisme 
paralyzes the nerves at once; a slow 
freis torture. ‘They throw more fag- 

gots on and light them, The flames 

mount up, snd singe and scorch the 

martyr's face, but sink again—the hot, 
damp sticks smoulderiug around his 
legs. “For God's sske, good people, 
let me have more fire,” he cries out, A 
third time they give him flame. This 
time tbe powder is exploded; but it 
does not destroy him, there is not 
enough of it, or it has been badly plac- 
ed. ‘Lord Jesus bave mercy on me. 

Lord Jesus receive my spirit’ he cries. 
These are his last words, hut he moves, 

heating bis breasts with his bands for| 
along time. It takes three quarters 
of un hour to fush him, but st last 
Bishop Hooper of Gloueester, dies. 


Such, as I have gathered it from Mr. 
Froude, is the etory of the heroic hish- 
op's martyrdom. Itis well for us to 
remember that it is by such tortured 
hearts and hands as these that our 
precious heritage of religious liberty 
has heen delivered tous, Let us be 
wisely watchful lest the hloody popish 
spirit gain the upper hand again, 
Where that is severeiga, religious lib- 
erty mus} die.—Baptist Weekly.

halls of reception,—idols everywhere; 
idols of stone and wood, and earthen- 
ware, and chinaware, and copper, and 
clay—which are by far the most com- 
mon —and idols painted on paper; idols 
laughiug; idola angry; idols weeping; 
idols old and idols young; idols of the) 
rich and idola of the poor; idols for all 
trades and professions. and for all con-| 
ditions and circumstances of life; gods 
of the hills, and fields, and streams,and 
ocean, and winds, and rain. Some) 
worship the'wide heaven; some the sun, 
moon, «nd stars; some the gods author- 
ized by the state. Others think these 
ofso high rank that they fear they 
may not secure their attention, so ap 
peal to a host of inferior deities, —gods 
of atone, and trees, and wells, and men, 
asd heasts, and hirds, and ants, and 
worms, You would think the great 
business of the Chinese was to worship, 
the shrines of the idols take up so much 
100m; they are so gaudy with flowers, 
natural and artiticial, and bright colors 
and gilt paper, with a display of fruits 
nnd burning tapers and incense, And 
then there are so many birthdays of 
the gods celebrated with slpwa, and 
theaters, nnd processions, including 
such an expenditurs of money and 
time, that one becomes quite bewild- 
ered in thinking abont it, — Missionary 
Visitor. 


Bors ar Paasn.—One of the great- 
est mistakes tbat boys of the Sunday- 
school make is, that they have nothing 
to do with public prayer.

It is not, however, to be forgotten, that 
its charities are mostly of a narrow and 
selfish character; and that its pays lit- 
tle regard to that hroad-rule of Christian 
henevolence which finds a neighhor in 
every victim of sorrow snd distress. 
"Tbere are, besides, difficulties in the 
very organization and construction of 
this institution, which must necessarily 
greatly curtsil its means of charitable 
assistance, It collects certainly great 
fuods by means of its fees for initiation; 
hut it has great expenses too, It must 
have its own appropriate temples; its 
decorations must be gorgeous, to cor- 
respond with the high sounding titles 
of its dignitaries. Charity vaunteth 
notitself; but Masonry is everywhere 
puffed up. If its theory is right, its 
complicated organization, its schemes of 
grandeur, and its occasions of display, 
disarm it of its means; and accordingly, 
it has been the experience, I believe, 
of all our lodges, tbat the donations for 
henevolent purposes have been extreme- 
ly limited, Go where we may, totbe 
city or the village, and examine the 
records of the treasury, and far less 
will he found to have been contrihuted 
to suffering humanity from its resourc- 
es, than from the humble and unpre- 
tending associations of Samaritans hy 
its side. This is an evil necessarily re- 
sulting from the institutionitself The 
funds which are gathered, as it atfects, 
for the sacred pnrposes of charity, it 
compels its members to waste in idle 
decoration and profitless hauhles. The 
jewels which glitter on the bosoms of 
its priests, and the diadem which spark- 
les on the brow of its kings, are ab- 
stracted by its very organization from 
the treasury of the poor; but they are 
far from inspiring apostolic disinterest- 
edness in the one, or of inducing royal 
munificence in the other, Whenever 
Freemasonry is thoroughly known and 
eandidly considered, it will uever he 
pronounced a useful, philanthropic or 
charitable institution. 

MORALITY. 

Freemasoury also claims to 'be the 
handmaid of virtue; hut tt is a claim 
which its intrinsic merits cannot sustain, 
Of instructions in morality, it may he 
safely affirmed, that its books and lec- 
tures and secrets afford hut a poor and 
scanty supply. Those books, indeed, 
which are published by autbority of 
the lodges, as an exposition of its ex- 
ternal characteristics. contain many val- 
uable observations, though not so re- 
markable as ever to have attracted or 
deserved very bigh praise; and its lec- 
tures, preserved heretofore, as ia sup- 
posed, hy tradition, occasionally indi- 
catea moral. But miserable, indeed 
would he the condition of mankind, if 
their hopes of moral improvement, and 
their immortal desires of goodness, 
were supplied only with the light which 
gleams with the faint beams of Specu- 
lative Freemasonry, Mingled with its 
mass of unmeaning form and unprofit- 
ahlo ceremony, a few scattered passa- 
ges selected from the Scriptures, and a 
few good thoughts collected chiefly 
from other writers, are occasionally pre- 
sented; but in the rubhish of its own 
peculiar characteristics, they are little 
hotter than the talent, which was wrap- 
ped in a napkin and hidden in the 
earth, 

But it is no longer to he disguised or 
concealed, that this show of morality is 


but the * banner on its outward wall,” 
It has other and decided peculiarities 

which prove itis not a moral stitu- 
tion; and which leave it an object of 
donbt and dresd—if not of detestation. 
It assumes, in the midst of society, and 
in the face of government, to impose 
oaths snd obligations, which binds its 
members to feelings usrrow, selfish and 
exclusive; more than that—which hind 
them to that at which pittriotism ougbt 
to shudder, and integrity start back 
absshed, 

When it is considered, tbat this in- 
stitution, of ifs own power, assumes to 
administer oaths which are to be bind 
ing, above all other obligations; that 
tbose oaths, administered to every man 
who becomes s member, nre filled with 
the most awful and appalling penalties; 
thst under those penalties the members| 
sre required and hound to ‘ conform 
to ali the hy-laws, rules and regulations 
of the lodge,” without any exception in 
favor of the laws of the land; to “keep 
the secrets of a brother inviolable;" to 
espouse the cause of n companion so 
far as to extricate him from difficulty, 
whether mght or wrongj' to refrain 
from the disclosure of his crim: s, what- 
over they way he, and to extricate him 
fromevery difficulty,though he he a‘mur- 
derer anda traitar; and to warn him 
of, and defend him ugniust every daoger 
—whenever all these thiugs are con- 
sidered, it is vain, and worse than vain, 

| to say that Freemmsonry is a moral in- 
stitution, I[tstrikes st the root of ev 
erything thst is good; it breaks up the 
grent cause of country, ahd prostrates 
the still greater causo of virtue, Ithids 
its members to unite in tbe defense of 
flagraat crime; and to forbear from ex- 
posing to violated law, and injured hu- 
manity, thejfelon or the traitor, if they 
too are hut of the fellowship of the craft, 
Surely its pretentions to virtue, and its

ODLIGATIONS, 

Ispeak only of the institution and 
its principles, and not of the members 
of tbe Masonio fraternity. Wicked as 
such osths are, nnd corrupting as they 
must he, it is cause of most grateful re- 
flection to believe, that they bave not 
frequestly, in cases of flagrant criminal- 
ity heen observed. There has heen a 
practical disregard of them every where 
within the circle of my own ohserva- 
tion; and I have never known a cul- 
prit escape, orfa felon saved, because 
he has given or taken the grip of n Ma 
son, But in rendcring this justice to 
its members, I make no concession to 
Freemasonry, Its requirements are as 
positive, asits laws are arbitrary and 
its requirements cruel, The savage 
warriors of the dark ages, whose hrutal 
violence may have been looked hack to 
as a fit example for the formation of 
this institution, might have deemed it 
a virtua, to lave followed 
lous exactness such requi 
demanded of the craft; but they only 
could hear such feelings in the hosom, 
whoso minds were ignorant, and whose 
Moral sense was never informed; or 
whose understandings were betrayed by 
frenzy and madness. Instances of ex- 
traordinary perversion of the intellect, 
and of ruinous infatuation wrought by 
the awful impiecations of Masonic 
oaths, have undoubtedly occurred. To 
this cause is to be referred the abduc- 
tion and the immolation of William 
Morgan.  Thut that man was torn 
from his family and from society, and 
was finally sacrificed by infuriated an 
desperate members of the frateruity, 
can no longer he made a question. The 
evidence ie full—complete—irresistable. 
To nothing else can he referred that 
horrid slaughter, hut the baleful influ 
euce of Masonic obligations. 

You perceive, gentlemen, that I have 
spoken with great freedom of the in- 
stitution of Freemasonry. I have de- 
nied the pretensions to esteem which 
it assumes, and denounced it as unwor- 
thy of heing permitted to remain nsa 
rock of offence among us. And yon 
must have noticed, that in doing so, 1 
have adverted to topics, which could 
have heen discussed only after the se- 
eret recesses of the institution had heen 
laid bare, That has already heen fully 


lieve that, ifit he not as exalted and 
virtuous as it pretends, it is at least 
harmiess and innocent, I can find con- 
solation only in the hope, that 1 may he 
the humble instrument of attracting 
some portion of the public attentiou to 
the great cause, which l trast will pros- 
per till the final overthrow ond the 
utter extinction of Freemasonry shall 
he sccomplished. I come forward In 
no spirit of hostility towards any (f| 
the members of the fraternity. l revere 
the venersble men whose names are 
recorded on its rolls. ‘There are those 
also, in the circle of my own sequaint- 
ance, now members of this institution, 
towards whom I have cberished, and 
still cherish, no other hut sentiments 
of reepect, and feelings of affection. 
Whatever may be the emotions of their 
minds. no animosity or ill will exists in 


mine; and I ssk only, that if our com- 
munion has ever hitherto heeu grateful, 
they will do me the justice to helieve, 
that I now speak with a sincerity, cer- 
tainly equal, and with a degree of re- 
flection and meditation far grea'er, thon 
laver spoke to them hefore, Let them 
unite with us; and let the people be all 
awakened to a sense of the necessity 
of exertions for the removal of an evil, 
hitherto little suspected, but which 
may in the end become an engine of 


destruction. 
itis vain and idle to expect that an 


institution which has apread itself abroad 
into many lande, whose ramifications 
have reached the heart of almost every 
country, is to he extinguished without 
many efforts.

No religious | 
body was ever cured of great sins with- | 
out being disturbed if not divided, 
Division nenrly always ensues because 
tbere is nearly alwayaan element which | 
willsooner separate from the church and) 
fiom God tban from the * GENER, 
tbug.” Like Esau, they are ready to. 
scll their eternal birlbright fr a mess 
of pottage; like Ephraim they are "join- 
ed to idols.” 

One fact should be noted and remem- 
bered. Those who make tbe objection 
ahove quoted are the very men, iu most 
cases, who preler the lodge to the 
church, and would in every case if put 
to the test, leave the ehurch for the 
lodge. They will boldly proclaim the 
lodge to be better than the church, 
and prove their faith by their works, 
Yet when God prompts some Josiah or 
Elijah to seek the reformation of Zion 
hy exposing her eins, these grief-strick- 
en souls aro the very first to raise the 
lamentatüon " You are disturhing tho 
peace of Zion, — creating divisiona in 
the churches, etc." If the lodge is} 
better tban the church, then let the} 
ehurch give place io the lodge,—ihe 
poorer to the beticr institution, —tbe 
institution of Christ to that of men. 
In our other article, headed, ** You are 
mahiug Masons,' we are credited with 
a aublime work, replenishing the lodges, 
und of course inspiring men to the 
work of creating mew ones—herc we 
are getting the churches out of the 
way by destroying them.

THE AMERICAN MOVEMENT. 


‘The Pnritan College.

‘The varly settlers of America toiled) 
long and manfully to make their homes) 
ins land where they hoped to enjoy 
something of peace and freedom. Stern} 
hardships met them fice to face. Bat 
their courage rose with danger, and 
their power of endurance seemed un- 
limited Everything was new; every 
thing was ʻo be done; and the supply- 
ing of their ilaily wants heavily taxed 
their energies. But these sturdy men, 
blessed with clear iutellects, sound] 
judgments aud true hearts, “under. | 
stood what were the necessary founda. | 
tona fn the permaneut well bemg of a| 
commonwealth,” They felt the truth] 
of tbose Scripture words, “ Wisdom is 
the principal thing; therefore get, wis- 
dom: and with all thy getting, get un- 
derstanding.” 

The infant colonies, half hid among 
the mountaine and hills of the new 
world, with their urgont wants but half 
supplied, talked of a College. 

Boston was a town ol hut six years 
shen the General Court appropriated a 
sum equal to one thousand dollars for 
the founding of a College, andin the 
following year directed thatit be estab- 
lished n Newtowne. Two years later, 
in 1638, Rev. John Harvard of Charles 
ton gave for the henefit of this institu- 
tion, the then large sum of about three 
thousand dollars. he name of Har- 
vard was given to the college in honor 
of the donor, while the name of. New- 
lowne was chnnged to Cambridge, in 
memory of the place in England where 
many of the settiers of Massachusetts 
had received their education. In found. 


| ing this institution, it was the desire of 


its patrons to provide not only for in- 
tellectual culture, but also for the care- 
ful training of the hearts and morals of 
of the youth imtrusted to its care, | 
While they were desirous that ‘learn. 
ing might not be buried in tbe grave of 
their fathers,” they were also desirous 
of forming u learned and sound minis- 
try. Though the powers of England 
stood in attitude to strike," nnd though 
war wit the natives seemed unavoida- 
ble, while the affairs of their own gov- 
ernment were unsi ttled; still our fore- 
fathers, looking down through and be- 
yond this darkness, strove to provide 
for the future necessities of their 
church and state, 

As coon as Harvard's hequest was 
made known, Nathantel Eaton was 
placed nt the head of tho College, Be- 
ing unreasonably severe in hus disci- 
pline of the studeuts, he was soon de. 
posed, and tho Rev. Henry Dunster, a 
Non-conformist minister, but receotly 
from England, took the presidential 
chair. The studies of the College 
course, consisted of Latin, Greek, Phys- 
ics, Logic, Geometry, Anthinetic, Ie- 
brew, Chaldee, Syriac and Divinity. 

‘The first Oommencement of Harvard 


College was held in the year 1642, 
The grnduating olass of nine young men 


struction for four years, And having 
" performed their acts so as gave good 
proof of their proficiency in the tongues 
and arts," they were admitted to the 
frat Academical Degree, 

Were we permitted to look back 
through more than two hundred years, 
to that eventful day, we might be sur- 
prised as we marked the degree of en- 
thusiasm for this first Commencement 
of that College just struggling into ex- 
istence, Note that father's eye beaming 
with pride as hs beholde his son about 
eutering the society of the world, and 
now doing honor to hia father, his 
country, and his God, While mother's 
heart swells with joy; and as the man- 
ly form moves to and fro, an offering of 
sincere gratitude is raised to the watch- 
ful One above, who had mercifully pre- 
served her boy amid the toils and dan- 
gers of his daily life, and granted him 
privileges common to n more enlight- 
ened land, 

We of the present age, reveling in 
daily comforts nnd luxuries; breathing 
the free air of a free country, while 
institutions of learuing are springing 
up on every band, cnnnot know the 
feelings of those early colonists, longing 
for hberty of speech, and liberty of 
conscience. Let us not contemn their 
honest joy, as these gleams of intellec- 
tual light flash through their pioueer 
darkness. 


on mock their useful toil, 

Thor howely joys and destiny obscure; 

Nor grandeur hear with a disdainful

Uuder the guidance of President 
Dunster, the prospects of the College 
brightened, and the institution soon. 
gained so high n reputation that youths 
of “opulent families” of England were 
sent to this country to complete their 
education. 

Harvard was hecoming a power in 
the land, its principles of purity and 
truth instilled into the minds of its 
pupils laid a foundation upon which to 
build a ''virtuous, intelligent and 
prosperous society,” 

The General Court gave order in 1642 
that the college officers should have, 
? from time to time, full power and au 
thority to make and establish all such 
ordinances, statutes and constitutions 
us they shall eee necessary for the in- 
structing, guiding and furthering of the 
said College, and the several members 
thereof from time to time in piety, moral- 
ity and learning." ^ Although the 
court atood ready to assist in the en- 
forcement of all rules for the benefit of 
the students both in piety and morals 
the peopla did not rest satisfied. 


The main object of tha College waal. 
| settled or the people beconie pood sub- 


the establishment of a ministry, whose 
principles should be Ood’s principles. 
Principles which every Christian could 
willingly and cheerfully defend, carry- 
ing with them no feelings of eompul- 
sion other than those which evory ac- 
tive conscience would prompt ina beart 
bought with the blood of the Lamb. 
Their ecclesiastical system was vague 
and defective, and while the people 
guarded the College with n jealous care, 
tbey also saw the need of supplying 
some of those deficiencies. Accordingly 
a‘synod” composed of the "elders 
and messengers,” of the different 
churches of the several colonies, was 
invited to meet at Cambridge, Sept 1st, 
1646, Here they were to ?' discuss, 
dispute nnd clear up by the word of 
God, such questions of church govern- 
ment and discipline as they should 
think needful nud meet.” 

The last and important session of 
this synod was held ai Cambridge in 
August, 1648, when by a unanimoun 
vote it approved the '' Confession of| 
Faith of the Westminster divines, except 
those portions which favored the Preshy- 
teriaa disciple," The new plan of 
government was termed ? A Platform 
of church discipline gathered out of 
the word of Gud, to be pre- 
sented to the churches nad General 
Court for their consideration and ac- 
ceptance in the Lord,” it acknowl- 
edged the right of an oceasional "ey. 
nod" to give advice or admonition, ‘but 
not to exerciso ohurch censure in any 
way of discipline nor any other act of 
church authority or jurisdiction.” 

In its twelfth year, the College waa 
made a corporation by tbe General 
Court. President Dunster still contin- 
ued in his position, having been at the 


head of this institution for ten years, 
Though loved and honored by hia atu- 
dente, we find the General Court four 
years later commending '' the College 
to the special care and pious considera- 
tion ol its officers and the sclectmen of 
the several towns;” desiring that they 
might not permit any to continue in 
office or to teach in the college who 
were “unsound in the faith,” Oiving 
as a reason, " forasmuch as it greatly 
concerns the welfare of the country that 
the youth thereof be educated not only 
im good literature hut sound doctrine.” 

President Dunster scems to have 
copsidored tbis a shot armed at himself, 
and in a few weeks sent in his resigna 
tion, which was accepted hy the court. 
His life every one knew to he noble and 
pure, The particulars wherein Jay his 
unsoundness was not speeified, But 
his entertaining of Baptist seutiments ia 
believed to he the cause of their desir- 
ing hia removal. When it wus made 
known that he held the views of this 
new sect, it occasioned great excite. 
mentin regard to hia position in the 
eollege. 

Mr. Cbarles Chauncy was chosen as 
his successer, He was in point of 
learning well fitted for the place; his 
religious viewa were much the ssme as 
Dunster's, hut thia was regarded with 
legs displeasure by the government, as 
it would tend to shield them from the 
charge of intolerance brought against 
them for their previous actions. How- 
ever they required that he * would 
forbear to disseminate or publish any- 
thing on the tenets." 

During the term of Chauncy's pres- 
idency tbe College had its days of sun- 
shine and its nights of darkness, But 
the hand of Providence was with them 
lending them slowly onwnrd and up.| 
ward. In theaueceeding year men of 
honor left its walle, armed with liheral 
principles. there developed, who were 
strong supports to their country in times 
of greatest need. 

Englaud felt the strength of this m- 
stitution when grappling haad to hand 
for the mastery of those colonies. And 
this feeling was acknowledged by Cran- 
field, royal governor and spy, in a let- 
ter to the ?' Lorda of the committee," 
Juno 19th, 1683; when he said: 
*'Among other things, 1 have observed 
that there can he no greater evil attend- 
ing His Majesty's affairs, tban those 
pernicious and rebellious principles: 
which flow from their College at Cam- 
bridgs, which they call their university ; 
from whence all the towne, both in this 
and other colonies are supplied with 
factious and seditious preachers 
This country can never be well 


jects till the preachers he reformed and 
that College suppressed.” Again in 
October of the same year he wnitea, 
aasuriog the committee that “the peo 
ple of New England would never 
cease to give trouble to the government. 
at home till the College at Cambridge 
was extirpated; for from thence. those| 
halfwitted philosophers turn either| 
atheists or seditious preachers.” Still 
the College weighed heavily on the 
mind of Cranfield, and he again gave 
vent to his feelings, hy writing to the 
governor of the Connecticut and Ply- 
mouth colonies, '' A true reformation 
cannot he expected as long as the uni- 
versity here, (called Cambridge) sends 
forth such rebellious trurapeters." 

The friends of England sow tbe 
principles of the American Movement 
steadily advaucing. Slowly hut surely 
the colonies were slipping from Eng- 
land's hold, Filled with rage and dis- 
appointment, they struggled to tighten 
their grasp; hut the fires of liherty 
were fnirly burning; to exnnguish 
them was not iu their power. 

Force never yet did or can suppress 
reason. But the ancient enchanter 
Balaam when ho could not curse God's 
chosen people, seduced tbein; and the 
American College bas not escaped 
wholly unscathed from a like attempt. 
But the Americun system has survived 
and let us hope may yet triumph over 
the devices and machinations of those 
pompous nnd persecuting powers from 
which our forelatliers fed. The Puri- 
tan College, born of the Bible, must 
stand or fall with it. And since our 
national conaütution has just triumphed 
over the joint assault of the despots 
of tbe old world, confederate with the 


slave-holders of the new, let us hope by 
a wise return to the soundness and 
simplicity of our fathers, the American 
College may become what the Puritan 
College was, a fountain of sound doo- 
trine and a treasure-house of popular 
rights. So that as Hesperus leads the 
starry host anıl ushors in the dawn, so 
the American College may be tho 
morning star of tlie day dawn of Chriet- 
Tan civilization which is sure to open on 
the world.

It knows that the movers for 
the insertion in our National Preamble 
of a clause declaring ours to he a 
“Christian and not a heathen govern- 
ment,” unanimoualy disavow all ideas of 
enforcing religion, aud that the Preshy- 
terian “ Book,” which they certainly 
reverence enough and obey enough, 
declares: "We are unanimously of 
opinion that God alona is Lord of the 
conscience, and hath left it free from 
the doctrines and commandments of 
men." {n the face of such a declara- 
tion, for the Zndenendent to tellits read- 
ers that Dr. MeCosh, of Princeton 
college, and Dr, A, A. Miner (Univer- 
snlist), President of Tufft's College, and 
indeed the whole body ot "United" 
and ** Assembly” Presbyterians, whose 
representsüve men are moving to 
Christianize the Constitution, and who 
together hold and put lorth the above 
explicit declsration against enforced 
religion, —I say for the Zndependent to 
speak of those 28 persons who believe 
it lawful to use force m propagating 
Christianity,” puts its veracity about on 
a level with thut of the Kansas Senator 
York, who swore hefore the Comniittve 
that he betrayed Pomeroy, and lied to 
him to accomplish that betrayal.

Bostox, Mass., March 2nd, 1873, 
Editor of the Cynosure: 

Tbe "ancient and bonorable" trans- 
actions of the Credit Mobiler Ring, has 
been the chief topic of conversntion of 
late. It is surprising tofind how many 
men there are in Massnchusetts who can 
aec, or affect to see, no harm in auch 
transactions. This confirms us in the 
impression that is entertsined by come 
that we need a reyalution here in lhe 
North, as radical as that which has ta- 
ken place in the South, in order to re- 
store society to n healthy moral tone. 
The great overshadowing evil of slavery 
has concealed the other moral evils of 
the country; hut now that slavery has 
heen removed, these other evils are seen 
the more distinctly. 

Chief of these evils is the growing 
spirit of aecret association, — Exuholden- 
ed hy secrecy, by numbers, and hy a 
long c»urse of impunity „this spirit now 
attempts to outface all opposition, aad | 
override the clearest and most firmly 
established moral principles, this is an 
incvitable consequence where the lodge 
tcaches that the practices of Masonry 
are ancient, honorable, and moral. 
This obtundity of certain New Englund 
men to clear conception of moral truth 
docs not arise from the teachings of the 
Puritanical eburch; it comes from an m- 
fusioninto that church of Masonie ideas.

JUDGE WHITNEY AND MASONRY, 


“Defense of Judge Daniel H. Whitney, Worshipful Master 
of Belvidere Lodge, No. 60, before the Grand Lodge of Illin- 
ois, October, 1851, on charge of un-Masonic conduct in 
bringing Samuel L. Keith, tie murderer of Ellen Slade, and 
^ member of his Lodge, to justice; with Judge Whitney's 
subsequent renimcintiou of Masonry,” is the title of a pam ph- 
let of thirty puges, in double columns, reprinted at the ollice. 
of the Camtsriay Ci xosuge, in Chicago, from a copy published 
at Kenosha, Wisconsin, in 1852, 

"This tract is » summnry of that pamphlet and re- 
fers to to the original for conlirmution. ‘The defense at first 
appeared inthe American Baptist, of Utica, New York. The 
facts come from the institution of Masonry itself, dmwn ont 
by a erent public excitement, frem sach persons ns were most 
unwilling to have them mude publie. — 1t involves the names 
of men now living, among them Hon. S. A. Hurlbut, reeently 
elected to Congress from the Belvidere District 

Ellen Slade was a benutiful, orphan, lish girl, who 
went 10 reside in the family of Samuel L. Keith's father at the 
age of fourteen or fwen, and remained there two or three 
years. hree months before her denth it was rumored that 
she was in trouble, and that S. L Keith, a Master Mason, wns] 
the anthor of her ruin, He took her to Dr. Woodward, who 
prorured aa uhortion, which prodmecd her denth.

Beginning of the Religious Life. 


We all know it is no easy matter, in 
some instinees to determine with cer- 
tainty the real source, or sources, of a 
river. In the case of most of the great 
rivers, the sources are not easily reached 
—they are far off and high up; huu- 
dreds or thousands of miles must be 
trodden by the adventurous traveler 
before he comes even into the region 
where they may be found. And when 
he is there, etaniling by the very era- 
dle of the waters, he finds, it may be, 
several streams from difereut hillsides, 
each having some claim to the honor of 
being the head: and when he, at 
length, assigns the honor to some one 
—if he does not give it equally to sev. 
eral—he does this on no inevitable prin- 
ciple of law for the case, but from taste, 
from peraonal opioion, or in a quite 
arbitrary manner. Or he finds that ho 
zan trace the river back to some ono 
hillside or “mossy bed" out of which 
however, a good many “new born 
riis" come trickling, So that while 
the whole earthly source of the river 
may be said, in one way, to lie qute 
open to view, yet no human power can 
tell, exactly, where the flow begins. 
Or, again, he finds thst the river iss 
at once and in a considerable fountain, 
from the bosom of the earth. ‘Here 
atleast can be no uncertainty." ‘Yet 
even here an intelligont traveller has to 
thing, tbat no water comes out of the 
earth that did not go into t. His im 
agination therefore starts on a subterra- 
nean journey, following the hendings 
of the stream, and comes out to the 
light once more perhaps in à muss, or 
mountain hollow, or amid the mists 
and showers of mountaintops. In fact, 
it does come to this, most literally and 
simply, that every river begins in the 
Herein is a parable for behoof of 
those who are apt to he over-wise, or 
over-curious, or over anxious, ahout the 
real beginning of religious life in the 
individual. Whst if we are not able 
to find it? What ifit lies deep down, 
or far back, within the circle of tbat 
mystery which will be found to envelop 
all vital beginninga? Are we the 
worse for not knowing whst God never 
mesnt us to ksow?f — for not seeing 
what only Omoiscience ean destroy! 
Jeremiah was ‘sanctified before he 
came forth outof the womb,"—his re- 
limon implicitly, began bofore his life, 
Timothy had “faith” which "dwelt 
firat in his grandmother," and then ‘“n 
his mother.” Paul was converted on 
the way to Damascus, we may say, al- 
mostin a moment, But who can tell 
how many preparalory things had led 
up to that wonderful change—his relig- 
ious educstion and his incorruptible 
conscience among them? flow into each 
individual being from the first, and we 
never can be sure that we stand. at the 
ultimate springs, Religion in the soul, 
like water iu the river, comes origioally 
out of tho air, *'Eyery good gilt, and 
every perfect gift, cometh down from 
above’.’—Suaday Magazine,

Tobacco Versns Intellect. | 


At nearest recollection the internal | 
revenue report of Isst year showed that 
the United States consumed ahout ten 
million cigars during that time. Many 
old smokers prefer the pipe to the cigar, 
and probshly as much tobaccois consum- 
ed in that way as m cigars, However | 
out of the way numerically the previous 
statement may be, it is true that there| 
arein this country 12,294 manufactu- 
ters, and they employ 71,491 men.| 
Wherever tobscco can he raised the 
farmer finds it oue of tho most profita- 
ble crops, and consequently is very apt 
to cultivate it. lis use increases from 
year to year in a greater ratio thau bi 
population. People differ so widely as 
to its effect that it is only just, when- 
ever a candid statement is made, of any 
test to give it publicity, Recently, at 
the Polytechnic school in Paris, one of 
the professers inquired into the habits 
of the one hundred and sixty students 
there, and then made a comparison he- 
tween their devotions to study and to 
smoke, He found that one hundred 
and two were smokers and fifty-eight 
never used the noxious weed. He then 
found that in each grade of the school 
the students who did not smoke out- 
ranked thoso who did smoke, and 
that the scholarship of the smokers 
steadily deteriorated as the smoking 
continued. On account of several 
trustworthy reports of such a nature 
the Minister of Public Instruction in 
France issued a circular to the directors 
of colleges and schools forbidding the 
use of tobacco to students as injrtrrious 
to physical and intellectual develop- 
ment. Buta writer in a Paris mrdical 
journal complains that the use of tohac- 
co will not probably ceases entirely, so 
long as Sunday schools furnish meer- 
schaum pipes as prizes to the best schol- 
are .— Hartford Courant,

The prineiples of Puritanism, which 
have shown so clearly through former 
essaya, are not confinell to any aye or 
land. 

Although the people who first bore 
the name of Puritan were English dis- 
seuters and separatists, yet their priu- 
ciples, which were their distinguishing 
characteristies, have heen the strands 
of a silver cord, reaehing from the ear- 
liest time down to the present, — But, 
notwithstanding the purity and truth of 
these principles, few bave upheld them; 
and those few have struggled through 
dangers, diffeulues and persecutions. 

While the aetions and achievements 
of men have generally tilled the pages 
of history, woman has heen represent- 
ed, by a popular American writer, as 
the vine twining arouad the stronger 
oak, yet, when the oak bas heen shat- 
tered hy lightning, holding together

Her parents, although seeing great| 
heeuty in the true religion, seemed tof 
desire present security and. ease rather 
than ths approval of God while suffer- 
ing affliction. And to gain this ease 
they had yielded to the acts enforcing 
conformity to the prelaey.

berte. They helieved that ''the Lord 
Jesus Christ is the only Head and 
King of the Church; and that its gov- 
ernmeut is derived from him alone, and 
is disinet from, and not suhordinate in 
its own province to the civil magistrate." 
“They recognized it as their bounden 
duty and their great privilege to de- 
fend the rights and liberties of Christ's 
spiritual kingdom, willing to die rather 
than violate their allegiance to the Di- 
vine Redeemer by yielding to a sinful| 
mortal that cole supremacy and lordship 
over the conscience which belong to| 
Him alone, and that high and undivid- 
edsovereignty over His Church, w hich 
is the inalienabls prerogative of the Me- 
diators crown." 

As we follow the course of events) 
and approach those which are nearer 
related to our own history, we find that 
the noble, brave aud God-fearing wu- 
men were not confined to Scotland or 
to the days of its Refurmation.

The great strug 
gle for liherty had fired his soul with 
an unquenchable fame, His wife and 
ehildren, understanding him, and ap 
preeiating his feelings, took every 
housebold burden from his shoulders 
which they were able to hear. Hia bis- 
torian in speaking of Mrs, Adams, says, 
“To the uncomplaining cheerfulness of a 
brave, New England woman, who could 
meet the duties and privations of her 
humblo home with a generous devotion 
to the views of her hushand. is largely 
due the benefits which his exertions 
secured to his countrymen." And, 
though a woman of all the eccomplish- 
ments of mind aud refinements of na- 
ture aueh as were acknowledged to he 
hers, she did not consider it degrading 
to labor, working with her own hands; 
and, although elegant in person and 


man bas borne a more or leas conspic-| 
uous part. Jael, the wife of Heber, 
slew an oppressor of God's people 
while sleeping; Joan of Arc led nrmies; 
Charlotte Corday wielded the eword of 
an assassin; and an American woman 
was hung as the assassin of the good 
President Lincoln, 

Sueh were not tbe women of the 
Puritans. Those whom | have men- 
Üüoned were but bright, pertieular stars | 
in the American galaxy of holy women, | 
whose flames were kindled at the Puri 
tan lamp. Gther ages and nations 
bave had tbeir martyrs, Paganism 
has had ite heroes; hut the glory of 
the Puritens was their truth, They 
drew tbeir light from the Bible, as the 
planets draw theirs from the sun. And 
as it is Uthe cause that makes the 
martyr, never were there such mar- 
tyrsas the Puritan women; hecause 
there waa never another such a cause. 
Tt was simply to set up on this earth a 
slate of soeicty, not shapcd hy weak 
self or superstitious human notions; 
hut fashioned efter the idea of God, 
whose Spirit gave its loftiness tu 
their endenvors, and Lis truth stability 
to their resulta.

must discriminate strietly in favor of. 
the latter. These obligations are di- 
smetrically opposed to each other, 
and thos: of Masonry compel him

A Muson Hung at Last. 


The banging of Foster in New York 
for a most brutal, unprovoked and de- 
Tiberate murder, has occasioned a great 
stir—among Masons. Tbe event seems) 
to have called out the anti-banging 
party in all its foree and eloquence. 
They claim thnt hnnging does no good, 
ia unchnstian, incites to new murders, 
and propose ths substiluion of perpet- 
ual imprisonment in its place, 

Foremost among the anti-hanging’ 
party is Mr, Edward M, MeGraw,State- 
prison commissioner, who says: 

As a general thing those confined for’ 
murder are much better man—men of 
more integrity, on whose words E can 
place more reliance, who have better 
moral perceptions, and are altogether of] 
a higher order of being than those eon- 
fined for the minor offences. The ab- 
cltion of copital punishment eannot. 
fail to have a bencfictal effect,” 

Murder would thus seem to have he- 
come a genteel, elevated sort of erime, 
committed chiefly hy men of "'better 
moral pereeptions"than the ordinary run 
of eriminals, and, instead of heing pun- 
ished with henging, should he rewarded 
hy a foreign mission, as in the case of| 
Siekles, or with an office in the Custom 
House or Post-office, as in the easo ofl 
General Cole, or with a placoin the 
Patent-office, as in the case of Miss) 
Harris, who shot the man who rejceted 
her in favor of another woman, Why 
was not a man of Foster's "moral per- 
eeptions” sent as minister to Holland, 
as au evidence of tho henefieent work 
ings of Christian institutions, and as a 
rebuke to that nation for changing its 
government from s republic to a mon- 
areby ? 

The truth is we are suffering a reign 
of licentiousness from the administra- 
tion of the general government not 
baving assumed a high moral stand 
duting the war; and the administration 
was prevented from doing that by tbe 
influence of Mssonry, which has he 
come the moving maebinery of the 
Republican party, tia vain for that 
party, thus managed by Masonry, to 
save repuhican government lt is 
vain for Congress, the ereature of Ma- 
tonio machinilion and blaek ert, to re- 
form itself or the eountry.

Just concluded, a temperance law, the 
provisions ol which, if faithfully carried 
out, will probably put an end to the 
liquor traffic withiu our borders The 
principal requirements of the hill are 
as follows: persons requiring a permit 
tw sell intoxicatiug liquors shall file a 
petition signed by a majority of the 
voters in the ward oy township when 
the applicant proposes to sell; the 
applicant shall execute a bond in 
the sum of three thousand dollsra, with 
good freehold security of not less than 
two persons, to eecnre the payment of 
fues, penalties, etc; penalties are in- 
curred for selling or giving liquor to 
minors or persous who are in the hab- 
it of getting intoxicated; liquor sellers 
are linble for a reasonnble compensation 
lo any person who may take charge of 
and provide for intoxicated persons; 
drunkenness is punished hy fine, and, 
iu default of designating the person 
from whom the liquor was obtsincd hy 
imprisonmeut; intoxicating liquora shall 
not be suld between the hours of nine 
o'clock, r. m., and six, 4. ^, Wor on 
Sundays, holidays, or slection days; 
secliou 12 provides that *'every hus- 
band, wife, child, parent, guardian, 
employer, or other person who shall 
bs injured in person or property, or 
means of support, hy any intoxiented 
person, or in consequence of iutxieu- 
tiou, habitual or otherwise, ofauy per- 
son, shall have a right of sctionin his 
own or her name" agninst the liquor 
seller, or the person ''owning, renting, 
leaaing, or permittiug the occupation 
of auy building or premises,” thus ma- 
king the owner ofthe property, where 
the liquor ie sold Imble for damages, 
In the event of those having the right 
ofaction failing or refusing to prose- 
cute, the township tructee is required 
to prosecute all such actions in the 
name of tbe township where such in- 
toxicated person resides, 

The vote on the passage of the bill 
in the House of Representativea was 55 
in the affirmative to 31 in the negative; 
aud in the Senate, 30 afirmative to 19 
negative. The meusure wee nota par- 
ty one, though a much larger propor- 
tiou of the Republican members voted) 
for the hill than did the Oemoerntic 
members. The hill is generally known 
as t e Baxter bill, becnuse the represen- 
talive from Wayne County, William) 
Baxter, was the originator of the bill, 
and devoteil more time and labor to its 
preparation than any other person. For 
a period of about six months he was 
engaged in collecting the temperance 
laws of various states, and in procuring 
the beut legal information on the sul- 
ject.

A Snd nnd Horrible Chapter—Insane 

Icom the Threats of the Ledge—a Ter- 

rible Witness against Masonry. 


Deira, O. Mar. 13, 1873. 

Having noliced your paper, and find- 
ingit a herild through which the down- 
trodden by secret societies can epeak 
their injuries, I hasten to a acene of 
strauge und dark import. It concerna 
Miles Pray of Delta, Fulton Co., Ohio, 
who has been a Mason for eighteen 
years, but experienced religion nhout 
one year ago; left the ledge and spoke! 
somewhat against it; at lesst sufficient 
to hring the fraternity to use their dark, 
secret aud damning force againat 
him. 

I will relate the history in short. A 
few weeka ago there was found hung 
upon his sbop door s strip of hlsck 
crape (an insignia of death) also a pa- 
per bearing these words: “Be stil and 
know that Lam God; and when morn- 
ing came they were all dead corpses.” 
Ou the frst of Mnrch thrests were 
mede by some of the secret conclave 
that weighed so heavily upon his mind 
that he stated to a number that he 
would not live long; and lest Saturday 
these fears produced the sad calamity 
of insanity. The terrible fears that 
reeled tbe brain were kept closed in 
his own bosom, but were unmistakahly 
let loose ns soon as he failed to be mas- 
ter of himself. The Free Methodist 
minister told me thet Mr. Pray stated 
to him on the morning of hie delirium, 
inthe presence of his wife, that he 
bad slept hut little the week past and 
must try aud get some rest that day, 
and his wife urged him to lie down. 
Poor mna, no sooner had he retired] 
for rest thun terrible fear began to 
make rapid strides upon his jaded body 
and hefore long the cries of murder were 
heard, and that the Masons were com- 
miting the horrihle crime, even naming 
the man who appeared to he laking his 
life. 

The Free Metbodista were holding a 
protracted meeting at ths time and some 
of the Masons trumpeted around that 
tne msu had gone crazy over religion, 
and perhaps a few helieved the report: 
but their persuasion was destined to 


| chauge, for iu calling to witness the 


scene for themselves it took hut n few 
momonls to convince even the preju- 
dived. Had religion occasioned tha 
insamty, imagination would have pic- 
tured before him worshiping congrega- 
tions, seasons of prayer, the lost con-

Mr. Baxter expressed himself under 
reat obligatione to Messrs. Barbour 
and Jacohs, and to Judge Mellett, cìr- 
vuit judge of Henry county, for valua- 
ble professional services reudered du 
ring the preparation of the bill.

At ono lime when a Mason was in 
the joining room hecalled him hy name 
and ordered him to leave, and cried, 
"Telegraph Masonry! Telegreph Aa- 
sonry |” and shouted out have hrotber 
Gitchell (meaning the Free Methodist 
minister) write the dispatch, send it to 
“Uncle Bradbury,” (be had reference 
to an iurcle liviug in Rochester, N. Y., 
who had befriended him iu the past). 
Many times the suffering man passed 
through the tragical scene of horrid 
depth, struggling for help, either call- 
ing upon friends for relicf, or erying at 
the top of his voice hoping thue to se- 
cure assistance, or attempting to escape 
hy door or window 

To put a check to the odium that fell 
so direetly upon the guilty craft, the 
unfortuuats man must be hurried toan 
asylum, and it was shocking to the 
thoughtful to see bow inexpreesably 
kind they were to relieve the wifs of 
the wad spectacle and increased trouhle, 
the oceasion of which lies at their own 
door. This lamentable affair took place 
on Saturday, and Monday the papers 
were procured, and had it not been for, 
the earnest entreatiea of mony he would 
have heen dragged from his homo on 
Tuesday, But delays were dangerous 


on account of Masonic exposure, and 
being headed by a Masonic doctor the 
man was hurried away Wednesday 
morning at eight eclock, and is lodged 
Remarks con- 
cerning his fate are rife, such as there: 
'* He is quite liable to be suddenly ill 
nnd drop off; "He will never leave 
that asylum nlive;" “He may soon he 
removed to snother asylum and that 
willend bis life;" '*I never expect to 
see Miles Pray again. He is as good 
as a dead man,” eto. ete. 


The reader can see the medinm 
through which many are loosing down 
upon the nncient and honorable of this 
place, for while many are prophesying, 
many more are waiting to see whether 
their prophecy will be fulfilled, while 
hut few nre regarding the statements of 
the secret frateruity. Perhaps this 
will come to the wotice of rowe who 
read the account of Mr. Pray's insanity 
in the county paper as writeu by the 
craft. Letall those of Fultou county 
who receive this accouut take pains to 
let others rend the same; und please} 
get up a club and send for this pnper, 
for more will be written concerning this 
sad event; and perbaps a histury of the 
course of Oelta Lodge lor the past 
yeers may be written.

Influence of Masonry on the Press. 


BPREOH OF HON. THAHDEUB STEVENS OF 
PENNSYLVANIA IN THE UNIT&D 8TATES 
ANTI-MABONIO CONVENTION IN PRILA- 
DELPHIA, ap, 11, 1830. 


From the Jonrnal of the Convention 

Mr. Stevens of Pennsylvania, was not 
disposed to occupy much of the time of] 
the convention, hut he would tnke oc- 
casion now, to allude to the influence of 
Masonic obligations, and Masonic influ- 
ence upon the press, It is known tof 
some of ths citizens of these United! 
States—a portion, and a large portion] 
of our freemen, have heard it rumored 
—that there does exist in their midst, 
an institution whose secrets are operat- 
ing upon the welfare of the community, 
in plotting those tbings which are not 
consistent with the liberties of these 
States, Those freemen have delegat- 
ed a portion of their citizens under the 
protection of the law, to meet in sol- 
emn council, for the high purpose cfl 
investigating, whether, in this free 
land, there do reslly exist secret trea- 
| sons;—whether, as they have heen in- 
| duced to helieve, there do exist secret 
combinations of men, whose constitu- 
tion, comprised in their oaths, is incon- 
sistent with personal and national liber- 
ty. It was known that these men thus 
delegated were to meet in the city ofi 
Philadelphia to make this import- 
ant investigation, It is important to 
thoso who are sccused; it is important 
to the many millions of freemen, who 
are told that such institutions do exist, 
that a fair, and full, and open inquiry 
he had in ths Isce of day—that the in- 
quiry should come to the ear of a 
far and impartial judge—to the peo 
ple, that they may investigats the truth 
for themselves. And if there be false 
bood, if no such institutions exist, ifi 
those who have made the allegation he- 
fore the trihunal of the public, have at- 
tempted to impose falsehood for truth, 
and perjury for honest testimony, it is 
necessary that it should he koown in 
order that the accused may be exculpa- 
ted, and that infamy may cover those 
who have thus improperly agitated the 
puhlic mind. Iftrue, it is right that 
this great community should know it, 
and guard against the evil. 


and I ask you, every man who hears! 
me, what proportion of the people of 
these United States, know that such a 
convention has this day assembled?) 
There is scarcely a man in the South] 
who knows it, for the papers have nev- 
er mentioned it. I will venture to af- 
firm, that not one ‘fourth part of the 
citizens of this intelligent city, —in 
which this convention was to assemble, 
not one-fourth of the citizens of this 
place, even to the present moment, 
know that you were to meet here, or 
that you ars now in session, 

Look at the public pspers in the 
city of Philadelphia — and many are 
printed and circulated; for itis a city 
of intelligence, and their papers arc 
conducted with ability, spirit aud pow- 
er, —and if there were not an influence 
opersting, higher than human curiosity, 
and higher tban is known to the laws of 
our land, would they rot have given a 
knowledge of the facts of such a con- 
vention being about to assemble, espec- 
ially when such charges are alleged 
against respectable men, highin power? 
And why is it sof Look at the daily 
papers of this city, and where will you 
find one that has announced tls simple 
| fact—I make one honorable exception; 

for I do know that the fact was nn. 
| nounced by one paper in thia city, not 
claiming to be Anti- masonic. | 
But, sir, I ask, when, in a populous 
city, embracing hundreds of thousands 
ofsouls—when did such a convention 
| ever meet, to deliherate fora nation’s 
safety, that the public journals, seeking 
the promotion of their own interests, 
did not give thelr proceedings from day 
to day, and inform the public, whether 
they were proceeding right or wrong; 
and if wrong direct the attention ofthe 
community to them, and fix tho gaze 
of the public upon them, With one 
honorahls cxception— except in the 
ense of a paper established upon Anti- 
masonic grounds, there is not one, of 
the whole of this worthy corpa, that 
appears to know that you exist;—not 
one that has the desire or curiosity to 
see you, or a wish, that thoae whom he 
is to enl ghten, should know whether 
this hody are entitled to respect and 
credit for the important disclosurea 
which they are about to make, But 
we profess to have in hand matter, 
whether true or false, which the pub- 
lic are entitled to know. And yet the 
papers which surround you are es silent 


These are facts to show that at least 
this discussion is not improper; that at| 
least a discussion of this kind is almost 
the only means of communicating the 
cls regarding an institution which wef 
deem dangerous I kuow that ths 
public presses on the „other side, now 
and then, instead «f giving the facts, 
hrand the efforts of Anti-masonry with 
infamy And Iam sorry to say, that 
this practice is not confined to members 
of the fraternity who govern the press. 
I recollect, and lately witnessed it, in 
an address delivered before a Masonic 
assemblage in the western part of this 
state, and now published in the Mason. 
ic papera, where a lesrned judge de- 
scended frum his high station, to make 
a charge upon thoss who had favored 
the Anti-masonie cause, in words like 
these, '‘ They pretend thet the eecrats 
of Freemasonry are before the commu- 
nity, hut for themselves they are enti- 
tled to no credit, for it is the fashion of 
the day in the party to which they bs- 
long, to bo associated with infamy, nnd 
they deserve not to he publicly credit- 
ed." This reminds me of another} 
lesrned judge, from the same city, who} 
upon a late occasion v'eclined to stand) 
as a candidate for Congress, He used 
langnage not less disrespectful. If any 
thing is calculated to cast discredit up- 
on the fraternity, not a word of it is 
found in their papers. l know the 
cause, the reasou has heen given. why; 
they muzzle the press, They are, that. 
charges are made against the whole 
fraternity, for holding principles which 
sanction the execution of William Mor- 
gan. But let the people say whether 
in fact they do not sanction such prine 
ciples, Fill tbe Masonite fraternity do 
disapprove of the act, and pronounce 
it un-Masonic conduct; till they inflict 
Masonic punishment on the malefactore, 
it 18 right that the imputation should 
be repeated hefore tbe people. And I 
hope that all the people will hear, and 
more acd more hear, tbat melancholy 
tragedy recited, till it awake them to. 
examination. I am unwilling to injure 
the feelings of Masons in any part of| 
the country, but while they sanction 
thet act, I would place hefore them the 
ghost of that murdered martyr, in bis 
hloody garments, though it should 
sere their eye-balls.

For 
ths first time it found a region and a 
race wheieit could be professed with the 
earnestness of an indwelling conviction, 
and defended with an enthusiasm here- 
tofore unknowe, When Europe slum- 
hered over the question of liherty, a 
band ofexiles, keeping watch by wiht, 
heard the glag tidings which promised 
the political regeneration of the 
world, 

The issue between England and her| 
colonies was not. whether they should| 
pay a duty of three pence & pound on| 
their tea, or used stamped paper, This| 
was the apparent issue; tbe real one wss| 
deeper, vaster, and of far more vital] 
importance, It was whether those Pu- 
Titan principles eo clearly stated in for-| 
mer essays, should arise in their full! 
power and loveliness, or whether thay, 
should be trodden under foot and de- 
stroyed. 

Jumea Otis struck the key-note when 
he said that '* by the British Constitu- 
tion every man in the dominion is a 
free mou." In accordance with this 
idea, in one of their petitions to the 
king, they declared that tbe legislature 
of Grent Britain, was not authorized to 
establish a religion frought with san 
guinary snd impious tenets or erect an 
arbitrary’ government on any part of 
the globe.” 

These truths, together with those so 
clearly stated in their Declaration of 
Independence, of the natural equahty 
of mee, their inullenavle right to life, 
liberty andthe pursuits of happiness, 
and that n government derives its pow- 
er from tha consent of the governed, 
were the principles for which they con- 


But that Gud who led the colonists 


the stormy Atlantic, was still directing; 
and success was fieally theirs, Eng- 


And now was the important momeut. 
Should those principles succeed and be 
moulded into a form that should en- 
dure, orwere they to fail? ‘The patri- 
ots proved equal to the occasion, 
Great meu und true were tbere to form 
that constitution, destined perhaps to 
mould the future of the world, The 
spirit of the age moved the young na- 
tion to own "justice as an antecedent 
and superior to tbe state, and to found 
the rights of the citizens on the rights 
of man." Full force was given to. that 
principle which was the supreme object 
That which lay 
nearest the hearts of the people, which 
they demanded above all others, from 
love for freedomof iequiry and from 
the earuestness of their convictions, was 
not the abolishing of monarchy aud 
aristocracy. not universal suffrage: for 
more than two centuries the  plebian 
Protestant sects had sent up their pray- 
er to Heaven for freedom to worship 
God, To this panting for freedom half! 


of universal desire, 


An} now from the rivers of Maine 
and the hills of New Hampshire to the 
mountain valleys of ‘Tennessee and the 
border of Georgia, one voice called to 
ihe other, that there should he no con- 
nection of the Church and the Stata; 
that there there should be uo estah- 
lishment of any one form of religion, 
hut that sll men havea natural and 
unalienable right to worship God nc. 
cording to the dictates of their 
own conscience and understandings, 
Heuceforward worship was to he known 
only as a purely individual uet. 

As the result of these principles, re- 
ligion las n firmer snd more enduring 
bold upon the minds of the people, 
Foreign writers acknowledge this and 
speak of it ns a matter of surprise that 
even in the newest settlements you 
find some rough edifice devoted to spir- 
itual purposes. 

Their effect upon tbe political hori- 
zon lias been no less evident. Not on- 
ly baye they exerted their henign influ- 
ances upon this land, giving homes and 
protection to the poor of nl} elasses and

Still the workings oi tbese princi- 
ples are hut in their infanoy; secret

emonies, I attended beige only about 
four times after being ''reised" to ths 
degree of Master, I consulted my fa 
ther-in-law, a year later, He, an old 
Mason,—nornraffiliating siece Moran's! 
day, advised me to withdraw privately, 
Two years later, in one of tbe Western 
States—whither I had removed from 
the Esst—stating some of my ohjec- 
tions to the order, worthy hrethren 
suggested that farther on I should 
fud all my difficulties cleared up. I 
actually meditated an advance in the 
mysteries, when a venerable ex-judge 
lent me some Anti-masonie works. 
John Q. Adame’ letters on the Entered 
Apprentiees oath completely opened 
my eyes. From these and other works 
I caw that theerime of murder rested 
upon the lodge as n body; and if 1 did 
not withdraw 1 must bear my part of 
the guilt, I also felt indignant that 
whut had heen published to tbe world, 
for more thun a quarter of a century, 
had been impoaed on me as the ‘secrete’ 
of the order, After a careful and) 
prayerful examination of the matter I| 
published my renunciation in the coun- 
ty newspaper; und a lew days later left 
with wife and u1x-week's, old baby for n 
missionary station 250 miles further 
towards the frontier. After a toilsome 
wagon-journey of two weeks, we arriv- 
ed, and were cordially welcomed, But 
one day later came n communication 
from the other lodge, with a paper con- 
taining my renunciation and reasons 
therefor. Thercupon seven of the nine 
vestrymen (for there was already an 
organized parish) sent me the following 
letter:—

Rev, Y 
Sini—At an informal mesting of the 
vestry of churcb, your arrival 
was announced, und under coneidera- 
tion. The undersigned regret that you 
did not appear uuder more favorable 
circumstances, The fact that seven of 
our vestry, and many others of the 
parsh, are memhers of tlie Masonin 
fraternity, a brotherhood, which we 
love and cherish, und helieve to he con- 
sonant with the higbest degree of piety 
and purity of character, and in no man- 
ner obnoxious to the teacbings and 
practice of the Christian religion; also 
being duly informed of your public re- 
nunciation of Freemasonry, nnd baving 
the eyidence hefore us in print, with

its unreserved denunciations of the fra-| 


ternity asa hody, wa feel compelled, 


OzntLemen;—I fear that the request 
I made yesterday, to publish the cor- 
respondence between the seven men | 
bers of your body and myself, hus been} 
misunderstood, It is my earnest wish | 
to avoid anything like n. public contro-| 
versy; and if those letters may be 
made public they will misrepresent nei- 
ther party, and place the real facts of 
the case in tbeir true light; but a re- 
fueal on your part is presumptive evi- 
dence that you dare not trust an intel- 
ligent and enlightened public to form 
an opinion from thoss facta, I cannot, 
howsyver, yet believe that any such mo- 
tive influences you in this matter, but: 
tbat the danger of diverting and thus 
weakening the parish [church] is your 
real motive, In respect to this, permit 
me to say that I came among you as 
nn authorized minister of Jesus Christ, 
under the direction of the Bishop of 
the diocese, and tbat nothing hut tbe 
fenr of creating divisions in the church, 
now prevents me from performing the 
public services of the sanctuary. I 
again, therefore respectfully ask the 
publication of those letters, as a matter 
of justice to tbe writers and to the 
church." 

To this requet Lhero was no answer 
—only a dignitied silence. 

‘The following is the only one of my 
published communications on the sub- 
ject of renunciation now remaining :— 
Tune, 26, 1857. 

“To the Editor of the 7 

The communication signed, ‘A Ma- 
ton’ (Is he asbamed of hisname?). , .| 
professes not to ‘answer’ my renunci- 
ation of Masonry. I was not nware 
that it required answering. I renounce- 
ed Masonry, ‘The public, of course, 
wouldliketo know why. I tberefore 
gave them the substance of my rea- 
sons. The extract from the Masonic 
Review is, bowever, a sort of ‘answer’ 
to my objeetious, It purports to he 
tho testimony of ‘Bishop Griswold’ (one 
of the most exemplary Christiane, as 
well as truly great men our country 
ever produced,) that Freemasonry 
teacbes Christian charity; which is 
uot only universal henevolence but uni-| 
veran] love,” which leads to 'put the 
best construction on the motives and 
actions of others" The emphatic style 
of the printing of this sentence, shows 
it was designed for my especial benefit. 
But as I baye not impugned "nctions'or 
‘motives,’ but only denounced the in- 
stitution, the ‘point’ does not reach 
me, ‘he only effectual way to inyali- 
date my testimony is, to prove that 
the obligations of Masonry, which are 
the institution itsself, are not incom: 
patible with the duty ofa Christian, 
and the oaths and obligations of a citi- 
zenof the U, S . Now I am 
not at variance with a single individual 
Mason, and as men, as fellow citizens, 
and as brethren of the one universal 
fraternity, I indulge towards them only 
, tbe kindest feelings. But towards the

and determined foe; aud, so far us in 
me lies, I will endeavor. by all means 
cot incousistent with Christianity, to 
prevent Christia men swearing to do 
what the Bible and the Constitution of 
the U.S. plainly forbid... , , Let 
every Mason, however, hear in mind 
that the ruiu of my reputation, or the 
impeschment of my ehsracter, will 
not wush nway the stains that disfigure! 
the face of hie idol—tbe institution to 
which he«lings with auch tenacity; for 
history has recorded them in letters of 
blood.” 

Not long after this the editor who 
had so kindly given us the use of his 
columns, became n momber of the Ma- 
sonic fraternity, My lifo was freely 
threstened; hut] was not conscious of 
betug in any danger, nor aware until 
many years nfterwards, tbat such 
threats bad been made, 


The cutting off of my menne of sup- 
port left me to my own resources. | 
made my wuy toa distant county and 
settled on a homestead, where after a 
short time I aguin received an appoint- 
ment, and a stipend; but the lodge waa 
too powerful and too hostile to admit 
of my heing sent to any laige town, or 
organized parish. After ten years pi- 
oneering | returned to my native State. 
where Masonry ia not, relatively, so 
strong; and now ] am located withiu 
ten miles of the lodge in which 1 was 
initiated, 

The western lodge that was most 
scandalized and incensed by my renun- 
ciation, some years aiterwards drove a 
resident minister from his parmh fur 
the crimo of replying to the installation 
address of n Masonic lecturer, delivered 
in his own church, Later still, the 
Cynosure ieforms me, n seceder from 
the same lodge has bearded the lion in 
bis den. 

The history of my pastor who led 
my way icto the lodge, was asud one.

The fuither we recede from the sim- 
ple and pure York Rite Masonry, the 
more we become lostin the labyrinth 
of titles, which reully amount to uoth- 
ing but wind, We were much pleas" 
ed in rending over the proceedings o 
the National Convention of Royal and 
Select Musters in New York, Inst Jnue, 
to see that there was u strong tendency 
to cut off some of the peacock feathers 
on jackdaw positions, The council and 
chapter bodies have entirely too many 
*' Grand" titlesin subordinate positione, 
Supposing we were to wander through 
some half finished cathedral, or etate- 
bouse, and ask a workman, *' Who is 
that workman yonder—ie be the super- 
intendent!" and be ebould aeswer, 
“ No, heis the grand overseer,” and 
you should ask, '' Well, where in the 
superintendent f" and he should answer, 
"You willfind the Most Puisant Grand 
Muster up stairs;" and you should want 
to see the architect, and the workman 
should take you to the ** Most Excel- 
lent," citing on a stone, seeing that all 
was going on according to his plans, 
what should you think? For ourselves. 
we should come to the conclusion that 
the whole establishment was under the 
control of a lot of Inborers escaped from 
n lunatic asylum, if it were not tbat the 
building presented such beautiful pro- 
portions, and exhibited euch evidences 
of skill and strengtb. Nothing is more 
heautifully proportionate than the grand 
atructure of Freemasonry, but through 
theinvantions of a lot of charlatans and 
costums mnkers, our noble temple has 
heen rendered n. Jaughing-stock among 
intelligent profane, and has afforded 
the most salient point of attsok from 
our enemies, 

The terms '* Most’ and Grand” 
have no proper place in subordinate 
bodies, As for the many still more 
high-sounding titles in other rites, they 
sound, to an intelligent person, very 
much like burlesque; and, when seen 
in print, they resemble seven mystic 
colora on an Indian's face, surrounded 
with rattle shells and feathers. All 
the imitative societies of the age have} 


wold as separate from the York Rite 
of Musoery, and therefore uot a part 
of us, We would much desire to see 
the whole American ayetem of the 
lodge, chapter, cowucil, und command- 
ery simplified to the noble and. granite- 
hke structure of the lodge, tho real 
creative power and conservator of all, 
Masonry, Companions und Sir 
Kaights, learn a lessou of wisdom in 
time, und use all your influenco to eurb 
the growmg tendency of highfallutin ti- 
tles, which amount to nothing, Prin- 
eiples and genume lessons nre every- 
thing.

«moke which condenss and depositthem- 
selves on the orgaus of the smoker, 
One hundred grammes—1,500 grains 
English troy—of French tobacco fur- 
nish, says M. Lebon, 0,550 grains of 
nicotine and 0,490 grains of ammonia, 
able to act upon the coatings of the 
mouth, the windpipe, or the pulmonary 
ducts, — Tohaccos of the Levant aro 
the least dangerous, sume of them po- 
sessing hut a small trace of nicotine, 
in small doses, tobacco smoke instan 
taneowly excites cerebal activity nnd 
the iutelleetual forces, and facilitates 
digestion, — In excessive and frequent- 
ly repeated doses, it produces diflicnlty 
of digestion, benumbed intelligence, 


and clouded memory.

With the published character of this or- 
ganization before them it is somewhat

Asit took fifteeu years of Demos- 
thenes life to prepare an orntion upon 
the condition of Greece, what Web- 
ster, or American Demosthenes, in so 
short a time could represent the great- 
ness of America when compared with 
eastern nations, If we hegin with Ag- 
riculture, we are unable to form a com- 
parison, for tbe American is the hus- 
handman of the world, With regard 
to the agricultural implements, the re- 
semblance of the Turkish threshing 
machine to tbe American will be a fair 
illustration; and you wil! see this re- 
semblance is striking when I tell you 
of the invention. It is a man or 
a woman turns inone half a dozen cows 
or horses on the loose grain, driving 
them round until they tread it. out. 


What can we say now when we come 
to contrast the free echool system of 
America with the educational advanta- 
ges of the Enst.

They are the grcat fountains of Amer- 
can industry, liberty, democracy and 
independence, 

Another great civilizer is the mighty 
Amcrican press, In many eountries 
at the present day it is with difficulty 
that you can huy a weekly, or perhaps 
a monthly, even at a high price, Dur- 
ing many years’ travelin the interior of 
Curkey, newspapers were so rnrely seen 
that I looked upon every one as a curi- 
osity; they are not only scarce, but the 
people do uot yet know what anews-pn- 
peris, Herein America I find them at my 
right and at my left under my feet 
end cverywhere. In Constantinople, a 
city having o population of a million 
and a half, where ahout fifty differeut 
nationalities nre represented, we do not 
believe you can find twenty papers. 
We were mors than astonished when

There ian tendency aming Ameri- 
can colleges to adopt electiro courses of 
study, Mostof these colleges are teo 
slimly ondowed and too feehly manned 
to provide thorough instruction. for 
regulnr elasses, and we fail to sce the 
advantage in their trying to imitate 
“university” practice. Tho elective 
system necessitates the employment of 
alarge corps of professors, nnd tho at- 
tempt to carry it out with an ordinary 
collego faculty can hut result in over- 
worked instructors and poor Instruc- 
tion. A college professor sliould lavo 
timo to be a thorough and progressive 
student, Besides the elective system 
breaks up the unity of college classes 
and destroys that esprit de corps which 
leads to high attainmenta. It may nlao 
he questioned whether nine out of ten 
of the matriculites of American eol- 
leges nre capable of selecting the studies 
they most nced to pursue. The truth 
is, that neithor tho value of a study 
nor the student's tasto for itcan he de- 
tarmined hy hima priori. Both ex- 
perienco and economy agree that itis 
hetter for young students to pursue 
wisely arranged courses of study, than 
to be dipping into studies here and 
there without reference to proper or- 
der or harmony ef culture. Two reg- 
ulor courses of study sre enouyl to 
mect the necds of college studonta, 

Thoelcctive system is for tho univer- 
sity proper, and not for the college; it 
is for men, not for hoys,— National 
Teacher.

Dana, with Thomas MeCully repaired to the dwelling house 
of Mr. Stewart, «hero Mora konrded. They alleged, nnd 
we presume that they had ua executi which McCully was 
penr and Morgan defendant. McCully enquired of Mra. 
organ whether Morgan had any proporty; who answered, 
"You know we hnve none, we have got nothing since wo 
camo from your hous To a similtr enqairy addressed to 
Miss Stewart, she auswered, "she kusw of none, but that 
they lodged in an upper ehamber." Goodwill and Dana 
passed into tho ehnmber, leaving MeCully below, nnd pro- 
cceded to rummu go, witliout permissiou orceremony, among 
tho trunks, boxes, drawers. uid every other place where it 
wus proboblo tliat papers could bo found. ‘They examined 
such letters as they found, and seized a small trunk of Mor- 
gan’s which had a few papers in it, saymg they would exam- 
ino thom isnd if they were of consequence to Morgau, thoy 
would return them. Whilo Goodwill aud Dana wore thus 
employed above sl McCully observed to Misa Stewart, 
who remained with him below, "'tlint ho should like to find 
property to smfisfy his caccativn, but that wns not his prin- 
cipal ohject, he did uot care so much about that as he did to 
get some papers helonying to Morgau.” One of the cheats or

After remaining in the house about half an liour they 
departed, and as they were leaving tlie house McCully or 
Goodwill said to Mrs. MERTIN “We liave just conducted your 
husband to jail and shall keep bim there until we find his 
papers. ‘That numerous individuals iu different aad distant 
parts of our esuntry took a deep interest in the suppression 
of the book, we are not ot liberty to doubt in the slightest 
degree; and the inteuseness of their anxiety betrayed them 
in very mony instances into the avowal of intentions and 
feelings, which manifested how little they were disposed to 
regard the laws of the land and the lives of their fellow citi- 
zens, if the violation of the first and the destruction of the 
second should become necessury to elvet thot objcot. The 
following declarations by prominent Precmasons in different 
arts of tho country fully wurrant our coaclusions: 

At Buffalo, n man, high in office, declared that he was 
astonished that Miller had been permitted to go so far in 
printing the hook; and that if Morgan should come thero,

A Judge of the County Court of Ocnesec said—’« That 
whatever Morgan's fate might have been, be deserved it—he 
had forfeited lus life.”

By consenting to unite his infuenco 
with the secrctsociety men, he went 
to the General Conference on a compro-| 
mise ticket, when he ougbt to have 
gone ona clean salvation ono, as he un- 
donhtedly would, if he had maintaincd 
his ground. Saon after, he was sent.

Cnlifornia Christian Advocate. Af- 
terwards he was made agent of tho M. 
E. Book Concern in San Francisco, 
whose afftire he conducted with hisi 
wonted integrity and fidelity, 

After the last General Conference, he 
entered again tbe regular work of the 
ministry, At tbe time of his deatb, he 
was traveling, as Presiding Elder, & 
district in California, 


We cannot avoid the reflection, that 
his tragic death affords another illustre- 
tion of our Saviour's words, * He that 
will savo his life shall Jose it. When 
he went to Califoruia, lawlessness pre- 
vailed there, and murders were com- 
mon, Expecting to enjoy a greater de- 
gree of safety, he joined the Masous, 
| It was doubtless owing to Masonic in- 
Üuencethat he was appointed on the 
Peace Commission. General Cenhy 
was a Mason, There is scarcely a 
probability that Rev. E. Thomas, if he 
hed maintained his original pasition 
on secret societies, would have had the 
appointment which resulted in hia 
deeth. 

We sincerely mourn his loss. We 
owe much, under God, to his faithful 
labors. He was a man of marked ahil- 
ity, end hada generous loving heart.

Freemasonry Forty Years Ago, 


Freemasenry la the Congregational 
Church of Datavin, N, Y., in 1828--9, 


BY GAMUKE D. ORBENN, AUTHOR OF THE 
DROKEN SEAL, 


This church was not Preshyterian, hut 
in 1828-29 was connected with and 
under tbe influence of the Preshytery, 
The session of this church on the 17th 
of April, 1829, passed the following 
resolutions :— 

Ist, That Freemasons who nre now 
members of this church are required te 
renounce Freemasonry, and solemnly 
promise that they will not he aiding 
its interests directly or indirectly, and 
if they do it shall he an matter of dis- 
cipline, 

2d. That this church will not receive 
any member into its fellowsbip who is 
a Mason, until he firet comply with the 
first resolution of session. 

‘The Masonic members of the oburch 
complained to Presbytery nnd intended 
to get the session censured. — "The 
Preshytery said they might show 
cause why the session passed tbose 
resolutions, Presbytery met at Bata- 
via, and the Masonic members of the 
hody endeavored to have the cose car- 
tied up immediately to the General 
Assembly and have the discussion 
tbere. But they failed in that. Then 
they tried to stop the investigation into 
Masonry hy granting that the Masonic 
institution was an undesirable institu- 
tion and ought to he ahandoned. ‘This. 
failed slao for reason that too much had 
been taken for grantad elready in that 
society, Then the Masons ohjected te 
receiving the testimony of secoding 
Masoas on account of the violation of 
Thie objection 
was not sustained, 

The Masons were requested to pre- 
sent tbeir case, as they were plaintiffs, 
They merely told their story, in which 
they lahored much to create an interest’ 
in their hehalf. But their motives 
were too plainly perceived. They pro- 
duced no testimony to show the hosst- 
ed virtue of Freemasonry, Testimony 
wae introduced on the part of the sea- 
eion wbicb was given in with much 
candor and tenderness and a grenst deal 
patience, for they were nearly half a 
day each upon tbe stand. Before the 
session was half through with their 
testimony the Preshytery desired to he 
hy themselves tbat they might inquire 
whether they were not satisfied with 
what teatimony the session had already 
presented. The session agreed to eub- 
mit their case with the proviso tbat 
Presbytery grant to provide for the 
introduction of the residue of tbeir 
testimony, which was granted. Then 
the cases were summed up by argu- 
ments pro. and con, At the conclusion 
Presbytery— 

Resolved, that we eustain the reso- 
lutions of the First Congregational 
Church of Batavia. And in view of 
the testimony presented before this 
body; 2 
Resolved, that we consider tbe insti- 
tution of Freemasonry in iis etructure 
and tendency anti-Ühristian. And 
Presbytery request that the memhers 
of the Masonic fraternity wbo are now 


| members of the chureh in Batavia be 


required to dissolve their connection 
with said institution and withdraw 
their names from its records, Signed 
by all the memhers of Presbytery. 

We had four Masons belonging to 
the church: Major Ssaver, wbo was 
master of the lodge; Dr. Dihble who 
was senior warden and one of the ses- 
sion; Dea. Porter, who was deacon of. 
the lodge; Wm. Thompson, who was 
sheriff of the eounty. 

How disposed of eventually: Seaver 
left and went to the Episcopal church 
without a letter; waa indicted as n con- 
apirator. Dibble moved to Rocheeter 
nnd the church refused him a letter. 
Dea. Porter rem sined, and after an ex- 
amination of tbe institution renounced 
and denounced it; he died and was 
huried at Batavia. Shenff Thompson 
waa indicted and fled to Caoada.

THE CONGREGATLONALISTS—THI- 
ENNIAL CONVEATION—CHICAGO 
THEULOGICAL SEMINARY. 


The triennial Convention met in| 
Chicago April 23-4. Itis oalled hy 
the Constitution of tbeir Theological 
Seminary, and represents some, eight 
states, 1150 churches, and about 70,000 
members. 

"Tuis important bod y resolved: 

That we desire the directors of the 
Western Education Society to decline 
aiding into the mimstry, any young 
man , who is connected with 
any secret oath-hound society." 

This is the same resolution which 
was disrespectfully tabled, six years 
ago at Ohampaign by the Illinois State 
Association, Taken with the refusal ol| 
the Aurora Association to license a 
Freemason, a few weeks since, this 
shows hesrt-cheering progress. 

The Chicago daily press gave the 
shove action as current news, except 
perhups, the wonted sneer of a Pres- 
byterian minister and Freemason who 
ta said to edit this part of the Ohicago 
Journal, By the way; we must ferret 
out and advertise those dsilies which 
aro edited by preachers of two religions 
who are worshipera of two cods, For

them, not even the Seminary treseurcr, 
Rev. Dr, Savage, voted with the great 
and earnest majority who carried that 
resolution!

Speakiug of the murderous riot of 
the iron puddlers in. Kuightstown, In- 
diana, and the murder of Reardon hy 
the Knights of Crispin in Cincinnati, 
the Chicago Tribune has the follow- 
ingi— 

“Tf the riot in Indiana and the 
murder of Michael Reardon in Cincin- 
nati are followed, aa they should be, hy 
the prompt punishment of the malefac- 
tors, the trudes-unions may be taught 
io abandon some of their present rules 
and practices. If the associntions did 
not actually order the attacks, the cus- 
toms which they maintain led to them, 
and are responsihle for them. They 
assume despotic power not only over 
their own members, but also over those 
who do not belong to their societies 
They diotateto their members where 
they shall work, and where they shall 
not work. They say to all men who 
refuse to join their combinations, that 
they shall not work at all, This is 
class tyranny of the most absolute kind. 
Being opposed to law, it can only be 
maintained by mob violence or midnight 
assasination, If this couutry is good 
for anything, it is hecause it protects 
every man in the right to esrn his 
bread by any honest means whicb may 
suit his inclinations. When the trades 
unions declare that men may labor at 
such tasks, in such places, and for such 
time only as they may dictote, they 
array themselvee against justice, and 
con only hope to enforce their dictum 
by riding over sud riding down the 
rights of their fellows, in defiance of 
every law’ humao or divine, So far 
as the unions sre combinations for ad- 
| vancing the interests of their olass iu a 
| lawful manner, they may be, and gen- 
erally are, useful ageucies. But when 
they become organized conspiracies 
against the'life, hherty, and property 
of all men who do not recognize their 
behests, they are outlaws, and it 1s 
the duty of ,govermneni to regard 


its life from the vicious principle of 
combining on the basis of enforced so- 
cin] and perpetual secrecy in order to 
have the advantsge of those who are 
notin the combination. It was to ad- 
vance self at the expense of othere, 
and seereoy is the instrument by whicb 
it is done. This is the root princi- 
ple of both orders, And tyranny and 
murder are hut tbe naturel and ripen- 
ed fruit, Tbe adoption of permanent 
enforced secreoy as the basis of associat- 
iag is prima focie evidence of intan- 
ti n to do what society and law would 
u t approve or allow if it were kuown. | 
Without such latont intention, men 
would not adopt such secrecy, And 
without such secrecy they could not 
compass the latent sinister design. 
Why then talk of conducting the husi- 
ness of a secret eombination © in a law- 
ful manner" lt is time the secret 
manner wero itself deolared an wnlavw- 
ful manner. And all associations that 
adhere to the secret manner should be 
outlawed and treated by goyarnment

Dean Sik:—On last Saturday I was 
over at Greencastle, and ssw the enni- 
yersary display of the I. O. O, F's, 
Ahout 400 marched in procession, mak- 
ing quite a display of yellow-metal- 
jewelry and other trinketa of various 
shspes and dimensions, After they 
had marched enough to more than grat- 
ify the curiosity of the lookers-on, they 
filed iu at the college chapel, which 
was soon filled to its utmost capssity 
and still half the crowd wasout of doors. 
Services were commenced hy musio 
from the (brass) hand. Then followed 
a song hy the choir (some five or six 
voices accompanied hy a reed organ). 
"This song or “ode,” I suppose was from 
some collection of siaging-class music. 

Then prayer was offered by Presi- 
dent Andrews, Fram the absence of 
regalia and the tone nf his prayer I

ard Hownrd, of Bulfalo, aforceald, to attend the lodge of Freema- 
sons in that place, but Howard did uot state to this deponent for 
what purpose the logge wns Eum to meet ; snld there would 
ho buta n thero. In the evening tliis depouent atnried. to go to 
the lodge, nnd on hls way fell in with sald Howuril, and went to 
the lodge with him. — Afer tho lodge was organized, and hnd pro- 
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ceeded to husiness, it being then undcratood that William Morgan 
nod Dovid C. Miller, of Batavia, were nhout to plicit at that 
place n book, pürporling to be a disclosure of Mnsonic seerrto. 
This deponcnt,was in the choir and preskled for thotime. Howard 
proposed that something sliould be dius to prevent the publientiou 
of suid book. B. Wilcox, of Bullalo, who wus present, ie 
the use of any rash or violent measures for that purpose: Wilcox 
wished to know what weasures it wasintendcd shouid he adopted, 
Toward proposed that he and one other person, not now recolle 
ed by thie deponent, should bea committee to attend to the busi- 
ness, and that they should he left o such measures aa they should 
think proper, s0 tht the hook should hesuppressed.

this deponont if ho was williug to nid him in eRe the hook 
above alluded to, This deponent suid he was willing toneslet aa far 
as was reasonahle nud proper, or according to whet was proposell 
by Wilcox, lLloward eoid be wonted n decisive answer one way 
or tho other—he wunted to know whither be, this deponent, wan 
for them, the Masona, aa this deponentsupposed, or ngninst them, 
This deponent said he was for thew, and wus wllliug to nid In sup- 
pressing the book if it was to promate the interests of the Musontc 
institution, and asked Howard wint plan he intended to pursuc. 
Howard enid they intended to go to Bntavia aud get the papers, 
which this deponent understood to mean tho munuserlpt papers of 
the book, and they were to get. them peaceably if they could, if 
not, by furce; und if they could not get them without, they would 
take Morgan and Miller and carry them off tvo, Tris deponent 
finnlly consented to join the party, nnd go to Batavia, for the pur- 
pose of getting the papers as aforesnid. The time for this expedi- 
tion wos not agreed upon at this time, hut Howard afterwards in- 
formed this deponent that it was arranged to be iu Batsvie fur the 
above purpose on tho Fridny evening following, being the eighth 
day of September lust, This deponent docs not recollect haw 
many wers going from Buffalo, This deponent sccordingly got 
into the aingo at Bnífalo on Thureduy evening, theseventh of Sep- 
tember, for Batavia, nud arrived in Batavia on Friday morning. 
During the duy this deponent remained In nnd shout Datavlu, but 
conversed with noue on the subject of his being nt that place, ex- 
cept James B. Towsley, to whom he communicated the plun of 
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attscking Miller's office. In the early part of tha evening this de- 
ponent was informed thot Towsley bud told George W. Harris of 
the contemplated attack upon Miller's office, and thut this depouent 
was the snthor of this information. ‘Chis threw muny obeirne- 
tions in the way of the expedition, and wusa principal cuuse of 
Its total fuiture, and for which Howard blumed this deponent, lu 
the eveniug à numberof men were assembled inthe village of 
Batsvie—how many this deponent cannot say—thcre might have 
been forty or fifty, and perhaps more, but they were mostly strun- 
ors to this deponent; nordid be know where they came from. 
This deponent understood from some of them that it waa expected 
that there would have heen twenty-five from Fort George unu iti 
viciuily, but, ns he understood, they did not come. Eight or ten 
were put under the immediato direction of thia deponent, nnd the 
remainder were in diflercnt parts of the village, und directed hy 
ditlerent persons. The whole party did not get into the village till 
nearly two o'clock in the morning of Saturday, and they remained 
about two hours, and till the westem stsgo came im, when the 
whole company dispersed 1n differeut directions. "Plus was about 
four o'clock in the morning. Duri the time they were in the 
vitiage no attock was made upon Miller's oifice. lt was under- 
stood that Miller and Morgon, in consequence of the informutiou 
communicated to them hy way of Towsley, hud been alarmed, aud 
wero on the wateh, which caused some consultouon and conse. 
quent deluy until the stago come in, When tho party dispei 
this deponent mede his best way to Duffalo—went west to the brick 
tavern ohout fourteen miles, thence south to what is called the 
south Pembroke road, and pursued hia way to Monroe's tavern, 
about five miles from Buffalo: at thia place this deponent saw Col. 
Joseph Shaw, who spoke to this deponent, and usked him whut 
le was doing there. ‘This deponent then took Shaw one side, and 
requested thut he would not call him, this deponent, by numo 
ngun, or mention to any one that be had seen him at that piu 
for he, this deponent, bed been in a bad scrape, and wished him 
nut to speak of it. Shaw asked this deponent whatit was, but 
this deponent refused to tell him, but ssid ho would at some future 
time, and thut Sbuw would hear avout it. From tiis plece this 
deponent went to Buffalo, where he arrived the same evem 
And this deponent further soith—that bo has never been permou- 
ally concemed otherwise than ahove stoted in any measures to sup- 
press the publication of the hook, or for the carryiug away or dis- 
posing of Morgan; and furthersaith not.

THE AMERICAN MOVEMENT, 


AN ADDRESO DALIVEREL BY 0, à. PLAN- 
OHAaD, IN THE QOLLEOR OHAPEL AT 
WILEATON, MAROH Sth, 1873. 


[This lecture ie an endeavor to show 
tbnt Free Governments bavo their founda- 
tion in the Christian religion as taught in 
the New Testament. 

Thiers lately said, " If France were Hu- 
t we could easlly maintain the Repub- 
aud the uniform testimony of bistory 
is that nothing bat the religion of Christ 
can mako man in hie social or civil rela- 
lions SELF-GOVERNINO, | 

Ladies and Gentlemen ;—]n present- 
ing some tbougbts on tbe suhject an- 
nounced, thore are three preliminary 
questions which claim our aticntion, he- 
fore entering on tbo disoussion of tbe 
evening The questions are these: 
lst, Wbatie meant hy the American 
Movement! 2nd, Why sbould tbis 
movement be termed American | and 
3rd, What pracücal end ie proposed! 
What good can we derive from an in- 
vestigation, like the onc before us f 

We answer: By the American Move- 
ment ie meant the progress of tbose 
principles of thougbt and action which 
naturally result in a governmont admin- 
istered hy tho people. This movement 
1 called Americao hecausc in the set- 
tlement and constitution of the United 
States, these principles have beeo more 
clearly ststed and faithfully applied, 
than in the history of any otber great 
nation. As to the end to be guued 
hy such an investigation, we kuow 
that the body without the spirit is 
dead, that a nation is free only so 
long as the principles of a free and 
just government are enshrined in the 
hearts of the people. Each mau 
must he self-governing, or tbe nation 
esnnot govern itself, 

A collection of men each one of 
whom is incapable of self-government 
cannot conduct for a long time tbe 
affairs of a State. Tbo endeavor then 
to trace the progress of the principles 
which bave given us tba liherties which 
we enjoy, will lead us to cherieb them; 
and if in augbt we have departed from 
them, we may return, This then is 
the object for which we must strive. 
Not to increase our already excessive 
national pride, but to fit ourselves 
more worthily to discharge our duties, 
as citizens of the greatest Republic 
which the world bas known, 

There sro hut four forms of govern- 
ment, viz: the Theocracy, the Democ- 
racy, tbe Aristocracy, and the Mon- 
archy. In tbe first, God rules directly 
hy such sgents as he may choose; tbe 
Jews aro the only examplo of tbis form 
of government which history offers. 
In the Democracy, the people are tbe 
source of power, and direct the course 
of affairs directly, as in Atbens, where 
tbe lawe were made and state hneiness 
transacted in general assembly; or in- 
directly us in our own country, In 
the Aristocraey affairs are conducted by 
a smaller or larger number of the neo- 
ple who are supposed to he superior hy 
hirth or in other respects to tbeir fel- 
low citizens. While in the Monarcby, 
the power to make and onforce laws is 
pat into the hands of one individual, 

Gf course thera are many modifica- 
tions and mixtures of thase different 
methods of conducting civil affürs. In 
England, for exampls, tbey have mon- 
archy in the Queen, ariatocracy in tbe 
House of Lords, and democracy in the 
commone. Indians in tbeir rude way 
are democracies and monarchies com- 
hined. 
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thattheir rulers might live in luxury) 
and lust. Then when the unhndled 
passions of those rulers provoked war, 
the toiling myriads laid down the rude 
instrumente of their agriculture, took | 
the heavy ehield and short sword, orf 
the lance, sling, o r band-full of darts, 
and as mere pawns in the terrihle game 
which their kings played with death, 
reddened the ‘Tigris, the Euphrates, 
the Indus, the Gxus, or the Nile with 
their blood, and fertilized tho Mesopo- 
tamian, Egyptian and Indian plaine 
with their decaying corpses. 

Butif we turn thus with horror 
fromtbe dimly ravesled terrore of 
tbose dark days, bow can we hear to 
raise the curtsin onthe next thousand 
or fifteen hundred yeers t 

We hear of the Athenian democracy, 
and we hasten to thot land whose} 
smile lights tha blue -#gean, and we) 
find in her pslmiest days 365,000 
slaves, 90,000 citizens, and 45,000 
strangers and freedmen. What wonder 
thata nation tbus trained to despotism 
onone band andslavery on the otber, 
was no sooner relieved from foreiga 
war hy a Miltiades or Tbemistocles, 
thantbey straightway engage ina do- 
mestic hrawl, extended, asin the case 
of Sparta, toa thirty years fight. If 
we look to Sparte, but little comfort ie 
derived from the fact tbat 240 years be- 
fore Cbrist, tbere were only 700 citi- 
zens; all the rest slaves; and of these 
citizens only one bundred owned any 
land. G, my friends, it matters not 
which way we turn, the dark places in 
bietory are lighted by the watch-fires 
of contending armies, and all the rec 
ords of national existence are done in 
blood, Let us etend for a moment 
among the 460,000,000 who throug| 
the valleys of the Hosng-Ho, aud tbe | 
Yang-tse-Kiang, and we sball hear the| 
wail of infants slaughtered because they 
were girls, and see a nation not n man 
of whom has aright to his own life. 
If we pass to Scytbia, in ancient times 
we hear nnly the about and groan of 
barharous battle, and in modern, the 
sigh of weary prisoners as they toil in 
Siberian mines. In Hindostsn we see 
tbe Tbug, the suttee and tho Ganges. 
Rome drags esptives at ber chariot 
wheels and cries witb Regulus: Cartha- 
godelenda est; and anon hega mercy 
of that scourge of God, who atthe head 
of bis barbarous legions swept like de- 
vouring flame from North to east and 
west. The smoke of human sacrifices 
rises from the forests of Germany and 
the Druid groves of Britain, while tbe 
feudal system chsins down to eartb 
men who were created in the image of 
God to be citizens of heaven. 

But what seed to linger longer? 
These facts are familiar to you all. Let 
us turn from government in general 
to our own. Three hundred and 
seventy-five ee ago America was to 
the old world almost an unknown land. 
Tbe Roman Empire which extended 
from the Euphrates to the ocean, and 
from the Lydian desert to the Rhine, 
bad fallen apart by its own weight, 
and while the eastera division with 
Constantinople for ita capital retained 
some power, t'e western part had been| 
so thoroughly suhdusd hy the northern 
trihes that it was Roman only in name, 
While, bowever the Germans had 
given the old Romans n master, the 
Romans had given the Germans a re- 
ligion; and this religion, called Catholic, 
was supreme in every country of Eu- 
rope, if we except Spain and Turkey 
where tbe Saracena had planted the 


For tlie first two thousand years nf- 
ter the ereation of man civil government 
is not mentioned in the Bible, the only 
record of those timcs, in any very 
definite manner. We know that God 
communicated his will to man di- 
rectly, which they sometimea obeyed 
and sometimes disregarded. We read 


standard of the prophet; and in every 
one of the couutries where tbis religion 
was professed, with two insignificant | 
exceptions, the governmenta were des- 
potio and tbc ministers of the religion | 
more 60. 

Big kings and little ones with an al- 
most infinite number of dukes, counts, 


of kings In the time of Abraham, but 
the context plainly shows they were 
merely chiefs of trihes; while Abra- 
ham was a patriarch, or head of a clan. 

At thie time, says Rawlinson, "it 
is aupposed that the earliest of the 
Asiatic states sprang up at the head of 
the Persian gulf. The form of gov- 
ernment is always a monarchy; the 
monarchy is always hereditary, and 
the monarch is always a despot, hay- 
ing ahsolote power ovor the lives, libor- 
ties and property of his subjecta. The 
reader of the Brhls will note thia testi- 
mony 18 exactly coincident with the 
sacred record which shows that Abas- 
neras doomed every Jew in bia king- 
dom to deatb on the request of a court- 
ier; and Nebucbadnezzer at once pro- 
poacd to kill his wise men when they 
failed to tell him a dream wbicb he 
had forgotten. 

For the history of the Jews we have 
the Bible account: from Abraham to 
Exodua, patriarchs; from Exodus to 
Saul, judges; from Saul to the captiv- 
ity, kings; from the captivity to Titus 
Vespasian, captivities and returns, re- 
bellions and dispersals, This ie tbe 
governmental course of that wonderful 
race for two thousand years, during 
which time they passed from a moun- 
tsin herdeman to 3,000,000 slaves in 
the brick kilns of Egypt: from the 
deptha of their degradatiou a nation 
5,000, 000 strong, stretching with their 
vineyards and olives from the Euphra- 
tes to the Mediterranian, and from the 
cadars of Lebanon to tba Nile and the 
Arabian gulf; from tbe glories of that 
day to a remnant seattersd and peeled, 
s monument more during than brass to 
thetruth of tbe saying that the nation 
or people which will not ssrve God 
shall perieb. 

Respecting other nations we know 
hut little; hut, little as It is, we know 
enough, Herodotus, tbe father of pro- 
fane history esme to his work about 
four hundred snd fifty years before 
Christ, and tbe great nations which 
lived and died hefore his time leaye 
us hut acanty and unreliable records. 
One thing however is evident from the 
glimpses which we obtain, tho people 
gronnd in the mills of degradation, 


electors and lords of ons sort and an- 
other fairly swarmed on the poor land, 
while an increasing army of lazy monks, 
like the locusts of Egypt, were devour- 
ing what the bailstones of monarchical 
rule had left. 

Education had heen shut up in the 
cells of these same monks ond left to 
starve. Kings and princes were unable 
toread or write, and a darkness which 
might he felt rested over all; while ig- 
norance and despotism, twine the world 
over, ruled the people with a rod ofi 
iron, It seemed tbat the horse-leech 
had another daughter which cried per- 
sistently, “Givel Give!" Priests got 
money of the people for pardoning 
their sins; for keeping their children 
out of hell hy baptism; for getting 
their frienda out of purgatory; and 
finally hegan to sell permission to sin. 
Thia was the end. Tbe licentious, 
selfish cowards who managed tbat ec- 
clesiastical macbine for making money , 
could go nofurtber. The long laoe 
had reached its turn. John Huss and 
Jerome of Prague preached against 
tbese indulgences, usa waa sum-| 
moned to Rome. He did not go. He) 
received a summons for the Council of 
Constance; sod under a safe-conduct 
from the Emperor Sigiemund, went. 
At this Council were assembled ahout 
5000 officers of tbe Romish Cburch, 
who condemned him to tbe stake and 
burned bis body to ashas, July stb, 
1415, for protesting against tha yices 
of tbe clergy aod the sale nf indulgen- 
cea. 


This opened the reformation in Bo- 
bemia. Let us look a little farther at 
these scenes, my friends, perhaps we 
may he led to value our liberties more 
highly when weseo what tbey cost.

Tbe difference hetween tbe govern- 
mente of Europe and that of the Unit- 
ed States is, that there every existing 
government was, and most are still, es- 
tablished and susteiued by forca or 
fraud; while here our polity was set- 
Wed hy the consent of the majority; a 
majority who had suffered in their per- 
sons or relatives from despotism in the 
state and church, and who wished to 
guard against them both. 

Tho complete difference between 
the two sorts of government was very 
neatly stated in the debato on the Con- 
atitution. While the clause harring 
the prohibition of ths slave trade was 
under consideration, Martyn of Mery- 
land exclaimed: “It is inconsistent 
with the principles of the revolution 
and dishonorahle to tbo American 
cbaracter to have sucb a provision in 
the coustitution," Jobn Rutladge an- 
swered "Religion and humanity have 
nothing to do with this question, In- 
terest alone is the governing principle 
of nations." 

So it was and is among European 
and Asiatic nations. England never 
bas done noris hkely to do an unselfish 
act. If itis cheaper to emancipate than 
enslave, sbe emancipates. If she makes 
more by the opium trade thau in 
other ways, China must take the trade 
or become an English colony. While 
irreligious Sepoys who object to Eng- 
lish stealing sre convinced of tbe er- 
ror of their ways hy being hlown from 
the mouths of cannon, 

The tbree great powere of continen- 
tal Europe have an average of more 
than a million of men under arma to- 
day, and tbough tbe wrongs of Poland 
cry to heaven; though the widowa of 


Sadowa and the orpbans of Sedan bave| entertainments of ahallow brained, cru- 


neither dried their teara nor laid aside 
tbe garments of despair, there will he 
another war whenever the interests,| 
not of the people, but of tbe nobility 
demand it. Even now tbe Russian 
army of one million two hundred 
thousand men is mohilized, and ao:

East, 

Tho institutions establisbed by our 
fathers were tbs resultant of two forcea, 
acting in opposite directions with une- 
qual power. The stronger force was 
the Pilgrim movement which taught 
that religion and bumanity had cvery 
thing to do with government The 
weaker force was the slave movement 
which taught that iuterestalone sbould. 
govern nations. These two contrary 
orecs continued to act after the adopt- 
iou of the constitution, as before, until 
Puritsn and Cavilier met in '01 to 
'05, and Cavilier went down, Went 
down, not becauss he was lees hrave, 
not hecause hs bad poorer arme, not 
hecause be had disadvantage in position, 
but because the North was right and 
ths South was wrong. 

England bas a revenue of four hun- 
dred and twenty-three millions of dol- 
Jars. Her farm laborers work for 
three dollars and a half per weck board- 
ing themselves, while her paupers cry 
for hread. Germany has two bundred 
and thirty millions, and ber oppressed 
people flock bither hy tbe thousand; 
while Spain with one-tenth the surface 


Aristides, nor the philosopby of Socrates, 
nor the armiee which marched out from 
the marble walls cf Atbens could save 
her from the oppressor’s fate. Wesbould 
not forget that when Cicero was diecours- 
ing of friendship, Regulus denouncing 
the slimy hlood which crept through 
Carthagenian veins, nnd ‘Tacitus telling 
the history of the Jews, the island of the 
Tiber where old slaves were left to 
die was white witb human hones, and 
|the catacomhs grew populous witb 
tombs, 

When we see the bundred brazen 
gates of Babylon clanging behind an 
army of a million men, and think of 
the ruins where jackals howl andsatyrs 
danca; when we loek at Atbene, once 
the bome of Science, Art and Gratory, 
dishonored and discrowned; when we 
think thatin spite of Hannibal Cartbage 
bas faded to a name, while Rome hae 
none so poor to do her reverence; we 
ought to learn that neither the art 
which turns tho stone of Paros to liv- 
ing forms, nor tbat whicb esuses all 
Greece to cry, ‘Let's go fight Pbilip, 
nor that which hangs the dome of St. 
Peter's up where its glittering oross 
shines with henediction on tbe lattice 
of tha Italian maiden on the far of 
bills;—we ought I say to learn that 
neitber poeta nor historians, orators nor: 
artists, arsenels nor armies can mske a 
people self-governing. 

Permit ma to repeat—ihe American 
Movement is a religious movement, 
It was not an endeavor to frea men 
from governmental tyranny in secular 
affairs, but aa attempt to free ths souls 
of men from the chains which priests 
bad prepared and used for centuries 
unhindered. No man living can point 
to a fact which sbowa any disposition 
on the part of the American people to 
cast off the control of the old world, 
[until the love of religious freedom 
| whicb they had, chastened hy affliction, 
strengtbened hy exercise, and stimu- 
leted by unbearable oppression, roused 
in them tbat determination to he free 
politically, which was tha efficient, 
cause of our national existence, 

What then were the founders of the 
republic? Men wbo were disgusted 
witb the despotism of state religion; 
who appealed directly to the Bible; 


asks tbeir support, the good man to 
their reason or intelligence, They 
have little of the former and none of 
the latter, and the bad msn will get 
the vote in ning cases ont of ten, 

Think of this terrible illiteracy and 
it is not at all wonderful that the deht 
of the southern states has increased 
sincs 1865, $215,000,000, or that 
there are two etstes with two govern- 
ments and no represontetion in Con- 
gress, When John Morrisey can sit in 
the Congress of the United Ststea, as 
he has once and can again whenever 
he wishes; when one-eighth the voting 
population of tbe country can neither 
read nor write; and men like them 
land on our sbores every dey; it is 
time to inquire whether any intelli- 
gence is necessary in order that a free- 
man may properly meet his responsi- 
hilities or not. 

I do not by any means confound 
natural intelligence and education, hut 
simply affirm what is patent to all: 
that one who ia intelligent in tbis 
country does, or will immdiately, know 
how to resd and write, 

Anotber danger to wbiob we are es- 
pectslly ex posed is that of intemperance, 
It requires no argument to show tbat 
when a majority of tbe poople become 
addicted to tbe use of intoxicating 
drinks we must have a despot or 
anarchy. Last year tbe two items of 
liquor and tobacco paid tbe treasury of 
tbe United States $87,020,495. 
Counting the tax paid as one twenty- 
fifth the cost to the men who use tbis 
liquor its annual cost is over two billions 
of dollars, without mentioning tbe jails 
end officers required to take care of the 
nrmy of drunkards, who throng our 
cities every day from January to 
December. 

Gf course we cannot realize what 
this sum of money is, but it may help 
us if we'rememher that two hillion 
dollars in 1000-dollar billa, laid end to 
end, would make & row of bills moro 
than one hundred and ninety miles 
long. At the same time when we pay 
two billions for liquor and tobacco wa 
pay only fifty-eight million dollars for 
the entire publio school system of the 
country. Now if a msn should de- 
liberately say to me, tbat he believed 
tbis nation could maintain its present 
institutions and continue to pay four 
dollars for liquor and cigars where it 
pays one for education, | sbould not 
charge him witb falsehood, hut would 
be very much interested to know the 
weight of this brain. 

Anotber danger which tbreatens our 
nation is the Catholic church. As 
one after anotber its European defences 
fall, it comes with muffled ateps to our 
shores Not long since Archhiehop 
Spalding sailed for Rome, and ashe 
passed Ft McHenry a salute waa fired 
and the hand played a lively tune, 
Tbis seems a small matter perhaps; 
could thay have done more if he had 
been an officer of the stete ohurch! In 
Rome tbe tbeatre plays for weeks to- 
getber pieces in which tha Inquisition 
ia exposed ta tbe outer world; in New 
York a play on the works of the Jesuits 
is suppressed hy tbe Rome-ridden 
officials, and in tbat same city, property 
wortb more tban a million of dollars is 
held by the Catholice at an annual 
rental of one dollar. 

Let it he remembered that the hande 
of this churoh are red witb tbe blood 
of 50,000,000 martyrs; tbat it is 
the sworn enemy of education of any 
sort, and only educatee here to save its 
children from the heretica. In Europe, 
as everyone knows, after ten solid cen- 
turies of Catholic supremacy there was 
not a free school from one end of tbe 


and when a religious rite was command- 
ed, said, Where ia it written; when 
rohes were given them to wear, said, 
Where does the Master require them; 
when holy days and festivala were re- 
quired as religious observances, asid, 
Away with them. 

They were not ignorant fanatics. 
They knew tbat the great orcus at 
Rome holding 300,000 psrsons was. 
crowded with shouting spectators 
while the Romans were a raca of slaves 
n spirit, and were losing each day 
what sturdy manhood they once pos- 
sessed, They knew that a people must. 
he thougbtful who would safely steer 
between the Scylla of despotism and the 
Charybdis of Anarchy. Hence they 
were grave and thoughtful men, Men 
who had no taste for the hull fights of! 
Spain, the gorgeous churchesof wealthy, 
soulless corporations, or tbe courtly 


el-hearted princes. They rejected in 
religion everything not believed to he 
commanded by God, and when tbey 
formed tbeir communities here they were 
careful to exclude from tbeir civil and 
social arrangements, those methods of 
dress in church and state, those titles, 
and in general those thiogs which had 
been the companions of the despotisms 
from which they fled. 


These things heing admitted, it is of 
course plain that our country cannot 
contmue free unless tbese principles 
which only render a people free sre 
carefully preserved. 

In order then that we may see clear- 
ly our duty as citizens, let us look for 
a single moment at some of tbe influ- 
ences at work in our country which are 
inconsistent witb its permanent exist- 
ence. 

The first one whicb claims our atten- 
tion is popular ignorance, By the last 
census tbere are in the United States 
1,554,931 men, twenty-one years old, 
who ara uuable to read or write. Tbe 
popular majority in s Presidential elec- 
tion is rarely over three bundred 
tbousand, so that if these illiterates 
were properly distributed they sre five 
times more numerous than they need 
he in order to control abeolutely the 
national election, Then in Toca slags 
tions they cast one-eighth of the entire 
vote of the country; and, of courae, are 
more likely hy far to vote for a had) 


man than à good one, because the had

See the attack on the public schools 
in Cincinnati and New York. Watcb 
the Jesuit descent on tbe freedman.

‘The religious press is speaking clear- 
ly on the disgraceful ond alarming vio- 
lation of the Sahhath, hy the late Con- 
gress, before its adjournment, Grati- 
fying as these utterances are, it is la- 
mentable to see with what indifference 
this astounding fact has been receivad 
hy the Americen people.

‘To the religious papers, it 
furnishes matter for a single item, and 
is not likely to oscur again, This ep- 
parent insensibility is to be traced part- 
ly to the declining sensitiveness of many 
Christian people, on the subject of|

bath nor any other institution ol relig- 
ion has any sacredness. But promi- 
nent among the forces whieh have con- 
tributed to thie sad result must be 

jcounted the Constitution of the United 
| Statee. The Congress, in its capacity 
as a public hody, is under no law ex-| 
cept the Constitution, The Constitu- 
tion does not, even by implication, for- 
hid the transection of public business 
hy any department of the Government 
on the Snbhath, —"lhese Congressmen 
can all say to their constituents, tt We 
have violated no instructions, and 
transgressed no rule prescrihed to us 
by the nation." The people of the 
United States have made no provision 
againet acts in violation of Christian 
morality, hy the Government which 
they havo set up. God aays “When 
thy king sitteth on the throne of his 
kingdom, he shall write him a copy of 
this law in a hook, aud he shall reed 
therein all the days of his hfe, that. 
he may learn to fear the Lord his God,| 
tokeep allthe words of tbis lew and 
theee statutes, to do them.” The in- 
junction ie addressed to the nation, 
which is to require this of her rulers. 
‘This nation has uot put that luw into 
the hands of her rulers, nor impliedly, 
referred them toit. And the absence: 
of anysuch intimation, in the funde- 
mental law of the nation reacts power- 
fully to desden the populer conscienca 
in reference to the sins of the Govera- 
ment. 

The neceesity for a Religious Amend- 
ment to the Constitution, and for that 
thorough end faithful discussion of mor- 
altruths before the people, hy which 
alone the Amendment can he secured, 
ie becoming too plain to he ignored by 
Christians. Nomen who isnot wholly 

| irreligious, would be eatisfed with the 
| Constitution, if it explicitly permitted 
| the treneaction of public husinese on 
| the Lord's day. The legal effact of its) 
silence is now equivalent to an express 
permission, A few years ago, the sug. 
gestion of a Sahhath session of the 
American Congrese, would have heen 
scouted as improbable. It has secured 
for the second time,and a few more 
such precedents will establish it as 
aprinciple of American Common law, 
that the Sahbath is not a day * retired 
from public business." How long. 
then, will travel, traffic and pleasure, 
euhmit to restrictions which are not| 
regarded hy the highest departmenta of 
the Government, —C'ristion States- 
man.

Temperance in France. 


The “Journal of Temperance” is 
the organ of a temperance association 
recently organised in Paris. Ita intro- 
ductory article is from the pen of Dr. 
Lunier, the originator of the move- 
ment. He defines its position to he, 
not of total abstinence as with the 
temperance societies of the United 
States and Great Britian, hut as allow- 
ing the moderate use of tbe milder in- 
toxicants, To those who have given 
attention to the subject in this coun- 
try, the difficulty of meking headway 
against inebriety upon that hasia will ba 
apparent, Dr. Lunjer end his associ- 
ates judging from the article to which 
we refer, are both sincere and in ear- 
nest todo something for the repres- 
sion of the prevalent intemperance in 
France. We doubt not thet their ex 
perence will presently lead them to the| 
more philosophical vantage ground of 
total shstinence, Meaowhile we wel- 
come their movement, and extend to 
them a hearty greeting, as having taken 
a timely otep forward in the right di- 
rection, The urgent need of their 
efforts will be seen from the following 
extract, which we quote from the ar- 
ticle in question: 

“During the last thirty yeers, the 
increased use of alcoholic liquors, and 
the fetal consequences thereof, have 
assumed in France an alarming charac- 
ter. The coneumption of alcohol, w hich 
in 1820 wse 350,000 hectolites, had 
risen to 585,000 in 1850, and to 978, 
000 in 1869, and including the quan- 
tity which escaped the payment o 
duty. This inerease, which must he 
attrihuted chiefly to the increased man- 
ufscture of alcohol from beet-root and 
from corn, has hed some most disas- 
trous consequences. From 1849 to 
1869, the annual number of accidental 
deaths consequent on the excassive use 
of alcohol has risen from 324 to 357; 
thoee from suicide, due to the same 
cause, have inereesed from 240 to 664, 
Crimes against persons, committed un- 
der the influence of drunkenneas, have 
augmented in the same proportion. 
The inorease in the casca' of insanity 
arising from the use of alcohol has 
during twenty yeara, constantly follow- 
ed the increase in the consumption of] 
spirituous liquors. This is notably the 
case in ‘the departments where grain 
or beet-root alcohol is chiefly consum- 
ed. In many of these distriote it has 
attained the alerming proportions of 
from twenty-five to forty per cent."— 
Nat. Temp. Advocote.

fined that it is no had rule to preach 
up the necessity, in euch instances, 
of a little violence done to the feolings, 
and efforts made in defiance of strict 
and sober caloulations.— Ez.

Curent Aotion on Masonry ann 
Kisoreo Evits.—The resolution which 
will be found iu the miuutes was drawn 
up hy Mr. Arnold, and presented 
throngh the Business committee, It 
did not pase unanimously, and our ex- 
cellent fricud, Isaac Preston, Esq., of 
Lokport, exclaimed after voting 
against it, “Tam not hound by that 
resolntion;” which, of course was true. 
The Nutional Association has no manda- 
tory or compulsory power, and its re- 
solves have just the force of the reasons 
on which they rest. The Cynosure 
approved of the resolution, and will sus- 
tain it. Its doctrine is, that lodge-go- 
ing Freemasons who are members of 
churches, who will not refrain, aft r 
affectionate labor, *'should be dealt 
with as for other immoralities." Some 
of the hicthren insisted that Freema- 
sons alreaily in churches, having been 
received without objection, should not 
be subjected to an ez. post fucto process 
mid expelled. because they 
Masons when received. But this view 
of the case is defective. 'Thoy are not 
to be disciplined because they are Ma- 
sona, but because they continue to 
practice Masonry, And if helping to 
deceive young men into the lodges, and 
swearing them to have their throats 
cut ifthey disobey their by-laws, is not 
immorality, there is none. We ecarce- 
ly need add that the Aurora Associn- 
tion, refusing to license ene Freemason 
because he adhered; and licensing an- 
other because he had withdrawn from 
Musonry; and the Triennial Convention 
of April Iset, representing the Congre- 
gational churches of eight states, fom 
Minnesota to Kansas, refusing afd to 
theological stndents hecause Freema- 
sons, surely stand abreast with our Na- 
tional Association in its doctrine of

Our National Association has added 
another to ite years. The anniversary 
ofits nativity was this year passed 
amid the hospitable people of Mon- 
mouth, the educational center of the 
United Presbyterian church in the 
Northwest. ‘The lecation is in a choice 
farming district, accessible from every 
direction by railroud, being at the junc- 
tion of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy with Rockford, Rock Island 
and St, Louis ronds, Its 6000 people 
support eleven churches, three of them 
United Presbyteri. Although those 
in sympathy with the Convention were 


chiefly from this denomination, yeti 


many from other churches were heart] 
and hand with it. Among these was. 
the chairman of the local committee of 
arrangements, who, with the secretary 
and another member, was full of labors 
for the entertainment of delegntes and 
providing for the various necessities of| 
tho meeting. Monmouth College, now 
under the presilency of Dr. D. A. 
Wallace, has since 1856 contributed to. 
the esthetic culture of the peeple, and 
this year adds to their community a

the two offices were separated by an alley about twelve feet 
wide. A family of ten persons oceupied the lower pi 
one of the buildings, and Millers assistants, six in n 
alwayssleptin the upper rooms, Ou the night of Sundny the 
loth of September, 1826, the inhubitants of the village were 
alarmed by the ery of fire, which proceeded fom these 
oflices, but wis soon extinguished. The fire wns first di 
covered by bright flames bursting from under the outside 
stairwuys lrading into the printing-olliees. On examination 
it was evident that the uttempt had been male with very 
minute prepnratioi Remuins of straw, and cotton hulls 
saturated with spirits of turpentine wero fonnd under i 
slairs; a short brush was found, wh had evidently. 
dipped in turpentine; and the sidings of the honses wi 
smeared with that liquid. A short distance from the buill- 
ing a dark lantern was found. t will be manifest ta ever 
person, who sces the situation of the offices, and mljac 
buildings, that if the fire hud gotten mnch heudwuy, a con- 
desirable portion of the village wonld huve been consume. 
In March, 1827, the Committee, on the allidavit of John 
Mann, (to which the reader Ins been referred) ohtained a 
wnrrapt for the opprebension of Richard Huward, as the 
incendiary, and despatcbed a messenger to Bullulu fur the 
purpose of arresting him. That no step should he taken with- 
out due caution, they requested n friend in Butiulo ty exumine 
into the affair, umil instructed him that if satisfurtory proof 
existed thut Iloward was at Buffalo on Morduy mor 
early, engaged in his usual ocenpalions, he was mitliirized 
to withbold the precept. The friend to whom they bal 
writteo chose to callin to his aid four others, who, after 
much reflection, say they ” felt it to be right to ndvise the 
officers not to arrest Howard, und had taken their nieasuris 
with such prudence, as they thought would prevent alt 
knowledge of the complaint from coming to his eurs—thut 
they had felt the more confidence in that canrse, froi the 
belief that Howard would not leave the place, hut would be 
found to answer the eharge, if su should therenfter 
be produced as should warrant the pursuit or criminal pr» 
ceedings agninst him." A few days nfter reeciving the letter 
of these gentlemen, the committee uhtaixed satisfactory proof 
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that about the time the attempt was made Howard had been

Opening Speech Before the National Oon- 
vention at Monmouth, May 
14, 1873. 


BY J. BLANOBARO, PAESIDENT OF WHEA- 
TON ONLLEOE, 


Fellow Citizens, Ladies and Gentle- 
men,—We ars met tn consider the se- 
cret © orders” spread throughout our 
land and world; moie especially those 
in our own country; and, particulnrly, 
Freemasonry, their modern mother 
and type. A separate consideration of 
each is unnecessary. The author ol 
the "Philosopbical Histnry of Freema- 
sonry" properly observes, that "a die- 
cusaton nf one, is e discnasion of every 
one, fashioned after the same ides." 

Tbe statistics which crep into the 
public prints from the veiled recesses 
of the lodge, are fragmentery end im- 
perfect. ut we have enough toin- 
form us that there nre something over 
half u million Freemasons, or about one 
sixteenth of the voters of the United 
States. As were the slavehollers, 
they are a small minority of our popu- 
lation, But their rivels, copyists, aud 
imitating '‘ orders" are much more nu- 
merous Lodges, chapters, encamp- 
ments, councils, army posts, centers, 
divisions, yranges; like clouds of invie- 
ihle insects, to which some philoso- 
phers attribute epidemic disenses, they 
light on every popular virtue, indus- 
try, and reform, until there seems to be 
dunger that no “ order" of Ameriean 
ns will be left. 

For, notwitnetanding they nre a 
meuger minority as yet in the rural 
districts, in our towns aud cities, 
where ure the caucusses which really 
rule the country, one out of every 
three or four voters is a Freemason. 
They form a hrotherhood not hased, 
like tbat of Christ, on regeneration and 
love, hut on oaths, interest and int'mi- 
dation, They have sworn fealty to an 
© order,” whieh, by affiliation, reaches 
beyond their country; they nwe anoth- 
er allegiance tbun tbat due the United 
States, and practice otber religious cer- 
emonies than those instituted by Christ. 
The lodges are thus absorbing into 
themselves the strength and vitality of 
our institutions, states, counties, towns, 
churches, and families even; leaving 
them like eggs sucked by vermiu, noth- 
ing but hcllow forme. 

We have, too, an inkling of their 
revenues, which are almost fabulously 
vast, and paid punctually, as. gamblers 
pay their debts of honor. We know, 
too, that tboussnds of good men who 
are members, inwardly loathe the 
ledges; concern themselves little with 
their affairs; and so leave these vast 
funds to be appropriated or employed 
hy the unscrupuloua men of leisure 
who make Masonry tbeir trade, 

in short, we know enough of these 
orders to condemn them without enter- 
ing their dark halls, bowing in their 
idolatries, ortuking their oaths. ‘Their 
published rituals give their self- project- 
ed worships; their digests contain their 
their constitutions and laws; tbeir cy- 
clopedias give their histories; . nd their 
lexicons explam their terms. Thus, 
though their frivolous and oft-revealed 
secrets hud never been published, there 
is enougliin their own hooks, to con- 
vince every reflecting American that 
the lodges contain the seeds of our cer- 
tain naional and social destruction: 
that * they please not God and are con- 
trary tu nll men’! 

And yet, such as we describe them, 
there were 150 sucb lodges in Chicago 
before the fire; forty-six in Milwaukee; 
ninety-six in Cincinnati; and about in 
like proportmn throughout the cities 
nnd lurge towns of cbe Union, And 
yet, with an effrontry heyond that of 
the harlot, who is their Seriptural em- 
bleu and type, they tell us tlie lodge 
vouguns 'wothimg against our politics 
or our rel i” while such a lodge 
stands oniside and works inside of ev- 
ery Conrt-house, Leyiclative Hall, and 
church of Christ between the oceans, 
the Canadas, and the Gulf! 

And, itis true, that Masons do not 
como out manfully, and form political 
parties of their own, or openly oppose 
those formed by others, They jom all 
parties, because they mean to control 
all, by clecting Musons to govern each. 
They intend: to seize the kingdoms of 
the whole world and the glory of them,

Masonic hooks know that at thet time 
and place, viz: at the Apple-tree lav- 
ern, Covent Garden, London, in the 
month of February, 1717, four decay- 
ed lodges of working Mesones got to- 
gether, and formed whet was till 
then unknown on esrth—a Masonic 
Grand Lodge. And we are told hy 
Chase, (Dig. Mas. Law, p. 15.) that 
** From the Grand Lodge of England, 
nrihe Grand Lodge of Scotland, all 
other existing Grand Lodges derive 
theii origin—most of them from the 
former." And the same Masonic au- 
thority Chase, gives the names of fifty 
nations and states of Europe end Amer- 
ica, which bad hought tbeir charters 
from the English Grand Lodge! 

The unseeu world and its inhabitants 
sre veiled, We know them only asi 
reveeled tous. Butif there be, as tlie] 
Scriptures tell us, evil spirits above 
and abont us who concern themselves 
in eurth's sffaire, corrupting, confound. 
ing aud *' mingling their hateful pres- 
ence” with the concerns of men toalien- 
ute us from God and goodness, surely 
iu no point of the history of buman 
disaster, could they have heen more 
setive than in the rise and diffusion of 
Apple-tree tuvern Grand Lodge! It

But hack of and before that Grand 
Lodge there were other materials be- 
side lodges of artisans to make it out 
of; and intbis respect, Masonic preteu- 
sious to antiquity are true, l'rom the 
altar of Cain to the Mormon temple 
men have practiced worships invented 
by men; worships which God notices) 
only to ablior, hut which the Cains of 
humanity cling to as substitutes for re- 
ligion? as burlotry is practiced by those 
who wish to avoid the responsibilities of 
marriage. 

At the time and before the starting 
of that Grand Lodge, the earth outside 
of Christendom was dotted all over with 
temples and psgodas, where these self- 
projected worships were practiced, 

very idol god, or his priest lad for him, 
(for the idol was nothing).had his lodge 
and bis initiation, his mysteries and his 
rites, A 

Bishop Warburton says: © Each ol 
the heathen gods, beside tbe worship 
paid to him in public, had a secret wor- 
ship to which none were admitted hut 
those who were prepared by previous 
ceremonies?" 

And the learned Macknigh! 
what these ceremonies of 
amounted to. Le quotaa from an old 
writer, Proclus, this: “In the most 
holy mystaries, before the scene nf tbe 
mystie visions, there is terror diffused 
into the minds of the initiated." Again 
he says: ° In the lesser mysteries, the 
person to be initiated, was, at bis en- 
trauce, filled with inexpressihle horror,” 
And again: "It seems the darkness 
was dispelled hy the sudden flashing 
of light.” (Macknight Pref.to Eph, p. 
314. 

e brief, those old, cunning priests 
gotup a set of clap-traps, contrivances 
and scenic arrangements, hy which 
they first terrified, tamed, manipulatad, 
and handled their dupes; then brought 
them to Tight; repeated to them come 
common-place moral precepts; hound 
them to tle order; and swore them to 
obey the authority and subserve tbe 
juterests of the clan. 

Such were the lodges of the old 
world. Tacitus (Histories B. V. c, iv.) 
denounces Moses and the Jews because 
they rejected these ntes. “Profana 
illie omnia quae apud nos sacra,” he 
says—They deem profane all rites 
which we regard as sacred. And 
Zozimus says that the Greek mysteries 
“were go extensive as to take in the 
whole of mankind." (Quoted by Mack- 
tight, p. 414.) Thus were tbe masses 
of the old world initiated, taxed, stul- 
tilicd and enslaved hy tbe cunning aud 
tnscrupulous few. Their temples 
were brothels; as many as two tbou- 
rand lost women were kept at Ephesus 
in the single temple of Diarn. Their 

riesis revelled in luxury, and their 
kings iu blood, andeuch wero the mor- 


al filth and sbominations of the lodges) 


that the better sort of heathe 
Socrates, always refused to he ini 
But, once in, honor and intimndation, 
superstition and self-interest kept the 
masses under submission and taxation, 
until society would break down under 
the weight of its corruptions; and revo- 
Intion brought resief.

‘The sprt 
that rules the lodge cares less for office 
than for homage. Gflice, if they can 
get it, but sway over mind they must 
haye—uleyiance—worship, to hind 
conscience by oaths and obligations, to 
put the soul on its knees hefore tbeir 
altars,—worship, wonsme, WGRSHIP 
is what thay want. And having filled 
a church or party witb its pecultur at- 
mospliere, to say that it infringes not 
on politics or religiou because it nnmi- 
nates no separate ticket, isas if thieves 
having Glled the house with chloroform 
should declare they do not interfere 
with ita inmates, hecause they do not 
take tbeir victima hy their thrusts. ‘Che 
American press and pulpit are to-day 
largely chloroformed by the lodge. 


Let us now verify and estublish 
these general snuements by special dis- 
cussion, 

The Freemasoury of the present day 
is Grand Lodge Masonry. ‘The Grund 
Lodge, of which there i5 to be but one 
m each political” jurtadiction, is the 
source and seat, and center of the pow- 
er of tho order, The first Grand 
Lodge, any Masonic Lexicon or Digest 
will tell you, was formed at the Apple- 
tree tavern in Loudun in 1717, one 
hundred and fifty-six yenre ngo. Be- 
fore that time, there were local lodges 
of working Masons, tredes-uniona of 
stone and bricklayers; but never till 
that year was there a Grand Lodge, 
Thnse, however. who are familiur with 


Now no man ol ordinary intelligence 


can give though hut a slight attention! 


to the seerct orders of the present day, 
without seeing their identity with the 
old. The solemn fools-play of the 
lodge; the strippiug blinding and be- 
fooling of the '* Entered Apprentice ;” 
tbe mock-murder of the Master Mason; 
the human skull in the fifth libation; 
osths, which John Quincy Adame well 
remarked, *' a common cannibal ought 
to he ashamed ofj' the human akele- 
ion contronting the candidate in Gdd- 
fellowsbip; the muskets levelled at his 
bieast in the mock ‘ Grand Army of 
tbe Republic;’—these all, and ten 
thousand more inventions, are but re- 
productions of the old tricks of priest 
aud king-craft to brow-heat, terrify and 
tame the initiate, and so fit him to be- 
come a sileut accomplice of active par.

Christ had come and preachel the 
gospel to the poor; and lol laborers 
read, and as Kossuth said, “even buyo- 
nets con think!" A mystic aristocracy 
which had corruptad the intolligent

Let us anelyze and 
examine it, Let us teke its description, 
wholly from Masonic hnoks; and see 
whetber it supporte the fearful ronclu- 
sions we heve formed concerning it.

Lodge? 

We ere told hy Chase, (Dig. 19.) 
That An American Grand Lodge is 
usually composed of its officers, elect 
and appointed, except the Grand "filer, 
its past Grand Masters, and Grand 
Wardens; and the masters and wer- 
dens of its suhordinate lodges, or their 
regularly eppointed proxies. Thet is, 
e Grand Lodge is cnmposed of Lodge- 
officers and past officers, grand and lo- 
col, and their proxies. Now let us see 
who nnd what these privileged officers 
and psst officers are, 
| Let us hegin with the master of a 
local lodge, We take his description, 
in the words of Mackey, from the chief. 

Lexicon of the order: “The power of a

Let us now examine the Constitu- 

tion of the Grand Lodge itself, eompos- 
ed, as it is, of memhers who have heen 
inured hy practice to the exercise of 
simple, unquestioned, absolute power, 
1 quote still from Mackey. (Lex. p.183.) 
1 The government of Grand Lodges is, 
therefore, completaly despotic. While 
a Grand Lodge exists, its edicts must he 
respected and oheyed without exemina- 
tion by ite subordinate lodges.” 

And when a local lodge Master is 
inaugurated he is required to give as- 
sent to the following: ™ You promise 
to pay homage to the Grand Master for 
the time being, and to his officers duly 
installed; and strictly to evnforn to‘ev- 
ery edet of theGrand Lodge" Thus,as 
in Jeeuitiem, every grade is a new de- 
gree cf elavery. The General of the 
order of Jesuits has noteompleter pow- 
er over that order, than the Grand Mas- 
ter of the State overall its locat lodges

In the year before the Morgan mur- 
der, (1825) a Masonio nretor, Brain- 
erd, gave, at Now London, in Con- 
necticut, a description of the order, et 
once so succinct, accurate and etartling, | 
that his neme and speech afterward 
hecame familiar to the American peo- 
ple. He asid:— 


” What is Masoury nowt IT IS POW- 
ERFUL lt comprises menof all ranks, 
wealth, office and talent, iu power and 
out of power, and thut in almost every 
place where power is of any Importance; 
and it comprises among other clisses of 
the community, to the lowest large 
numbers, active meu, united together, aud. 
capable of being directed by the cfforts of 
others, s0 as to have the force of ceimsnt 
through the civilized world. They are 
distributed too, with the means of know- 
ing each other, and thy means of keeping 
secret and the nieans of co-operating, in the 
Desk, in the Legislutivs Hall, on thel 
Bench, in every gathering of business, in 
every party of pleasure, in every cnlerprise| 
of governnient, in every doniestic elrcle, in 
peace and in war, among enemles avd 
friends, in oue place as well as in another! 
So powerful indeed is 


crimes ere giran to him as secrets, 
end he knnws them tn be such. And as 
the daggers of a secret order are 
more dreaded than decisions of .npen 
courts, he will keep his Masouio and 
disregard his civil oath. And as a 
man whn has two conflicting oaths in 
him cannot, if he would, be loyal to 
hoth, we hold adhereing Freemasons 
to be, as unnaturalized foreigners, unfit 
to sit as jurymen, vote, nr hnld oftice; 
and the more so heceuse their foreign 
empire hns its secret center in our midst. 
And as Freemasons join all parties witb 
the hope of controlling all, hy the sim- 
ple process of voting for lodge men in 
preference to nthers; we propose to 
vote for others in preference to lodge

Such was the instrument aud nrgan- 
ization of vengeance, despotism, and 
oppression which was formed in Lon- 
don in February and June, 1717; and 
called a Grand lodge of Masons! And 
we have such a machine of hnrror in. 
every state and territory of the United 
Stntes, and, I helieve, in every political 
jurisdiction in tbe whole world! And 
yet so effectually was thie ternble 
acheme concealed beneath glozing pre- 
tenses of religion and eharity, and 
coarse merriment and lying legends, 
and gaudy finery, and sounding titles, 
and cautious concealment, that the na- 
tions did not turn pale and tremble 
when this machine of mischief wes set 
up among them, and only when its 
power to punish its members with 
death has been indiscretely exercised 
have people taken alarm. And even 
then tbe alarm has been transient, and 
soon died away, while the secret mills 
have ground on, 

Such is a Graud Lodge of Musons-in 
its civil and less dangerous charactar 
and aspect. Inits origin, progress and 
present action, it is simple, absolute 
subjugstion and subjection of man to 
man. 1t is taxation without assigned 
limit, and punishinent without redress, 
and confiscation or rohbery without ap- 
peal. And auch a constitution as this, 
is put for administration into the hoods:

And when truth is fused and mixed 
with faleshood, the whnle compound 
is faleehood, The Christian who goca 
into the lodge, practices that compound, 
Freemasonry, and the whole of it. 
There is no true God on a level with | 
idols, nor inspired Scriptures on a 
level witb false. And the attempt to 
worship the true God in a lodge which 
excludes Christ, and puts the Bible on 
a level with false rovelationa, amid 
coarse jokes, snd stupid cercmonics, 
and mock-aolemn prayers, is not wor 
ship, hut insult. ^ 

For if there is one clear, unequivocal, 
explicit command in the word of God,

ed dead awaiting ths day nf judgement, 
or evil angels fallen, or hoth, do haunt

stripe haunt literal grog-shops; that

And if this Scripture tesehing he 
true, how unmitigatedly, how unutter- 
ahy horrible to the eyes of God is an 
idol temple nr a Masonic lodge! The 
fabled vultures whieh preyed on the 
liver of Prometheus; the furies imag- 
ined hy the fertile funcy of the Greeks; 
no serpents eharming the victims they 
mean to devour; no, no; notbing im- 
aginary or realin tho whole universe 
of God ean equal in simple horrible- 
ness, men, immortal men, worship- 
ing devils/—that fiend who temptad 
Christ; the legion who baunted the 
Gadarene, and made him “exceeding 
fieree ;” the creature that tore the lu- 
natic son; the seven that possessed the] 
Magdalene ; the one who ''grievously: 
vexed” the girl of Canaan, Why, we) 
bave but to group in one terrific fnm- 
ily the !'uuclean spirita" appearing and 
acting in the elmplo Seripture narra- 
tive, to see them manipulating with in- 


visihle fingers, influencing, swaying, 
mesmerizing a company of blinded! 
and belooled worshipers in 4 pagoda, 
or lodge; and we shall cease to wonder 
that an active Freemason eces nothing 
in bis order ’*contrary to Christianity. ' 
"The gnd of tnis world has blinded 
his mind;” snd his very power of 
veneration ie gradually turning to 
stone. He is enchanted hy the sorce- 
ries of the lodgo! 

But time and your patience would 
fail to enumerate, even, the proofs that 
these orders belong to the family of 
false religions, that they are substi- 
tutes for the atonement, and rivals of 
on nf Christ, Tbey blot out 
the Christian era by substituting an- 
other date for "the year of our Lord," 
They omit Christ from the creed at the 
door of the lodge, which is an omission 
of Christianity from all heyond. They 
eonstruct society in layers nf lower and 
upper degrees, like paganism, po- 
pery, priest-eraft and king-craft; and 
not in an equal hrotherbood like our, 
American Republic, anda New Testa- 
ment church. Tbey claim to teach 
the wholeduty of man without the Bi- 
hle; to regenerate man without the 
Holy Spirit, and send them to heaven 
without the blood of Christ. Each 
and all of these impious pretensions, 
are no part of their secrets, hut 
printed in their books, and published 
to the world. 

This open attempt to supercede, 
set aside, and substituta itself for the 
Christian religion gives elear and sub- 
atantial ground for excluding adhering 
Masons from Christian fellowship. But 
tbis is not all, nor the worst; the lodge 
burlesques, travesties, caricatures the 
religion ol Christ. 

The stripping of its candidates, rep- 
resents, they are told, "divesting the 
eoul of its vices.” The hoodwink 
means the hlindness of the sinner be- 
fore regeneration; leading him blind- 
fold, tripping and stumbling around 
the lodge, is compassing Mount Sinai, 
soul-troublea, or convietions of sin; 
tbe light made hy tollow or kerosene 
which duzzled the candidate's eyes 
when the blinder falls, represents the 
illumination of the Holy Ghost; and 
the clapping aud stamping of the lodge 
or shock of entrance," Dr. Muckey 
tells us represents "the throes of the 
new birth.” All these are in ordinary’ 
blue-lodge Masonry. Aud they are} 
crowned and completed hy the blas- 
phemous farce of the resurrection of 
Hiram Abuff, in which the lodge-mas- 
ter, wliether Cbristian or rowdy, per- 
sonutes Jeaus Christ, “the King of| 
Juduh," raising the dead by the "strong 
grip of the lion’s paw,” in allusion to 
the Saviour’s heing called "Phe lion off 
the tribe of Judah.” Aud when the 
candidate lias heen so raised, “We now 
behold man,” suye Sickles, “complete 
in morality and intelligence, with the 
atay of religion thrown in to Insure 
bim of the protection of the deity; nor 
can weconceive of anything that can 
be suggested more which the soul of 


| and sorrow, are fading away before 


those who _made him, in sport, the 
effigy ofe king, nnd then spit on bis 
persan, is outdone by this cool, diahol- 
ical, double-acting caricature of his re- 
ligion which is accepted by the shal- 
low in good earnest as *'good enough 
religion for them;' while the more 
penetrating turn infidel end despiso the 
caricature and its originai alike, 

Now, we propose to overthrow and 
destroy this disgusting and wicked sys- 
tem, by the simple process of explain- 
ing its nature to the people of the Unit- 
ed Statea And we are met on all 
hands hy conflicting and mutually des. 
tructive objections. Gne gravely ns- 
assurea us that we ure too late, the 
evil is too mighty and strongly intrench- 
ed to he assailed with hope. While 
others tell us that Freemasonry is too 
trifling and contemptible to he 'assailed 
etall. There is n gleam of truth in 
both these asseverations, The weak- 
ness of the lodge is shown hy ite fall 
before popular discussion after the mur- 
der of Morgau; its strongth, hy its re- 
turn to power when that discussion 
ceased, Then slavery a@forded it an 
asylum in our Southern States. Now, 
thanks he to God! there is wo slavery 
to shelterit. Then, too,in the ox- 
presaive cant phrase of the West, Mu- 
sonry ‘'possume:i,” feigned dead; and 
so was left to return to life, We have 
learned something by that experience. 

But tho fatal law in the Anti-mason- 
ry uf forty yesrs ayo was, thut being 
a popular furor over a murdered man 
its very violeneo preauged its exhaust- 
ion. Besides, the nature of Freema- 
sonry, as à false religion, was imper- 
fectly undorstood; and, as a conse.

Wausaw, N, Y., May 9, 1873. 
To the Monmouth Convention : 

Bnetanen:—Forty eight years ago, 
whena student at law in LeRoy, N. Y., 
I was persuaded by n fellow student to 
join the Freemasons. I submitted to 
the hnmiliating ceremonies of initia 
tion, as they are correctly detailed in 
Morgan's book, and took the extra-ju- 
dicial and profane oaths of the first 
three degrees. 

This was a short time before Morgan 
was ahducted and murdered for reveal- 
ing the secrets of Masonry, but just long 
enough before to afford me certyin 
knowledge that his revelations were 
perfectly aud literally true and correct. 
I knew Morgan personally, and was well 
acquainted with David C. Miller, his 
publisher, whose office was at on fire; 
and who was himself abducted by a 
moh of Masons armed with clube 
{known as tho Hoop-pole Band), be- 
cause he was a Mason, and was tben 
publishiog Morgun’s book. Miller was 
hurried over the asme route over which 
Murgan had been carried, as tar as Le-

torney of Genesee, rode with great 
speed, from Batavia to LeRoy, and 
placed in my hands as deputy sheriff, a 
a writ for the arrest of Johns, the Ma- 
sonic spy from Canada, who had he- 
trayed Miller nnd stolen one of the 
manuscripts of Morgan's book, and who| 
now beaded tli: mob of Masonic kid- 
nappera.

Mesers. Eurrors:—Noticing the arti-

After sermon the pastor announced, 
by authority of their Council, that cer- 
tain persons were excommunicated, and 
others suspended from the privileges of 
the congregation, He also made an 
appeal for donations in money and oth- 
er necessities for the orphans, ask-

to prevent the disclosure of the secrets of. Masunry, they 
seem to have been unwilling to sacrifice their limbs or lives 
in its service, At day-dawn they separated, and retreated 
from tho village without haying etfcoted hing, Purt of 
them re-assembled at Gunson’s hous Stafford, where 
Sawyer was branded as a coward for not elleeting the objeot 
for whieh ho had started. 

Miller occupied, as. printing offices, the second story of 
two wooden buildings in the compaet part of tho village of 
Bataviu, nearly all of which consists o wuodon buildings— 
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ths two offices were separated hy an alley about twelve feet 
wide, A family of ten persons ocenpied tbe lower part of 
one of the buildings, and Miller's assistants, six in number, 
always sleptin the upperrooms, On the mght of Sunduy the 
10th of September, 1826, the inhabitants ot tho village were 
alarmed by tbe cry of fire, whioh procveded from these 
offices, but was soon extinguished, The tire wus first dis- 
eovered by bright flames ia g from under tho outside 
stairwuys leading into the printing-oilices. On examination 
it was evident that tbe attempt hud hecn made with very 
minute reparations. Remains of straw, and cotton balla 
Brei with spirits of turpentiae were. found under the 
stairs; a short hrusb was found, which had evidently been 
dipped in turpentine; und the stdin, 
smeared with that liquid. A short distance from the build- 
inga dark lantern was found. Lt will be manifest to every 
erson, who sees the situation of the offices, and ailjacent 
i ildmgs, that if the fire hud gottea innch headwuy, a con- 
desirable portion of the villugo would have been consumed, 
In March, 1827, the Committee, ou the aífiduvit of Jobn 
Mann, (to which the reader hus been roferred) obtained a 
warrant for the apprehension of Richard Hownrd, us tbe 
iacendiury, and desputched u messenger to Buffalo for the 
purpose of arresting him, ‘That no step should he taken with- 
out due caution, they requested u friend in Buffalo to examine 
into the affair, and instructed him thut if sutisfactory proof 
existed thut Iownrd was at Buffalo on Monduy morning, 
early, engaged in. his usual occupntions, he was authorized 
to withbold the precept. The friend to whom they had 
written chose to callin to his aid four others, who, after 
much reflection, say they ''felt it to he right to advise the 
officers not to arrest Howard, and hud taken their measures 
with such prudence, ns they tbonght would prevent all 
knowledge of the complaint from coming to his cars—that 
they had felt the more confidence in that course, from the 
belief that Howard would not leave the place, but would he 
found to answer the charge, if such proof should thereafter 
be produced as should warrant the pursuit of criminal pro- 
ceedings against him." A few dnys after receiving the letter 
of these gentlemen, the committee obtained satisfuctory proof 
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that about the time the attempt wes made Toward had been 
at Batuvia, in secret consultation. with a member of the fra- 
ternity, A second officer was despatehed with y 
directions to arrest him for examination. But the officer, on 
his arrival at Buffalo, was informed by oae of the gentle- 
meu whe had written the letter, that the night after tts date — 
(March 9th.) Howard had abseonded, thongh they could not 
ascertaiu by what means he had been alarmed, Ho has 
neyer since been heard of by any member of the com- 
mittee. The secrecy and celerity of his departure —the 
Active part be took in the conspiracy—and the fücts detailed 
in the second affidavit of John Mann—will leave nut much 
doubt on the minds of the readers. that he feared uu arrest 
on a much higher charge than that of attempting to set fire 
to the printing. offices of Miller, as the follawiug depositions 
wil show:

per, ash heaps, or old tin pans—hous- 
es quite respectahle with here and there 
a shutter with one hinge doing douhle 
duty, or broken window, through which 
blossoms the remnants of some old hed- 
quit not unlike Joseph's coat. Yes, 
step higher; take our civilization with 
the legitimate fruits of its selfishness, 
its impoliteness its pride and practical- 
ity and how much superior ig Ameri- 
can esthetic taste to American mor- 
ality? Here, as elsewhere, there ap- 
pears, in this respect, a similarity of. 
ratios, 

Our theme may be made one of 
thoughtful interest, — ** While the ohb- 
Jects of the material world" says Alli- 
son, ‘are made to attract our infant 
eyes, there are latent ties hy which 
they reach our hearts, and wherever 
they afford us delight they are always 
the signs or expressions of higher qual- 
ities by which our moral sensibilities 
are called forth," Reason and experi- 
ence readily tell us this, All that is 
lovely in nature and art affects the ma- 
terial world without; hut to those who 
forget it not hut drink deep of it, it 
reacts and affects more the character, 
the soul within, You bave heard of 
and perhaps seen, spots exceeding fair 
where the birds, weters. hlossoms end 
bending branches, the leaves gleaming 
in tbe sunshine or rustling in tbeshade, 
seemed calm, pure and holy influences— 
mysterious golden threade drawing the 
soul toward Ood! `- 


There are hut few who cennot testi- 
fy to the heavenly influence of music. 
Music! that brightens home, lights the 
eye of childhood, reatrains youth, 
sweetens love and comforts age. True 
music needs no encomium. That 
prompted by the heart—the love of it— 
and not because an art or fashionable 
accomplishment.

Nor will it do to invert the regular 
order and put the esthetic ahove the 
moral Make the gratification of the 
esthetical affections an end, and, as in 
egca past, Athenian culture will but 
precede Athenian effeminacy and vice, 
And there is danger, Edward Everett 
was once said to have delivered the 
most eloquent prayer ever addressed to 
a Boston audience. Such a cutting 
compliment would he harder to win now 
when the prayers of some populer 
preachers are becoming the most fas- 
cinating portion of the regular (call it 
not worsbip!) but Sabheth entertain- 
ment! 1 was told not long since of a 
church in New York in which 
esthetic taste was so delicats that 
not even pastore in that city and 
Brooklyn, called ‘great,’ could dispense 
the gospel to them with sufficient grace 
fulness of manner or elegance of dic- 
tion. Three years ago, in Ferwell 
Hall, Dr. Post, epeaking of such, said:

If the leading 
ministers had been faithful, the com. f| 
mon people would have heea true; hut 
the leadiug men in the ohuroh gener 
ally affiliated with the leading meu in| 
the state aud iu popnlar society. and in 
the thought of Salmou P, Chase. they 
resisted till God by his providence} 
forced them to assent to the truth; aod} 
they would huve reatsted until the 
present time, if Gad had not given snc- 
cess to his true children, and by the 
triumph of anti-slavery made it popu- 
lar, This wituess is true! 

I neological seminaries and con- 
veations of the prominent denomina- 
tions, {l aio sorry to suy) have beeu 
found the cunning and influential oppo- 
nents of cirurch reform.

8 congregation and declared that he 
bad never heard a word in the semi- 
nary ngainst the Masonic institution. 
If this witnessis true, the world will 
think, whatever the oy inion of profess- 
ing Christians may be, that this man 
was either a hypocrite before the Oen- 
eral Association, or ao apostate to his 
owu couvictions ia the seminary, If 
Masonry is what he had written it to he 
and yet he ignored it in the seminary 
before the young meo whom lis is pre- 
paring to preneb in our churches, there

Resolved, 1st. That we emphatically 
condemu all these ordera as wrong in 
principle and necessarily injurious in 
their operations. 

2, Thatitis as much the duty of| 
the church to prohibit the connection 
of her membera with these orders as to 
forbid their participation in systems of] 
rebellion and oppression. 

3. That in view of the advocacy of 
secret orders by influential papers, and 
even by respected Christian meo and 
ministers, we pledge ourselves to la- 
hor for the thorough agitation of the 
subject, believing that a clearer under- 
standing of their clinracter and iofluence 
will lead to the withdrawal of their 
most effective support.”

But for type-metal, monks 
would still be the book-makers of the 
world, And such books Not content 


with painfully copying tho tedious and 
prolix dissertations of tbs Fathers, the 


and the Athanasisn ereed, worae than 
the Goths, they expunged from parch- 
ment priceless remnants of the classio 
literature of Greece, to write thereon 
their mane and stupid sdumbrations 
on the infullibility of the Pope, the po- 
teucy of indulgences, and the miracu- 
lous virtue of relics and images. 

Our scienusts are discovering new 
metals constantly. By the aid of that 
wonderful inatrument, the solar spec- 
troscope, they have found in the sun 
metals not known to exist before, and, 
yet more wonderful, bave heen ena,, 
bled to predict the existence of a metal 
hot yet discovered, by the lines of the 
spectrum, just as Leverrier predicted 
the existenee of a great planet not yet. 
discovered, by perturbations in the 
oue well known. There ia no guessing 
where science may not lead when it 
makes us miners of the sun and metal- 
lurgiats of the planets. Possibly some 
new metal may be discovered which 
will yet vastly improve types and 
printing precesses. Possibly from the 
sun, the source of light, may yet come 
hints of a new agent which may illu- 
mine our darkened nature as it never 
yet has heen, and ninke the noonday of 
our civilization but as the dawn of that 
tadiant effulgence of tbe aftertime. 
Who knows? Quien sabe? 


Mennwhile we stick to antimony with 
reverence. It has gone on ai 
the annihilation of monks until it has 
well nigh extinguished the order; so 
tliat old, decrepit, monk ridden Spain, 
amid the ruins of her cloisters and her 
convents, holds up her head and is 
glad. Wheuever we benr of a new 
hook being put into the Index Ezpur- 
yatorius, of a newspaper being warned 
or suppressed hy imperial power, of 
schools being forbidden or closed, and 
achool-books burned, we cannot but 
say, in view of the past, '*A little more! 
antimony. ©, sbade of Basil Valen- 
tine, hestir thyself.” 

Antimony, which, for a long time, 
has been found in Hungary, Franca 
and Switzerland, has also been found 
in Lower California, It would have 
seemed most unfortunate if, in the 
| grent dominion of this vast country, 

not a particle of this much needed metal 
had existed. — [t is a great satisfaction 
|to know that we have had it all the 
|time though we did not know it; 
which, in fact, was the ease with many 
| other hlessings our Huguenot and Pu- 
ritan ancestors found, but not until they 
were driven to hunt for them, We 
huve the glorious assuraoce that we 
have enough antimony at home to kill 
all the monks, whether in religion, sci- 
ence or politics, which Italy, or the 
outside world, may ever send us; and 
the further, more glorious hope that 
among the new metals—itrium, thal- 
lium, iridium, or something else—there 
may be another agent nnd champion of 
religious and intellectual liberty whose 
prowesa and feats may be to those of 
antimony among the monke, as those 
of the full grown giant beside the fee- 
ble strivings of the immature boy.— 
Chicago Specimen..

2. To appoint J. Blanchard, 
J. L. Barlow and L. N. Strat. 
ton a special committee to act with 
this Natioaal Executive Committee “to, 
call a convention of citizens who sym- 
pathize with our views as to political 
action, at the earliest practicable mo- 
ment” for the purpose of revisiag or 
re-enacting our National platform; and 
if thought proper, nominating a Pres- 
identisl ticket. And 

Whereas, The co-operation of all per- 
sons interested ia this movement is the 
thing to be achieved. We recommend 
the publication in tbe Cynosure of the 
action taken at Monmoutb, together 
with our national platform; and that we 
request Messrs. J. L. Barlow and L.

We hold also to the following con- 
densed collation and synopsis of the va- 
rious platforms now hefore the American 
people, viz:

5. Protection and justice to Indi- 
ans, 

6, Protection to loyal citizens, wheth- 
erat home or abrond, ond amnesty 
to rehels when they cease to be such, 

7. Abohtion of the franking privi 
ilege and reduction of postage, aud 
eleetions of postmasters hy the peo- 
ple. 

8. Discouragement of land and other 
monopolies. 

9. And, baully, we demand for the 
American people tbe ubolition of Elec- 
toral colleges, and n direct vote for 
President and Vice-president of the 
United States.

Ritual of the Grange. 


OEREMONIES OF OPANING AND OLOaING 


The master after calling to order ad- 
dresses the overseer, wlio (probably 
out of courtesy) is called *' wortby." 
Tbis appendage hangs to all tbe official 
titles like brass jewelry tou fop. Tho 
master asks if all present are “correct.” 
The overseer sends the steward and he 
sends his assmtants who examine and 
report, The stewardis then nsked if 
the * gates” (tbe door of the room) are 
properly guarded, Being eatisfied the 
master then says tog; the chaplam: 
** Worthy ebsplaiu as lahorers, under 
the Great Master of tbe Universe, let 
us bow in prayer." That functionary 
tben addresses some imaginary being 
as follows: 

* Almighty Fatber, Maker of beaven 
and eartb and Giver of all good, we re- 
turn our beartfelt thanks to thee that. 
we are permitted again to meet euch 
other here for work in this glorious 
cause, Endow us with prudence and 
wisdom in our counsels ns a hody, tbat 
our work may be good an’ scceptable 
in thy sight, snd tbat our labors may 
be blessed with a liberal harvest; and 
when we are called to lay down our 
implements on earth, may we enter the: 
paradise not mide with hands eternal 
in the heayens, and receive. that wel- 
come plaudit, Well done, good anl 
faitbful servants, We beseech thee to. 
hless tbe officers of thie grange. and 
the lahorers therein; he with all con- 
neeted with the order from the bighest 
to the lowest degree; and grant it pros- 
penty. We ask allin tby holy name. 
(AH) "Amen." 

Hia spintual apprebensiou must be 
dull indeed who cannot see tbat the 
above was prepared by selfish and 
worldly minds, wholly unacquainted 
in experience aud instruction. with the 
letter and spirit of the Bihle, Such 
nee of the Scripture is natural to those 
who know it hy only mere hereeay- 
The parading of the greatness of the 
order * from the lowest to tbe bighest 
degree" is an appeal from base minds to 
some spirit having a far different char 
acter from God revesledin Christ.

Let us be quiet, peaceful 
citizens, Feed the hungry, help the 
fatherless aud the widows, and keep 
ourselves unspotted from the world."

The cundidate is sup- 
posed to reply "I am;" anil the obli- 
gution rs then given in the followmg 
forus:— In tbe presence of the Heav- 
euly Father aud these witnesses, I do 
hereby pledge my sacred honor thut | 
will never revenl any vf the sverets of 
this order or communicate tben or any 
part of them to any person in the 
world. unless 1 am sutistied hy strict 
test, or iu some legul manner, that thoy 
nre lawfully ontitled to receive them; 
tbat I will eon(orm to und ubide by the 
constitution rules nnd regulitions of 
the Nutionul Grange and of tho State 
Grange under whose jurisdiction I may 
at the time be, and of the subordinate 
Grange to which I muy be uttached; 
that Į will never propose for member- 
sbip iw tbe order, or sanction the ad- 
mittance of any one whom | may have 
reason to believe is an improper person, 
wor will | oppose the ndmission of any 
one solely on the grounds of à personal 
matter, l will recognize and answer 
all lawful signs given me hy a brother 
or sister of tbe order, aud will render 
them such ussistauce ns they muy be 
in need of, so far us lan uble umd the 
interest of my family will permit, f 
wil not, m any manucr whatever, 
knowingly wrong or deftaud a brother 
or sister of tho order, nor will I permit 
it to be done by another, if in my pow- 
cr to prevent it, Should I. knowingly 
or wilfully violate this pledge or auy 
partof it, 1unyoke on myself total expul- 
siva from the order without the possi- 
bility of rewistalment, wud to he forever 
disgraced among those whu were my

| After imposing this obligation the 

Master vf the gravge instructs the ini- 
tiute in the signals at the outer and in- 
ner gates—tbe password, the degree 
word, the sign of the degree and tbe 
calutation, slso the sign ot caution and 
Patron Generals’ sigu. The sign of tbe 
degree bears this interpretation, A 
good laborer places faith in God."

They received information, it is supposed, of the fuet that 
Miller knew of their intention, and hud prepared to defend 
the office with firearms, aud of course concluded that their 
project could mot be carried into effect withuut the ris! 
und prohahte loss of some of their lives; und however nuxious 
to prevent the disclosure of the srercts of Masonry, they 
seem to have heen unwilling to sacrifice their limbs or lives 
in its service. Atday-dawn they separated, and retreated 
Irom tho village without buving eltected nuythiuy. Part of 
them reassembled at Ganson’s house, in Stsfford, where 
Sawyer was branded us a coward for not effecting the object 
for which lie had atarted. 

Miller occupied, as printing offices, the second story of 
two wooden buildings in the compnet part of the village of 
Batavia, nearly all of which consists of wooden huildings— 
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the two offices were separated by an alley about twelve feet 
wide. A family of ten persons occupied the lower part of 
one of the buildings, and Miller's assistants, six in number, 
alwayasleptin the upperrooms, On the night of Sunday the 
10th of September, 1820, the inhabitants of tlie village were 
alarmed by the ery of fire, which proceeded from these 
offices, but was soon extinguished. 'Fhe fire was first dis- 
covered by bright flames Eres from under the outside 
stairways leading into the prioting-offices. On examination 
it was evident that the nttempt lind been made with e 
minute preparations. Remains of straw, and cotton bulls 
med with spirits of turpentine wero found under the 
stairs; a short brush was found, which had evidently been 
dipped in turpentine; and the sidings of the houses were 
smeared with that liq A short distance from the build- 
ing a dark lantern was found. t will be manifest to every 
erson, who sees the situation of the offices, and aljacent 
uddings, that if the fire hnd gotteu much headway, a con- 
desit portion of tho village would have been consumed, 
In March, 1827, the Committee, on ths affidavit of Jobn 
Mann, (to whicb the reader has been referred) nbtained a 
warrant for the apprehension of Richard Howard, as the 
incendiary, and despatched n messenger to Buffalo for the 
purpose of arresting li "That 0o step should be taken with- 
out due caution, they requested a friend in Buffalo to exinine 
iuto tbe affnir, and inatructed him that if satisfactory proof 
existed that Howard was at Buffalo on Monday morcing, 
early, engaged in his usual occupations, be wus authorized 
to withhold the precept. Tbe friend to whom they hud 
written chose to call in to his nid four others, who, after 
much reflection, say they "' felt it to be rigbt to advise the 
officers not to arrest Howard, and liad taken their measures 
with such prudence, as they thought would prevent all 
knowledge ol. the complaint from coming to his ears—tbat 
they had felt the more confidence jn that course, from the 
belief that Howard would not leave the place, but would be 
found to answer the charge, if such proof should thereafter 
be produced as should warrant the pursuit of criminal pro- 
ceedings against him." A few days after receiving the letter 
of these gentlemen, the committce obtsined satiufuetory proof 
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tbat about the time the attempt was mads Howard had been 
nt Batavia, in seeret consultation with a member of the fra- 
ternity. A second officer was despatehed with positive 
directions to arrest him for examination. But the officer, on 
his arrival ut Buffalo, was informed by one of the gentle- 
men who had written the Ictter, that the night after its date 
(Mareh 9th.) Howard had absconded, though they could not 
ascertain by what means he had been alarmed. He has 
never since been heard of by any member of the eom- 
mittee, The secrecy and celerity of his departure—the 
Active part he took in the conspiracy—and the faets detailed 
in the seeond affidavit of Jobn Manno—will leave not mueh 
douht oa the minds of the readers that he feared an arrest 
on a much higher charge than thut of attempting to set fire 
tothe printing offices of Miller, as the following depositions 
will show:

Capt. Morgan was carried past my 
place to Fort Niagara, where he was 
imprisoned in the magazine of tlie fort. 
About three fourths of a mile west of 
my housc, on the sand ridge, the com- 
pany of abductora was met hy another 
carriage and team, which took the pris 
oner and carried him to the west. The 
evidence of the mecting of the teams 
and the exchange wes perfectly plain 
next morning. ‘Ihe tracks of the ear- 
riages turning round; und a thousand 
tracks of men's fectin the sand, nnd the 
finding of one good hat ou the ground, 
was conclusive. evidence that the ex- 
change was there made, and that there |

I need not describe the rest of tbe| 
journey to Ningara, 1t has heen hefore| 
the public these forty years. The | 
event occasioned n good deal of excite- 
ment in onr neighborhood and in the 
city. But it was circulated alowly. 
There was no telegraph in those days, 
But as goon as the facts hecome known 
and fairly understood, the people were 
thoroughly aroused aud public meetings 
were called in the city, anda commit- 
tee appointed to nid in the investiga- 
tion and to collect ruch testimony for 
the courts as might be gathered up. 
Samuel Works, F. F. Backus. Freder- 
ick Whittlesy attorney at law, and 
Thurlow Weed, printer, constituted 
that committee; und thers are some 
readers of the C'yuosure to-day whe 
will recognize in those names the em- 
bodiment of personal worth and private 
virtue. 

In the month of December I was cal- 
led on hy thnt committee, in. company 
with a gentleman from Ontario county, 
to go on a mission from Rochester to 
Fort Niagara, a distance of some eighty 
five miles, to subpoena witnesses to the 
lirst trials held at Canandaigua of those 
kidnappers. I had attended public 
meetings in the city. and meetinga of 
the committee and had heard a good 
deal of public and private discussion of 


the governor, the emineut and honored 
DeWitt Clinton, wha was then Orand 
Master of the Grand Lodge of the Em- 
pire State. 

lt is perfectly well known tocvery sur- 
vivor, who was then conversant with the 
proceedings in the courts under the ad- 
ministration of that eminent juriet, Hon, 
John C, Spencer, that the Masone suc- 
ceeded in haffling the efforts of the peo- 
ple and the officers of the law in hring- 
ing those kidnappers to justice, Ma- 
sowie witnesses would not testify; and 
in most cases awore they could not, 
without criminating themselves; and 
many who should have been witnesses 
that were not Masons, were hired to 
leave the country and were kept away 
till the trials were over. 

This wss true of one young man, 
Lyman Hunt, who In hia childhood 
lived in tay neighborhood and went to 
school with my children, He was at 
work for Gillia the tanner, at Victor, 
and brother of Oillis the tavern keeper 
at that place, where the teams were first 
changed after leaving Canandaigue with 
Morgan, He saw all the movements at 
that place, and by his testimony both 
the Gilhs brothers might have heen con- 
vieted. He wns furnished with money 
and sent to western Pennsylvania where 
he remained two yeara waiting for the 
excitement to suhside and for all legal 
efforts to hecome exhausted, He work- 
ed nearly a year for me at his trade af- 
ter his return and gave me these items 
in detail, Some of the conspirators 
left the country. Burrige Smith, one of 
my neighbnre a fine, popular young 
mechanic, one of the most prominent 
ofthe kidnappers, and supposed to ho 
one of the three murderers, fled to New 
Orleans; leaving a charming young

or equal him. Second if only moder- 
ate talents are posessed, there must be 
joined witb them an unalterable, and 
unconquerable integrity of purpose, and 
uprightnees of life which shall inspire 
universal conüdencs in the character, 
aims, and representations, of the 
leader. 


Where etiher of these elements ex- 
ist, a man may lead. Where hoth are 
conjoined, be may become a great 
leader. Where ouly intellect and pow- 
er are found, the leadership may lack 
moral excellence, and yet achieve ma- 
terial success, But where uprightness| 
and integrity exist, there, in the ab- 
sence of more commanding talente, 
judicious persons recognize tbe man as 
safe, aud boneat; willing to learn, faith- 
ful to execute; aud benes fit to bear 
responsibilities and conduct iuterests of 
importance. His administration may 
not ho brilliant, but it will be upright; 
and the work so far as it goes will 
stand the test of time and eternity. 

It is trua in the realms of the 
" world the flesh and tbe devil,” that 
an energetic man may lead downward, 
without much moral force; though 
even there a certain “honor among | 
thieves" must exist in a marked de- 
gree, to command the honor of subor- 
dinates. But in tbe chureb of Christ, 
and in the religious, moral and philan- 
thropic enterprises of the day, all wic- 
kedness is positive weakuess, and all 
dependence placed upon craft, policy, 
hypocrisy, deception, and falsehood, 
will eventually end in ruin and con- 
fusion.

Address of Presilent Wallace at Whea- 
ton Commencement on Christiau 
Ellnention, 


The question relating to the educa. 
tion of our children, said the Doc- 
tor, are the great questions of the 
hour; tranecending in importance, all 
others. Questions which agitate sen- 
ates dwindle into insignificance in 
the comparison. The grand cnd 
snd object is the perfection of our 
sons, and daughters, in maulood and 
womsnhood; their physical, intellcctu 
al and spiritual perfection. By this 
execlence I meen a hody full of vigor 
and adorned with grnoe; an intellect 
fully developed in every faculty, and a 
soul eatablished in correct principles; 
trained to correct habits, and animated 
by n correct spirit. We need this for 
our children themselves; for the church 
of Christ; for the work of the ministry 
especially. The State also needs the 
perfection of onr ehildien. Tf any na- 
tion under heaven requires iutellectual 
citizens, this doee. This imposes on 
the church a solema ohligation to 
the Christian acadamy and college. 
State Colleges there are, but some 
members in their facutties are infidels, 
and ell may he if the legislsture eo de- 
cree. Are such collegas to educate 
youth for Christ? There is atthe pre- 
sent time an organ 'zed,iletermined effort 
of gigantic proportions to secularize 
every institution of which tbe state has 
control, And its rallying ery is away 
with the Bible from our public schools! 
And thus give our childreu an educa- 
tion with no idea of God in it The 
only breakwater against tbe deluge is 
the Chirstian college. 1t is the duty 
of the church to stand hy the Christian 
college by prayer and hy liberal contri- 
butiona in money.

This General 
Council adopted n quasi resolntioo 
apainst Secret societies, In this body 
ulso there is no discussion desired, 3d, 
The Synodical Conference, composed of 
six aynods and numbering 187,873 com- 
municants, has always bern unanimous- 
ly anii atedfastly opposed to all oatb- 
bound secret associations, Of those sy-

| with any of these general bodie. [ 
know of none which agitate the gues- 
tion, The Joint Synod of Ghio, one of

After prayer the minutes of 
the last meeting were rend and ap- 
proved,and H. R. Smith, J, G. Rownd, 
and E. H, Taylor chosen as secretaries 
uf the meeting. Ehler J. R. Baird 
was now introduced and held the au. 
dienco almost spell-bound until near 
12 o'clock, At the close of his address, 
a motion was made hy the writer that 
the Cbristian Association do now rise, 
and tbat when we meet at one o'clock 
we do so as a political mass convention. 
The motion wis carned, and the Ciris- 
tian Association udjourned. 

AFTERNOON 

At tbe appomted hour, the court 
Toom was agsin filled with an eager 
Multitude, anxious to see what would 
be done politically. Mr, John M. 
Rownd of this place was called to the 
chair and the three secretaries of the 
county Association chosen by vote to 
serve as Buch for the mass convention, 
A committee of twelve, or ons from 
eacb township, on Platform, and 
like committee on Nomination was nom- 
inated and confürmed. After a sbort 
nbsence the committee on platform re- 
ported a preamble anil resolutions in 
harmony with our national declarations 
of political principles last fall, which 
was received and unuuimously adopted, 
The committee on Nominations reported 
aticket for the county, which met the 
hearty approval of the convention; af. 
ler which a central committee of one 
from each township was nominated aud 
elected. The business of the political 
convention havmg heen thus completed, 
it adjourned, and the afternoon session 
of the Association resumed its business 

Elder J. R. Baird reaponded to the 
call of the members in a telling speech 
of an hour and 4 half, during which he 
was frequently applauded, and receiy 
ing all the while the most profound 
attention while he uncovered tbe lodge, 
and in à thrilling manner narrated his 
connection with and escape from the 
thraldom of the dark and fearfully wick- 
ed institution. The members of the 
association very promptly and cheer. 
fully met the claime upon them so as 
to leave our finances in a healthy con- 
dition.

Zo 
God be all the praise, Our couuty 
papers gave a full account of the pro- 
ceedings with all fairness and liberality, 
I think this fect a good omen. We 
are now fully organized as a county, 
and some of the townships are organ- 
ized and all will he soon.

myself had some New England expe- 
rience in the organization and support 
of farmers’ cluha, I cheerfully eentri- 
bute my mite for their encunragement, 
not only as an “antidote” to the grang- 
es, hut as otherwise one of the most 
useful and practicable institutions that 
can exist in any agricultural commun- 
ity. 

In regard to the “proper instruction, 
to organize open farmsm' clubs,” per- 
haps the first requisite is ono or more, 
(and the more the better) efficient, com- 
mon sense, earnest man, to start it, and 
always be on hand, at every mecting, 
to austain it; with this a club will 
thrive nnd he useful in any community, 
whera a dozen, more or less, are inter- 
| ested in its ohjects; without it, any club 
| will be short lived, 


Next, the objects of organization 
should be decided upon, and in order 
to the greatest present and prospeetive 
interest and usefulness. I think it 
should have one chief. or several less 
prominent objects in view; tha latter 
heing kept in mind rather 1s a means to 
render the regular meetings interest- 
ing and useful, and secure permanancy 
to the institution, |

that I have known is the rather noted 
"Randolph Farmers’ Club,’ Orange Co., | 

| Vt, which was started by the pemist- 

| ent eforta of one man (who had never 
seen n similar institution) in 1861, nnd 

has sustained regular Monday evening | 
meetings six months in the year, No- | 
vember to April. ever sinca, and ac- 
complished agreat amount of good. Its

erseluh, now, would be to eeeure a 


on prodnce, and an equal chance to 
purchase implements and machinery at 
wholesale prices. The other objects| 
would be varied, according to circum- 
stances, dormant talents, energics, etc., 
of the members; hut to sustain a grow- 
ing and permanent interest in the mect- 
ings, I think it essential to include the 
lyceum idea of personal, present im- 
provement and interest, by tbe exer- 
cise and development of the rhetorical, 
powers, lying dormant so generally in 
tbe agricultural community, male and| 
female. 

While I would place this asa secon- 
dary object, I raally believe thai there 
is nothing the farmera need more, in 
order to secure the enuctment and just 
execution of righteous laws, all over 
the land, than the Aarons, who can 
speak freely, witbout diffidence, to tbe 
people. As a elass they have relig- 
jon, morality, mind, intelligence, dis- 
cernment, lungs, money, members und 
perseverance enough to compste suc- 
cessfully in the prosecution of nny phi- 
lanthropic enterprise with any or oll 
classes; but they greatly lack spenking 
and writing leaders. 

Hence the grent danger of the *'Pat- 
rons” or *'Grange" movement—origi unt- 
ing among the educated, lazy, dissap- 
pointed, office seeking, Masonic drones 
at Washington, their first care is to cell 
indulgencies enough to feed and clothe| 
themselves well, in their laziuess, and 
then to officer all euhordinnte lodges, sof 
far as practical, with like material, well 
dreased, soft banded, smooth tongued, 
loquacious, womens’ men, carrying all 
before them. Butas they stand on 
the devil's stool, secretism; sleep on 
bis hed, favoritism; and eat bis food, 
deception, they will surely come to 
naugbt, in spite of the ten's of millions 
of the hard earned dollars, filched from’ 
honest farmers, whose shoe's latehet the 
originatom were not woruby to unloose. 

In union there is strength, aud com- 
hination nmong those seekiug tbe 
same philanthropic end, ia cssential to 
tbe greatest success; but thers is no 
assignable reason why a secret organi 
zation can better promote a holy canse 
than au open one. 

Very little machinery is necessary to 
A president, vice- 
presideut, secretary, a treasurer, a com- 
wittee of arrangements; and very sim- 
ple constitution and by-laws, concisely 
setting forth the objects, rales and 
orders of exercises, is about all re- 
quired. 

As there are uo regalia, tyler, Grand 
Lodge or other superfluous dues and 
fees, tho expenses of farmers’ clubs are 
nota tythe of those of the yranges; 
and as they do not require any time 
for mitiating ceremonies, they have all 
the time they are together for the prose- 
cution jof the useful ohjects of the 
organization; and while the corner- 
stone of the “Granges” is an im- 
morality and antagonistic to Christ- 
janity, the open, free discussion, 
essays and orstions of farmers’ clubs, 
are not, but tend to virtue and the de- 
velopment of the hest faculties of man. 
May they multiply ten thousand 
fold. 

The "Randolph cluh,” included not 
only farmers, but ministers, teachers, 
doctom, mechanics, merchants, etc.

The United Presbyterian General As- 
sembly and the Grange,

the United Presbyterian churches con- 
nected with the Keokuk Presbytery, 
Towa, joiued the Patrons of Husbandry, 
and upon attempts at enforcing the dis- 
cipline against them, an appeal was 
taken to the General Assembly which 
met in May.

Resolved, thatthis Assembly do most 
earnestly and nffectionately exhort all 
the memhem of this church to abstain | 
from connecling themselves with any) 
secret assoviations, helieving they arc 
unnecessary and are calculated to oper- 
ate injuriwusly on the interests of so- 
ciety and they do eapeciully urge the 
ministers and eldors of this church 
to use their influence to keep our 
membera from au incorporntion with 
them.”

They received information, it is supposed, of the fuct thnt 
Miller knew of their intention, and hud prepared to defend 
the ofico with fire-nrms, aud of course coucluded that their. 
project could not bo curried into effect without the risk 
nnd prohable loss of some of their lives; nad however anxious 
to prevent tho disclosuro of tho secrets of Mnsoury, they 
seem to have been unwilling to sacrifice their limbs or lives 
in its servico At dny-dawn they separated, nnd retreuted 
from tho village without laving effected onything, Part of 
them re-assembled at Ganson's house, in Stafford, where 
Sawyer was bmnded as a coward for not effecting the object 
for which ho had started, 

Miller occupied, as printing-offiees, the second story of 
two wooden buildings in the compact purt of the village of 
Batovia, nearly all of which consists of wooden buildings— 
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the two offices wem separated by an alley about twelve feet 
wide. A family of ten persons occupied the lower part of 
one of the huildings, and Miller's assistants, six in numher. 
nlways sleptin tho upperrooms, Gu the night of Sunday the 
10th of Septemher, 1826, the inhabitants oi. tho village were 
roceeded froim these 
offices, but was soon extinguished. ‘The firo was hrst dis- 
covercd hy hright flames bos Írom under tlie outside 
stairways lending into the printing-offices. On exumination 

it was evident that the attempt had been nmdo with ver: 
minuts preparations. Remains of straw, and cotton halla 
saturated with spirits of turpentine were found under the 
stairs; a short brush was found, which had evidently been 
dipped in turpentine; und the sidings of the housea were 
smeared with that liquid. A short distance from the huild- 
ing a dirk lantern was found. lt will he mumifest to every 
cmon, who sees tho situation of the offices, and adjacent 
uildings, that if the fire had gotten much licadway, a con- 
desirable portion of the village would have heen consumed. 
In March, 1827, the Committee, on the allidnvit of John 
Mann, (to which the reader has heen referred) ohtained a 
warmnt for the apprehension of Richard Howard, as the 
incendiary, and despatched a messenger to Buffalo for the 
purpose of arresting him. That no step should be taken with- 
out due caution, they requested a friend in Buflulo to examine 
into the affair, and instructed him that if satisfactory proof 
existed that Howard was at Buffalo on Monday morning, 
early, engaged in his usual occupations, he was authorized 
to withhold the precept, The friend to whom they had

ternity. A second officer was desputehed with positive 
directions to urrest him for examination. But the officer, on 
his arrival at Buffalo, was informed by one of the gentle- 
men who had written the letter, that the night after its date 
(March 9th.) Howard had absconded, though they could not 
ascertain hy what menus he had heen alarmed. Ie has 
never sinca heen heard of hy any member of the com- 
mittee. The secrecy and celerity of his departure—the 
Active part he took in the conspiracy—and the facts detailed 
in the second affidavit of John Mann—will leave not much 
douht on tlie minds of the readera that ho feared an arrest 
on a much higher charge than that of attempting to set fire

Jat What societies are oath-boundt 
Itseems to heagreed smong us that se- 
cret oath bound societies are wrong and 
unfit to he tolerated; but it does not 
seem to he well settled as to what socie- 
ties are to be thus considered, And the 
emphasis put upon the term oath-bound 
seems to imply that there are eecret 
societies that are not oath-hound and 
that these may he tolerated. 

Now in locking in upon the structure 
of those eecret secietiea which have 
heen Isid open to public iespection, we 
find that each and all are characterized 
hy an obligation, designed primarily to 
secure inviolable and perpetua) socrecy ; 
after thatto hind the member to spec- 
ial favoritism to the fraternity, then to 
subjection and obedience to tho laws, 
usages, officera and memhers of the or- 
der. Appropriate provision is made 
usually hothin the beginning and at 
the close of this obligation to invest it 
with especial! solemnity and hinding 
forcein the mind of theinitiated. Such 
an ohligation is as invarinble in secret 
societies as is. the heart in living anl- 
mals, and as each heart has something 
peculinr to itself, hut is in every case 
the source of vital action or life, so in 
secret societies there are variations in 
the obligation, hut the obligation 
in all cases is the source of life 
and moral character to the iesti- 


tution, The Jesuits call their initi- 
atory obligation a vow, or oath. The 
Masons call theirs an obligation, 


or covenant, or oath. The Gdd-fellows 
call theirs an obligation, pledge or cov- 
enant, and avoid the word onih as do 
also the secret temperance orders and 
the Patrons of Hushandry, and we 
know not how many others with whom 
we have less immediate concern, 

The question is whether we are to 
admit that those who don't call this vi. 
tal obligation an oath, ure not osth 
hound. Shall we judge of this vital 
organ of secretism by its name or hy its 
nature and use? or shall we make or 
ganized, enforced and permanent secre- 
cy the decisive test, and adjudge all that 
it covers as unfruitful works of dark- 
nese and make no effort to look beyond 
this coveriog? 

A comparison of the obligations of a 

- few representative orders may help us 
in arriving at a entisfactory answer to 
thia question: will chow we think con- 
clusively tnat to attempt to distinguish 
secret societics as good or bad according 
as they are or are not confeasedly oath- 
hound ie to mark a distinction where 
there is not a difference.

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THE MONMOUTH CONVENTION. 


The Case of David Brownlee. 


PARPARED AND PRESENTED BY REY J| 
P. STODDARD. 


Haring seen something in the Cyno- 
sure und heard reports from other 
quarters, respecting the case of one Dn- 
vid Brownlec, whose body was found| 
in the month of May, 1837, near Litle 
York, Werren Co., Ill., I vieted tbnt] 
placeon the 9th of April, 1873, and 
ohtained from persons still living in the 
neighhorhood, and who were witness 
to the facts related, the following par- 
ticulars which I have condensed from 
the testimony of seven credible witnesses 
as taken and written down in. presouce 
of each without either knowing what 
others had testified. Ga comparing the 
statements of the different witnesses, I 
find that in every material particular 
they are substantially the same, and| 
thie is the more significant, as they 
were not aware of my coming or of the 
object which I had in view, | 


Dand Brownlee was a native of Penn-| 
aylvania, and though not an habitual] 
drinker, occasionally hecame merry and 
communicative “over -is cups.” He 
was for a time a teamster and dealer in 
horses, and while engaged in bis husi- 
ness incidentally came in possession of 
a book containing the secrets of Free- 
masonry. — This fact csme to the 
kno ledge of the craft, and he wae in- 
formed that he must join the lodge or 
take the consequences. Under these 
sircumstances he thought it best to b 
initiated, hut did not consider himself 
hound hy his obligations, 

In 1835 he settled in Warren Coun- 
ty, which was then, after the close of 
the Black Hawk war, but just opened 
to peaceful occupancy. lt scems that 
he had at some time incurred the dix- 
pleasure of the lodge, hy using their 
signs and secrets unmusonically. Be- 
coming aware of the eril intentions of 
ths lodgemen, he took special precau- 
tions for his personal safety. At times 
he became greatly alarmed and would 
send for neighbors to come and stop) 
over night with him 

Gn the Sabbath, only six days previ- 
ous to the time when he left home, two 
men came to his honse, and after look- 
ing around the premises, left without 
making their busincesliown, Brown 
lac believed them to he Masonic spies, 
and hefore retiring that night, loaded 
his guu, plsced an axe and heavy cluh 
near his bed, and then fastened his 
house with the grrsteu! possible eecur- 
ity. This was sometime during the 
month of April, 1837. — A few days pre- 
vious lo the visit of these strangers. 
Brownlee ‘told two of his neigbbors 
that lie hnd heen tried in tlie lodge for 
unmásonic conduct. and that the decis- 
ion was that he must he put out of the 
way before the first of May. He com- 
plained of unfairness hccause he was 
not heard in self-defence, and designat. 
ed the men who plead for him aud 
those who were against him in the 
lodge. 


On tbe morning of the last Saturday 
in April ths left his home on horse 
heck nnd went to Oguaka, about twelve 
miles distant, expecung to returb the 
same evening. At Oguaka he procur- 
ed a quart bottle flied with whiskey, 
and when last seon was partially intoxi- 
eated, but still nhle to mannge his 
horse, which was avery gentle and! 


trusty heast, Leaving town for home 
in the afternoon, he called on a friend 
lwing near the rosd, and taking out 
his bottle asked him to drink, and after 
a short delay rode on towards home. 
The hottle was then shout half full. 


He was next reported nt the house| 
of George Coons, a Mason living on the} 
toad shout four miles from Browalee's| 
house. Mr..Conns stated that about 
nine o'clock in the evening he heard 
some one calling nesr his house, and 
going out found that it was Brownlee. 
The night was very dark and etormy 
and he tried to indnce him to remain 
until morning, but he refused and went 
on. Thin was the last intelligence of 
Brownlee until nine daya after, when 
his body was found hy him nephew, 
Nathaniel Brownlee, lying on the 
open prairie. Brownlee's horse was at 
home the next morning after he was 
reported at Coons’, with the bridle 
fastened up and one of the stirrups, 
and some say hoth, thrown over the 
saddle. 


Search waa immediately commenced 
and continued seven days, without oh 
taining any cluc to the strange disap- 
pearance, or obtaining any trace of the 
whereabouts of the missing man. — li 
was thought that he might possibly! 
bave fallen from hia horse into Cedar 
Creek, which he had to cross in reach- 
ing his home, and preparations were be 
mg made to drag the stream the next 
day. On Saturday, the day previous 
to the discovery of the hody, Mr. Coons 
called at the house of Hamilton Brown- 
lee, David's brother, and inquired if. 
scarch had been made on a certam strip 
of prairie which he indicated. This 
wss the first time he had shown any 
particular interest in the case or had of- 
fered advice or assistance. He seem- 
ed much agitated, and his appearance 
wos o unusual as to awaken suspicion 
on the part of Hamilton Brownlee and 
his son Nathaniel, who was present; 
and led the elder to remark to his eon 
that there was something very strange 
in Coon's nppearance, — Before leaving 
he said '' We must search the hottom 
to-morrow.” 


When the company hnd masemhled 
on Sabhath morning it was finally, after 
consultation, decided to follow Coons’ 
suggcstion, and a com pany of horsemen 
were accordingly formed and started 
up the bottom on the north side of Ce- 
dar Creek, They had proceeded but a 
short distance when Nathaniel Brown- 
lee discovered, some twenty or thirty 
rods distant, an object lying upon the 
open prairie, which proved to he the 
body of bis uncle. It was on the plot 
of ground which Coons had said must 
be searched that day; and what is more 
significant it wss upon an open space 
without shrub or grass, over which 
Nathanicl Brownlee and the two dangh- 
ters of David Brownlee and perhaps! 
others, had passed while searching a 
day or two previous, and was only 
about thirty yards from the rond lesd- 
ing directly to Brownlee’s house, 


The body was lying with the face up- 
ward aud with limbs extended, and 
there were no indications of a struggle 
to be seen either upon the ground or 
upon the body. There was no appear- 
anet that the body had been removed or 
dragged around by wolves, which were 
then abundant, orin any way mutilat- 
ed by animala The only wonnds per 
ceptible were upon the throat and low- 
er part of the face, which were mal 
gled in a most fearful manner. while 
the tongue was entirely gone. ‘The 
eyes, which hirds or small vermin 
would he hkely to attack first, were un- 
disturhed. When lifted from the 
ground te blood flowed freely; und| 
Dr. Maley, who was present, remarked 
that “he could not have heen dead 
more that twenty-four hours.” An in-| 
quest was held and several of the jur- 
ors, with the coroner, who wssn Mason, 
came from a neighhoring town. In 
company with others, I have searched 
the connty records and .ünd nothing 
coucerning this case, although several 
other inquests held about that time, 
some previvus and othere subsequent, 
nre entered in due form. I am told 
that the verdict by the jury wea ‘Death 
by exposure.” 


I am told also by a man who was on 
the jury, tbat it was with much diffi. 
culty and after long delay that the 


above verdict was given, ns some failed 
to understand how a man's throat could 
be so horrihly mangled and his tongue 
torn away "hy exposure.” This man 
also stated that the throat was cut ac- 
cross and perpendicularly, and that 
when the wounds were drawn together 
the four points met snd *' fitted perfect- 
ly;" which to him was conclu-ive evi- 
dence that it was not the work of wild 
henats, but thatthe wound had been 
msde with some sharp instrument. 

I further learned that David's broth- 
er, Hamilton Brownlee, believed thot ıt. 
was the work of the Freemasons, and 
that such was the opinion at the time, 
of most, if not all who knew the facts 
in the case. I asked, © Why was not 
the case hrought up and investigated in 


the courts" The reply was, “The 
friends did not,dare to do i.” I was 
told that Hamilton Brownlee received 


letters from friends in Pennsylvania, 
dissnading him from seeking:an investi- 
gation, lest he should meet the fate of 
his hrother. 

Theahove are the substantial features 
of thie deeply significant case; and 
these facte, obtained from living witnes- 
ses hy whom they can be verified, are 
perfectly horrible, and almost too shock- 
ing to he believed. Did we not know 
that Masons are sworn to perform just 
such work as this when a member di- 
vulges the secrets of their order; and 
had we no other well autbenticnted in- 
stances where they have been known 
to commit similar harbarity, the thing 
would seem incredible. Butin view of 
oll the testimony, amounting to the 
certainty of demonstration, in my esti- 
mation, I am compelled to helieve that 
the shocking edicts of that fraternity, 
which ewears its every member "ever to 
conceal and never to reveal" any of its 
secret arts or mysteries, hinding them 
under no less penalty than to have 
the throat cut across and the tongue 
torn out hy the roots, were literally ex- 
ecuted upon David Brownlee; and that 
that “benevolent institution” which is 
anid to count "so many good men and 
ministers," is responsible for this bloody 
deed, by which a faithful wife and 
mother was made a widow, and a fami- 
ly of needy children were made or- 
phane, Such is the conclusion to which 
fam forced, hut | do not assume to 
judge for others. 1 state the facts as 
given me by reliahle witnesses and on- 
ly ask that thay be read carefully and 
each one draw his own conclusions.

EXTRAOT FROM THE EEORETARY'S REPORT| 
TO THE WYNDHAM COUNTY A&8000A-| 
TION. 


Since the last annual meeting of the 
Society, tbe cbief work performed has 
been the distribution of Anti masonic 
tracts, and the bringing before the Leg- 
islature of the state a measure for se- 
curing fair and impartial juries, ft muat 
he evident that where men collude to- 
gether, and hind themselves by an oath 
to aid and assist each other, the jury 
may castly be made au instrument for 
their special ond exclusive benefit 
against those persons who do not he- 
long to their ring, The tendency, 
therefore, of secret societies, is to cor 
rupt aod destroy the jury as an instru 
ment for securing equal rights to men. 
and to bring the laws and institutions 
of the conntry into contempt. 

The Masons of Vermont pretend thst 
they do not take secret oatha. amid thatthe 
law of the state against secret extre- judic- 
ial onths does not therefore apply to them. 
"They claim that, jn keeping up the in- 
atitution of Masonry, which is wholly 
foreign to the spirit of our inetitutions, 
they donot violate the clearly expres- 
sed letter of the law. And here is 
just where our presant issue with Ma- 
sonry stands, We assert that the ad- 
ministrators of Masonic oaths and obli- 
gations do violate the laws of Vermont. 
expressly made nnd provided; and 
what we claim is, thet the court shall 
judge hetween, and shall decide wheth- 
er Masons, when offered as jurymen, 
have taken illegal oatha or not. — This 
in the right of every freeman, to. hase 
his case heard snd examined by the 
courts of the land, and, as freemen, we 
claim the full exercise of the right, 
The pretence est up hy Masons that 


they have taken no extra-judicial, ille- 
gal oath or obligation, muet ha de- 
cided by the court, and not by the 
lodge, 

In the pursuit of thie all-important 
right for the security of our liberties, 
one of the members of our Society, 
elected from a town where, fortunately, 
Apti-masonic principles prevail, pre- 
aented a bill at the last session of the 
legislature, one of the provisions of 
which was, to give all persona while un. 
der trial the right to challenge jury- 
men who have taken extra judicial oaths, 
ations, aguinst the laws of the 


The action of the Isgislsture on this 
hll was more in accordance with the 
wishes of the lodge, than with the 
opinions of the people. There ware 
only thirty-four votes in favor of the 
bill There were one hundred and 
sixty-two votes against it, snd forty- 
two members did not vote at all. Gf 
the twenty-three members. from Wind- 
ham county, nine voted for the bill, ten 
voted against it, and four did not vote 
either one way or the other.

Man possesses the faculty of secret- 
iveness in common with tbe brutes. ft 
is more largely developed in some of 
the inferior animals than in ua. It be- 
longs to our lower nature, and is larg- 
er in the barbsrian than in the civil- 
zed man. It is the faculty that 
enables men successfully to lie, cheat, 
steal, commit murder, sdultery and all 
other crimes that require carcful con- 
cealment, Generally itis too largely 
devcloped in tlie average man, and like 
| pride or anger needs no cultivation, but 
ratber to be repressed. And yet it is 
one of the objects, and one of the most 
marked cffects of secret societies to cul- 
tivate this faculty. “The indispensa- 
ble virtue of Masonry is secrecy,” says 
Mackey, To always conceal and never 
reveal is a part of tbe tvachinga of all 
secret societies, | 

Now with studied, habitual and 
sworn conc®slment, there follows de- 
ception, hypocrisy and fraud, and the 
inevitable tendency is to lying, and all) 
those crimes that begin and end in a 
he. 1t would be he an interesting 
study ia eocial science to consider how 
much the wide prevalence of erime ie 
owing to the almost all-pervading in- 
fluence of secretism; and how often 
the lessons of concealment and decep- 
tion that have heen learned in the 
lodge have hecn practiced in tbe gamb- 
ling hell or other placea of iniquity. 
The great want of the age and of tbe 
world is not more concealment, not 
more the “cunning craftiness wherehy 
they lie in wait to deceive,” hut more 
“simplicity and godly sincercity.” 


It ougbt to be a question with all 
religious teachera whether they have 
aright to expect any real growth in

A family of ten persons occupied the lower pnrt of 
one of the buildings, und Miller's ussist xin muaher, 
always sleptin the upper rooms, Ou tho night of Sunday the 
10th of September, 1826, the inhuhitants oi. the village were 
alarmed by the ery of fire, which proceeded from these 
offices, but wus soon extinguished. — "he lire was frst dis- 
covered by brigbt ieee ring fiom under the oul. 
stairways leadiug into the printing-oflices, Gu exami! 
it was evident that the attempt had been mnde with v 
minute “preparations: Remains of straw, aud cotton bulla 
saturated with spirits of turpeatiae were found under the 
stairs; n short brush wns fo hal evidently hren 
dipped in turpentino; und the silings of the houses were 
smeared with that liquid, A short distance fram the build- 
ing a dork lantern wus found. It willbe mnnifest to every 
peron; who sees the situation of the offic id adjacent 
uildings, that if the fro had potten much headway, a con- 
desirable portion of the yillago would huve been consumed, 
1n March, 1827, the Committee, on the a tof John 
Mann, (to which the reader hus been referred) obtained a 
warrant for the apprehension of Richard Howard, us the 
incendiary, and despatched a messenger to Bullalo for the 
purpose of arresting him. That no step should he tekea with- 
out due cantion, they requested u friendin Buffalo to examine 
into the affair, and instructed lim that if. satisfactory proof 
existed that llowaid wasnt Buffalo on Monday morni 
early, engaged in his usual oceupntions, he nuthorized 
to withhold the precept. ‘The friend to whom they hud 
written chose to callin to his aid four others, who, nfter 
much reflection, sty they ‘felt it to be right lo ndvise the 
officers not to arrest Howard, and had taken their meusurs 
with such prudence, as they thought would prevent all 
knowledge ol the complaint from coming to his ears—tliat 
they had felt the more confidence in that course, from the 
helief that [foward would not leave the plnce, but would be 
found to answer the churge, if surb proof should thereafter 
he produced as should warrant the suit of criminal pro 
ceedings against him." A few days after receiving the letter 
of these gentlemen, tbe committee obtained satisfactory proof 


" 
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that about the time the attempt was made Howard had heen 
nt Batavia, 1n sacret consultation with a member of the fra- 
termity A second officer was despatched with posiüve 
directions to arrest hiu for examination, But the officer, ou 
his arrival at Buffalo, was informed by one of tbe geutle- 
men who had written the letter, that the night after its date 
(March 9th.) Howard had nbsconded, though they could not 
ascertain hy what means he had been alarmed, He bus 
never since heen heurd of by any member of the com- 
mittee. The scerecy aud celerity of his departure—the 
Active part he took in the couspiracy—and the facts detailed 
in the second affidavit of Johu Mann—vill leave not much 
douht on the minds of tbe readers that he feared un arrest 
on a mueh higher charge thnu that of nttempling to set fire 
to the printing-offices of Miller, as the following depositions 
will show:

under an impression that his Masonic obligations placed bin un- 
der a necessity of submitting to do an act which seemed abhorrent 
to his anturul feelings. In suhsequeut conversations said Howard. 
gave his deponent to unilerstand that the execution had been pet- 
formed but said notbiug more as to his owu ageucy in the trsnsac- 
lon, This deponent further saith, that unti: within n few days past 
his mind has heen very unsettled ns to the course which lie ought 
to havepursned in relution tothe communications £0 made to hiiu; 
and he haa been operated noon iu somo degree by fears. for his

Here the Son of Ood in 
the most explicit terms recognizes the 
existence of spirits, And that spirits 
con see, and heer, and act apart and in- 
dependently of meterial bodies, and can 
also possess and aet through the phys- 
ical nature of man, we have the same 
authority. 

2. Another consideration is, that 
man was made to know, enjoy, and 
glorify Ood forever. That he should 
possess a nature therefore, unbounded 
in its desires, and unlimited in its pow- 
ers of attainment, enjoyment and ap- 
plication, is most suitable, 1s indeed ın- 
finitely essential to the grent end of bis 
being. The physical nature of man, 
like that of the brute, is limited, and all 
that emanates from such asoures must, 
therefore, he cireumseribed by nerrow 
bounds.

And 
as man was made to know, enjoy and 
glorify Jehovah fozever, the propriety 
of his possessing a spiritual and im- 
mortal nature, must, we think, be 
most obvious to every unprejudiced 
wind.

The multiplicity of Masonic oatha 
has this weakening tendency. ‘Lake 
any man, I care not how conscientious, 
and require bim to take an oath every 
day for a twelve-month and he will 
necessarily acquire a careless habit of 
swearing without thought or feeling 
upon tbe subject, aud of forgetting liis 
onths as quickly and as easily us he 
takes them, So Masonry swears men 
Over and over agaiu until but few 
know what they have sworn, 

This weakening effect is terribly io- 
creased hy tbe frivolous character 
of many of the Mausonie oaths. An 
onth is in its very uature a solemu 
thing, justifiable only on oceasions ofi 
great moment. When it is used in 
trivial affairs it deceuds ut once into 
profanity, and excites eontempt. I 
have carefully read the Master's outlt 
with thia rule io view, and it is start- 
Ting to think what an aceumulation ol 
fooleryis there. It is verily a “ fright- 
ful amount of twaddle," rendered pro- 
fane hy the solemn moekery of an oath 
and tbe sanction of a death penalty.

Tte seeond class are men of 
but little true moral eourage, sod gwd- 
prineipally in matters of publie ioterest 
hy s kind of ‘ timid prudence;” und 
this prudence generally associatcs with 
herself the following considerations: 1, 
personal ease nod comfort; 2, popular 
upplause; 3, the brend-aud hutter poli- 
ey; 4, a dread of agitation aod excite- 
ment; and 5, a holy zeal for religion (1) 
lest the agitation divide aud destroy the 
churches.

That no stepshould be taken with- 
out due coution, they requested n friend in Buffalo to examine 
into tho affair, and instructed him that if satisfactory proof 
existed that Iloward wns at Buffalo on Monday morning, 
early, engaged in his usual occupations, he was anthorizell 
to withhold the precept. The friend to whom they had 


, Written ehose to eallin to hie aid four others, who, after 


much reflection, say they "felt it to be right to advise the 
officers not to arrest Howard, nnd hail taken their meusurre 
with such prudence, as they thought would prevent oll 
knowledge ot the complaint from eoming to his ears—thnt 
they had felt the moro confidence in that course, from the 
belief that Honard would not leave the plice, but would be 
found to answer the ehurge, if such provi ehould therenfler 
be produced as should wirrant the pursuit of criminal pro- 
ceedings against him." A few days after receiviug the letter 
of these gentlemen, the committe obtained satisfactory proof 
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that about the time the attempt was made Howard had been 
at Batavin, in secret consultation with n member of the fra- 
ternity, A secoud offieer wus despatched with positive 
directions to nrrest hiin for exumination. But the officer, ou 
his arrival nt Buffalo, was informed by ouo of the gentle- 
men who had written the letter, that the night after its date 
(Mareh 9th.) Howard bad absconded, though thoy could not 
ascertain by whut menos he had been alarmed. He has 
never since. been henrd of by aoy member of the com- 
mittee. ‘The seerecy nod celerity of lis departure—the 
Active part hi took in. the co ispiracy—und the facts. detailed 
in the second affidavit of John Mann—will lenve not mneh 
doubt on the minds of the readers that he feared an arrest 
on a much higher charge than that of attempting to set fire 
Vo the printingr-offices of Miller, as the followiog depositions

This deponeat further saitb, that unti: within a few days past 
his mini has been very unsetticd as to the course whieh he ought 
to hnvepursued in relation to thocommunications so made to 
und be has been operated upon in some degree by fears f 
personal safety; nnd doubla as to the. oxlent of hla obligations to 
observe secrecy in respect to the statements 80 communicated to 
bim: that a few days ago he held n cousultation with a friend, as 
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Wanan’s Rights.

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Changes In Jnpnn. 


The first imperial order is that 
henceforth the Japanese calender ie to 
he harmonized with foreign chronolo- 
gy. The firat of January, 1873, will 
he tha first day of the first montb of 
the 2533d year from the accession of 
the first Mikado; a holidoy iato be kept 
on everyseventh day, instead of every 
fifth day, and at certain seasons, as 
heretofore; the division of the“day will 


henceforth be into twenty-four hours, 
instesd of twelve periode of two bours 
each, aecording to eneiant custom. 

Japanese officials of rank are now re- 
quired to wear a European official cos- 
tume, and to nttend weekly levees, to 
he held hy the Mikado on and after| 
New Years day. His Majesty has eo 
far altered his mode of life ae to receive 
guests at dinner every alternate day. 
The henquet ie served and dressed in 
foreign style; politits are tabooed sa a 
subject of conversation, for which the 
ordinary topics of the day ere expected 
to suffice,
